How to Count the Time. 


The statute provides a methdd of counting 
time, specifying that one day, either the first or 
the last, shall be excluded in computing so many 
days from a given day.

BEMIS’ REPORT ON GAS ORDINANCES, 


What He Thinks of the Terms of the 
Ogden’s Provisions. 


E: W. Bemis, Chairman of the Committee on 
Gas, Electric Light. and Telephones of the Civic 
Federation, made a long roport yesterday, which 
was received and discussed. The report says 
amove other things: ‘ 

‘*The Ogden gas ordinance provides for 90-cent 
gas. The other provisions are, on the whole, not 
superior to those of existing ordinances, but the 
present compsnies are under contract to reduce 
the price to $1 Jan, 1, 1897, or as soon as a new 


. company could be started, and one or more com- 
‘and a contract made for the purchase and laying» 


panies on the South Side are now charging $1 for 
illuminating gas and 72 cents for the same 
gas when used as fuel. A possible saving of 10 
cents is not sufficient to justify the tearing 
up of the streets or ‘the increase of the legal 
difficulties which the new franchise of the broad 
character of the Ogden would present to future 
thorough-going action by an honest City Coun- 
ci. The Ogden ordinance rans for fifty years, 
altogether too longa period. Twenty years is 
ampie for any municipal franchise, except for an 
elevated road. While it is provided in the Ogden 
ordinance that the city shall have the right to 
purchase at an appraised valuation at the end of 
- fifty years, there is no specification, as there 
ought to be, restricting this appraisal to the 
cost of duplicating the physical plant. 

“ Admitting that Chicago is paying much too 


atthe handsof the trust, what can be done 
‘about it? One remedy proposed, and very pop- 
ular just now, is to charter new companies as 
fast as they appear and are ready to pay, not the 
city, but the Aldermen, for the same. This is no 
remedy atalJ. It is utterly discredited in every 
city that has made a thorough trial of it. 

“ One thing to do is to secure the best legal tal- 
ent.to examine into the quo warranto proceed- 
ings instituted by Attorney-General Moloney in 
February, 1894, with a view of determining the 
wisdom of any further action along that line, and 
to inquire into the general legai status of the 
gas companies of Chicago, in order to determine 
the rights and powers of the city. It is the opin- 
ion of some good lawyers whom we have con- 
sulted that the city has the right, or can obtain 
it from the Legislature, to force the existing 
companies to reduce their charges to what the 
courts may consider a reasonabie charge, in view 
of the cheapness of mannfacturing and the pres 
ent low cost of duplicating the plant in compari- 
son with the inflated capitalization.

clothing is a mystery. The elbow room in a 
sleeping-car is “all out doors” compared to 
it. The beds themselves are mean straw 
shake-downs. Some have blankets and some 
have none. The sheets and pillowcases 
show evidence of female child handsat washing. 
They are old and grimy from many ineffec 
fr Fortunately there are plenty of wi 
dows. These let in the pure air from the lake 
and must keep down the death rate. They are 
shutterless and the hot, beaming sun of summer 
is only kept out by faded green blinds, limp with 
age. The walls have been at one time painted. 
But that was so long ago even the color is in- 
definite. No attempt has been made to put up 
pleasing pictures. 

Out in each hall is one little mirror to dress by. 
Where the faces are washed is a mystery. 
There are no basins visible. The halls even 
were filled with beds that fold up in the day- 
time: In the whole institution there are four 
bath tuns. There are 145 girls and 13 attend- 
ants. That makes 39 people to a tub. 

In the room used as a hospital the same straw 
shake-down and oldiron bedstead is used as in 
the dormitories. One girl was in a raging fever. 
She wore a coarse, unbleached nightdress, which 
was comfortable enough. But the prints of the 
straw could be traced on her fevered flesh. An- 
other girl lay close beside her in a dejected 
sleep. The heads of both beds were pushed 
up against the steam pipes, which wers 
hot. Two windows were open diagonally 
across the room and the curtains were up high. 
The only attendantin the room was a girl com- 
panion. The woman employed as a nurse has 
other duties.. She isnot a professional nurse. 


Crewding in the Dining- Room. 


The crowding in the dining-room was a repeti. 
tion of that in the dormitory. The long tables 
were covered with red tablecloths. There .were 
twenty girls to a table. The spread, which 
was the hearty meal of the day, con- 
sisted of a big dish of boil 
potatoes, another of boiled eggs, two plates o 
bread, another of butterine, and a dish of beets. 
Each girl was allowed two eggs. The eggs and 
the potatoes had originally been hot, but in the 
reutine of g@tting 145 girls dowa to table, both 


articles were cold. The putatoes were not sal ted, 


and there was no remedy provided. The butter- 
ine had a taste which is foreign to all require- 
ments of butter. It was rancid. The only drink 
provided to wash down this combination was 
water. 

For breakfast, Mrs. Wickens, the Superintend- 
ent explained, oatmeal, bread and coffee or cocoa 
were furnished. At night is the only time milk 
is used, then only mush or codfish balls with 
sauce or some light repast of a similar nature is 
furnished. 

There isno doubt but the food is by far the 
worst condition prevailing, and this is of course 
the most serious defect that could obtain for 
growing girls. And the starvation dietof the 
thinnest possible quality is doing its work. it 
is easy to understand how, in the visiting physi- 
cian’s report, bowel troubles and skin diseases. 
are so often mentioned. The girls look sore-eyed, 
have sallow complexions, and are otherwise de- 
generate. 

The matron’ have a small dining-room, better 
than the giris’ in proportion as their rooms are 
better. They had rodst pork, potatoes, bread, 
good butter, tea, and pudding for dinner. But 
the fare of these paid attendants was not extrav- 
agant, dainty, or tempting. Mrs. Wickens is a 
motherly, good woman, with tact, sense, and, 
last of all, a big heart. She makes the most she 
can out of her surroundings, and the children 
seem fond of her. 

The five girls who ran ,away last week were 
sent for and brought back to the home the next 
morning. They were not punished on their re- 
turo, but Mrs. Wickens worked so on their feel- 
ings they were tearful and repentant.

WILL INVESTIGATE THE CHILD’S DEATH. 


Inquest to Be Held in the Fatal Burning 
of Litths Clifford Crase. 


Coroner McHale will begin an inquest tomor- 
row morning in the case of Clifford Crose, a 4 
year-old boy who was burned death 
at the’ Leland Hotel Fridoy : n. 
Mrs. Neva Crose came to the Leland 
March 12. with her son, Clifford, and 
her foster-brother, Waiter Sutherland. a iad of 
19. She registered as from Los Angeles, Cal., 
and had letters to ex-Judge Prendergast, whom 
she engaged to prosecute an action for divorce 
from her husband, a St. Louis business-man, and 
incidentally to secure a part of his property. 
This is the explanation of her visit to Chicago 
given by ex-Judge Prendergast. Mrs. Urose was 
without women friends and brought young 
Sutherland with: her to look after the 
child. People boarding at the hotel say 
that both Sutherland and Mrs. Crose, and es- 
pecially the foster-brother, were exceedingly se- 
vere in their treatment of the boy. The child 
was punished until some of the boarders inter- 
fered. A week ago at the request of ex-Judge 
Prendergast the boy was: placed under the care 
of Sister Julia at the Catholic school, La Salle 
avenue and Superior street. Friday morning 
Mrs. Crose received a telegram from Los Angeles 
saying her younger sister was dying of brain 
fever and at once made arrange- 
ments to go there. The first thing she 
did was to send to the school and have Clifford 
brought back to the hotel. where he was left in 
charge of Sutherland, while the mother went out 
to buy railway tickets. Sutherland locked the 
boy in room No. 124 and went down in the bill- 
iard-room, This was at5 o'clock. Half an hour 
later, when Sutherland returned to the room, he 
found the child on fire. Drs. Johnson and Lee 
advised removal to the Post Graduate Hospital, 
where death occurred a few hours later. Suather- 
land thinks the boy must have found matches in 
the room.

EDITORS COMMENT ON THE DECISION, 


Views of Leading Papers on the Income 
Tax and the Ruling. 

Special dispatches to Tue TriBuNE give the 

following comments on the income tax decision; 


New York. 


Tribune (Rep.): The rumors that the Supreme 
Court has decided 5to 3 thatthe income tax is 
unconstitutional are circulated with great con- 
fidence at Washington and have some color of 
approval in the anxious official investiga- 
tion of: revenues of all kinds. There is 
nothing intrinsically unreasonable in the 
statement which is made by some 
journals that the President was privately noti- 
tied by one or more of the Justices in order that 
the administration might have an uopportunity 
to consider whether anything ought to be done 
before the formal decision could be rendered. 
It is stated that the same course was pursued 
when. the legal tender act was declared 
unconstitutional. At first glance it would 
seem improbable that any such intimation 
if confidentially made by any member of the 
court ‘would leak out. In the nature of things 
the President. if he had received any such inti- 
mation, must have consulted his Secretary of the 
Treasury, and»would naturally have asked for 
some information as to the state of revenues and 
expenditures, and no one can suppose that the 
natural inference from such inquiries could be 
entirely avoided, even if the reasons for them 
were not communicated to subordinates. Still, 
it is not a waste of time to consider its present 
consequences. Should a divided court leave the 
law in force the question of its constitutionality 
would remain open as much as_ before, 
and the prospect that the membership of 
the court may change before a fixed decision 
will undoubtediy have weight with many 
to resist the payment of the income tax. An ad- 
Yerse decision wou!d not be in all respects un- 
fortunate. even with regard to the revenue alone. 
If the administration is sufticiently warned to be 


. induced to. confront the danger before it is too 
late, it may be well for the country and the busi- | 


ness.

The ipdications 
are that when the decision shall be pfonounced 
it will leave very little in the law that will make 
it valuable either as a revenue producer or asa 
comfort to the demagogues wh@framed it. 

Times {Dem.): The few pay income taxes while 
the many profit by it, and it is the.many who 
rule under our free government. : The income 
tax is, therefore, notonly likely to be sustained 
for the present, but when thus sustained, to be- 
come a permanent feature of the tax policy of 
the republic.

Press (Rep.): The opinion of the court may, 
when it is published, reveal some plain misap- 
prehensions of the powers of Congress in the 
provisions of the law, and may make its uncon- 
stitutionality apparent. There is no ground for 
popularly assuming its insolidity, however; as 
yet, and until the official deliverance ends the 
uncertainty. the average business interests of 
the country will probably continue to trust in 
the upholding of the tax, inasmuch as its strik- 
ing down means inevitable confusion in Federal 
finances, with all the unfavorable, commercial 
yoann that implies. The Chicago report 
ooks more truthful than most of the rumors on 
the subject. 

Chronicle-Telegraph (Rep.): The business of the 
Supremé Court is to declare the law, and not to 
trim and maneuver to suit the convenience of the 
administration. 

Post (Dem.): One report is that the lew in its 
entirety will be declared unconstitutional. An- 
other is that some parts of the law will be de- 
clared constitutional and others rejected. We 
believe the latter to be the most probable specu- 
lation. It is a very safe prediction to make. We 
believe that in the present temper of the public 
mindjbearing on governmental favors to capital 
corporations a decision adverse to the right of 
the government to ievy atax on the weaith of 
the country would be a public calamity.

GRADY IS CHARGED WITH TAKING CASH, 


Cashier of the Marietta, Pa., Bank Said to 
Be $25,000 Short. 

Lancaster, Pa., April 6.—Thomas Grady, 
cashier of the Firat National Bank of Mari- 
etta, was arrested today on a charge of em- 
bezziement. It was learned the amount 
taken was $25,000, but Grady made restitu- 
tion in the sum of $15,000. The embezzile- 
ment was discovered by Grady stealing $19,- 
000 outright. He went to Philadelphia to 
deposit $25,000, but only put in $6,000. 
Bank Examiner James Harrity, it is said, dis- 
covered the difference, took charge of the 
bank, and caused Grady’s arrest. Grady’s 
downfall .is said to be the result of stock 
speculation. The capital stock ie $100,000 
and the surplus fund $100,000, and the 
defalcation does not affect the bank.

| HIS COUNSEL OPPOSES GRANTING 


THE WRIT OF REMOVAL, 


Court Officer Fails to Recognize the Dis- 
tin¢cauished Editer, and Tries to Keep 
}iim Out of the EnclosureAttorney 
Bortlett Argues Against the Applica- 
tionmAcres of Potato Patches Being 
Prepared=Fight ex-OMmitials Are Heid 
Under Heavy Bond. 

New York, April 6.—The arguments upon 
the application for a warrant of removal of 
Charles A. Dana from this city to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were resumed before 


Judge Brown in the United States District - 


Court this morning. When Mr. Dana ar- 
rived, a few minutes after 11 o’clock, one 
of the court officials prevented him from en- 
tering the inclosure set apart for the law- 
yers and reporters. However, when the in- 
dicted editor made known who he was the 
officer opened the gate and let the much im- 
terested gentlemen in. 

In opening Mr. Bartlett said that the ques- 
tion of the indictment had been so fully gone 
into by: his colleague, Mr. Root, that it left 
very little for him to say onthe subject. He 
said: “If your honor please, a great deal of 
the ground which my learned colleague, Mr. 
Root, covered yesterday in his able argu- 
ment must necessarily be gone over to a cer- 
tain extent by me in my argument this 
morning, and it may Well be that one argu- 
ment may trend upon theother. Butin dis- 
cussing the animus of the prosecution an: 
throwing some light upon the article which 
contained the allegwed libel, and after indi- 
cating one or two defects in the papers going 
to show there was insufficiency to some ex- 
tent, I must follow up the argument of Mr. 

toot. I shall eall the attention of your 
honor to certain constitutional guarantees 
involved in the case now at bar, and I shall 
endeavor to convince the court that any 
construction such as that contended for by 
my friend, the learned District Attorney, 
would be fatal to these constitutional guar- 
antees; and would virtually lead to the sub- 
version of the Constitution; and then in con- 
clusion 1 shall argue as to the meaning of 
the thirty-third section of the judiciary act 
of 1874, when incorporated into and made 
part of the act of Juky 24, 1874. 

** I shall discuss to considerable extent the 
meaning of that act as now made part of the 
law of 1874, and then in conclusion shall call 
the attention of your Honor to a contempo- 
raneous construction of that act or section 
as made part of that act which will make it 
impossible for your Honor or any court in 
this country to hold that there is any power 
under the act of 1874 to remove the distin- 
guished gentleman whom I have the honor 
to represent, or any other citizen of the 
State of New York or of any State in the 
Federal: Union, to the District of Columbia 
for trial, under an indictment for libel.” 

Mr. Bartlett, after referring to the alleged 
defects in the indictment, read from a copy 
of the paper containing the alleged libel, and 
said: 

Information Ise Not Good, 


* The word dishonest, used in connection 
with the whole article, is not the same as it 
would have been in an ordinary article: that 
is, as if the article were inspired by malice 
and vindictiveness, showing that the party 
indicated was a dishonest man. It might be 
well for the court to inquire as to the quo 
animo of this prosecutor, By it they charge 
Mr. Dana with malice in publishing the art- 
icle. It may be well for your Honor to con- 
sider, and for the people of this country to 
consider, the quo animo of the prosecutor 
in the District of Columbia or the person in- 
spiring this prosecution. My objections to 
this affidavit are that the learned District- 
Attorney does not swear of his own knowl- 
edge as ta the commission of any offense: 
he does not swear positively that any of- 
fense has been committed. He simply 
swears upon information and belief. He 
swears on deponent’s information and that 
the grounds of his belief are derived from 
the reading of said indictment and the bench 
warrants, and on that statement in the af- 
fidavit he charges the positive commission 
of a crime.* It should set forth the facts and 
circumstances which are relied upon to 
prove the charges, Those facts and circum- 
Stances should be within the knowledge of 
the party making the affidavit and not ua 
mere formal verification of a public official. 

“Let me call your attention to the words 
of James Kent, in which he declared that 
one of the absolute rights of individuals 
and the right which has been declared by 
the people of this country as inherent and 
inallenable is the right to personal liberty, 
and that without the security and enjoy- 
ment of this right there can be no civil lib- 
erty. So I say, sir, the great question un- 
derlying ‘all of our arguments is the great 
question of the right of personal liberty. 

“The issue before your honor today con- 
cerns not only the distinguished gentleman 
whom we have the honor to represent but 
it affects every citizen of the United States. 


It further affects the press ef this country, | 


for if this is a power which can be success- 
fully invoked by the District Attorney 
against our client there will be no such thing 
as liberty of the press of the United States.” 

After speaking for about twenty minutes 
on the rights of the press Bartlett took up 
the point that a person accused of crime was 
entitled to a speedy trial before a jury in 
the State where the &lleged crime was com- 
mitted. 

Judge Brown interrupted Mr. Bartlett 
when the latter was discussing whether the 
offense, if any had been committed, was 
committed in New York or in the District 
of Columbia. The Judge said: 

“The question is, What will these papers 
show as. to the offense? Was the offense 
committed in the District of Columbia or 
not? Was it merely committed so far as 
Mr. Dana is concerned? I am bound to 
consider that. The only charge against Mr. 
Dana is to suppose that he had written a 
paragraph which is alleged to be libel, and 
that Mr. Laffan circulated and published it 
in the District of Columbia, and that. Mr. 
Dana knew when that would be done. 


Question of Locality. 


‘*Mr, Root said yesterday that the only 
act of Mr. Dana’s was an act done here, al- 
though he might know that injurious con- 
sequences might occur elsewhere: that Mr. 
Laffan was the instrument by which the act 
of circulation elsewhere was made. The 
question is, so far as Mr. Dana is concerned 
Where was the offense, if any, committed? 

“The consequences are supposed to have 
resulted in the District of Columbia. I do 
not remember whether the indictment 
charged it or in any other place where the 
paper was circulated. It must be assumed 
that some injurious consequence resulted 
in -the District of Columbia, otherwise the 
indictment would not have been found.” 

After Mr. Bartlett had spoken for over 
two hours he said- 

“Now, \having gotten through my intro- 
ductory remarks, I will proceed with the 
main argument. It is conceded that the 
only basis for this application is the incor- 
poration in the act of June 24, 1874, relating 
to the Criminal Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia of Sec. 33 of the judiciary act,” 

Mr. MacFarlane—‘‘ Nothing different is 
claimed now.” 

Then arose the question as to which this 
case should come under and Lawyers Root 
and Wilson tried to address the court. Judge 
Brown informed Mr. Wilson that he would 
have much pleasure in hearing him when 
Mr. Bartlett got through. 

‘ Mr. Bartlett resumed his argument after 
the recess. He outlined in concluding the 
provisions of the judiciary act ‘of 1789, and 


- described particularly the concurrent juris- 


diction of the District and Circuit Courts 
over certain kinds of misdemeanors. ‘ So,’’ 
he continued, “‘we have a clean Federal 
scheme set forth here, applicable, as is 
claimed in the report of the Judiciary com- 
mittee, and this is equally true of Sec. 1,014. 
to Circuit Courts of the United States and 
to District Courts of the United States as 
forming part of the general Federal Court 
system.”’ 

Judge Jere Wilson followed Mr. Bartlett, 
also speaking for the defense. His argu- 
ment was principally upon the matter of 
constructive presence. He took the ground 
that as far as the affidavit alleged, the acts 
of Mr. Dana, for which he has been indicted, 
were committed in New York, and “ Unless 
you can constructively put him in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia he cannot be taken there 
for trial.”’ : 

The purpose of Sec. 33 of the judiciary act, 
Mr. Wilson said, was the removal of a party 
from a place where he might be found for 
trial before a court in another district for 
that offense; but that, he contended, gave no 
ground for the rendition of his client to the 
District Court at Washington. It is allege. 
that 300 copies of the Sun containing the 
article said to be libelous were circulated in 
the District of Columbia, but it does not ap- 
pear whether Mr. Noyes lived in the District. 


“There is no act of Congress,’’ continued 


Mr. Wilson, “ defining libel as an offense 
against the United §tates, and there is no 
pretense that there is any law by which 
action for libel can be sustained.”’ 


It was half-past 4 when Mr. Wilson fin-. 


ished his argument. Then Mr. MacFarlane 
ores that he be permitted to defer his reply 
until Monday, pleading fatigue and the pres- 
sure of official business. Judge Brown set 2 
o'clock Monday afternoon for the conclusion 


sion. 


Kight Victims of the Special Grand Jury 
Placed Under Hexsvvy Bonda. 

New York, April 6.—The eight men who were 
indicted yesterday by the extraordinary grand 
jury were placed under arrest this morning. 
George C. Clausen, formérly Park Commissioner 
and -at one time President of the Department of 
Public Parks, and ex-Park Commissioner Nathan 
Straus were the first to reach police 
headquarters. Police Captain Killilea arrived 
soon afterwards. The next was ex-Park 
Commissioner Abraham B. Tappen, who’ was 
followed shortly afterwards by the other indicted 
men, Patrolmen Hugh Cassidy, Edward F. Miley. 
and John M. Thall. When they reached the Dis- 
trict-Attorney’s office te prisoners were taken at 
once before Bail Clerk Anderson, when bonds 
were prepared for their release. ustice In- 
graham had previously named the amount of 
bail in each case. Lhe specific charge against 
ex-Park Commissioners Clausen, Tappen, and 
Straus was that of conspiring to spend the 
amount appropriated by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment under the 

1,000,000 act of 1804. Patrolman 
Jassidy was indicted on evidence  fur- 
nished by Hans Beattie, ex-Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning, who was arrosted by Cassidy in 
Hariem the nightof March 14. The indictments 
against Patrolmen Thall and Miley are based 
on the same complaint. { »plice Captain Killiiea 
was charged with having received a bribe of 
$100 in :connection with the Yal4-Princeton 
football game of Thanksgiving day, 1892. The 
indictment against Thomas J. Brady, ex-Super- 
intendent of the Department of Buildings, was 
for bribery in. receiving a piano from Justus J. 
Smith Dec. 25, 1890, as a bribe to permit the 
firm of H. M. Smith & Co. to violate the law. 
Killilea and Brady were each held in 810,000 
bail. Park Commissioners Cilansen, Tappen, and 
Straus were each ‘hela in $1.500 bail. Supt. 
Byrnes this morning suspeuded from duty'Capt. 
Killilea and the three patrolmen, Miley, Thrall, 
and Cassidy. 


POTATO FARMS FOR NEW YORK POOR, 


Three Hundred Acres in Long Is!and Now 
Being Plowed and Ferttlized. 

New York, April 6.—[ Special. }—Three hundred 
acres lying north of Long Island City are being 
plowed and fertilized for potato farms for the 
poor of New York. Three thousand five hundred 
city lots have been offered, and these will be put 
in shape for cultivation as rapidly as possible. 
All over the country this scheme of relief for the 
worthy poor is being favorably considered. Du- 
luth, Omaha, Toledo, Passaic, and Syracuse have 
already commenced work on farms. Dele- 
gates from Buffalo and Rochester 
were in New York during the 
week consulting with the officers of the society 
for improving the condition of the poor and get- 
ting details of the work. Mayor Jewett of Buf- 
faio has appointed a committee to undertake the 
scheme there. C. J. Rosenau of the United He- 
brew Charities went to Detroit, where the plan 
was originated last year by Mayor Pingree, and 
returned today with many useful suggestions to 
make the work thoroughly successful. Applica- 
tions for farms have already been made in large 
numbers. The iand has been divided into half 
acre plots, and if the weather keeps propitious 
seed planting will begin at once.

Yancy con- 
tinued: 

“Cox atone time wanted to know what he 
could do to get me. In addition to promising aid 
for my election to the Senate, he promised to fix 
it so that I coun!d get $1,000 the next session. I 
talked with Representative Wagner of Franklin 
County, and asked if any one had approached 
him in regard to the railroad commission bill, 

le said Cox asked if there was anything 
that could be done to enlist him 
against the bill. Wagner and I agreed to see if 
Cox woull give us $100 each. I wept and saw 


Cox and told him Il had decided to oppose the 


bill. Ltoldhimlcould get Wagner for $100. 
He said he would see Waguer and pay the money. 
Cox, Wagner, andi met afterwards and I told 
him (Cox) we wanted $100 apiece. Later I met 
Cox and he told me he wasa little afraid of 
Wagner and would rather not let him be present 
when he paid me the $200, and said I could deal 
with Wagner. Cox told me to pay my bill where 
I was boarding, move to the Gleason Hotel. and 
be would pay my board and furnish me money to 
drink with the boys. 

‘* Representative Jones of Madison County told 
me he had a room at Gleason’s and was livine 
like a King. Cox took me to Gleason's and wea 
went into a room where l was introduced toa 
man named Dean, who said he was at the head 
of the Iron Mountain road for Arkansas... He 
said they always made aé clean canvass, 
did not pay anythng down, but always 
took care of the boys after the ht 
was over, After that conversation I met Co2 d 
tolidhim I heard he had accused me of being a 
traitor. I told him he had not given me the $200 
and told him he must put up $500 or I would 
give the thing away.” 

Yancy then went on to tell that Cox gave him 
$100 and said he wouid sea that the other $100 
was putup. WhenYancy had finished speaking the 
house was in a great uproar, and finally «a mo- 
tion to appoint a committee. to investigate the 
affair was carried. 

T. L. Cox, the man who was reported to have 
bribed Yancey, says he paid Yancey out of money 
which had been given him in defeating the Mon- 
roe-Phillips County bill, in which Yancey was 
also interested. He declares he is not and never 
has been a railroad lobbyist. 

The investigation committee met tonight be- 
hind closed doors and examined two witnesses. 
The members of the committee refuse to divulge 
any part of the proceedings. The excitement cre- 
ated by the incidentis intense tonight, and it is 
freely predicted that serious trouble will ensue. 


BRIBERY ALLEGATIONS AT 8ST, PAUL, 


Story of Corrupt Attempts to Influence 
Votes on the Young Bill. 

St. Pant. Minn., April 6.—[Special. ]—Allega- 
tions of attempted bribery are made in connec- 
tion with Senator Young's bill, now before the 
Legislature, to declare relinquished to the 
United States a land grant made in 1866 to the 
Hastings and Dakota railway, now a branch of 
the St. Paul system. While the claim of selec- 
tion by Russell Sage is pending his agents 
are visiting actual settlers on their land, 
trying to sell relinquishment of Sago’s 
right. it is said, for about one-half the value of 
the land. They have succeeded in inducing nnu- 
merous settlers to buy and apparently are realiz- 
ing large profits out of the deal. For this reason 
it is sought to defeat any attempt to secure re- 
linquishment proposed for the bill. The Senate 
has passed the bill and it is now qn general order 
in the House. ‘The attempted bribery was unwit- 
tingly given away by the very man. seek- 
ing to keep it under cover of darkhess, 
one of the professional lobbyists § against 
the bill. - He approached one of the 
members of the House, and, asking an interview. 
was successful in making an appvointment. At 
the hour he was promptiy on hand. He was 
questioned as, to what scheme he was backing, 
as the member was suspicious. Without a word, 
it is said, he pressed $25 into the member's 
hand, saying:

ARBITRATION AS A PEAOE FPAOTOR 
DIPLOMATIOALLY LAUDED. 


Brazil’s Representative Extols the Plan 
and Praises the President for His Set- 
tlement of the Boundary Dispute With 
Argentina=Mr. Cleveland, in Replying, 
Dwells on the Humine and Jadicial 
Benefits Arising from This Mode of 
Arronging International Controversies. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—Baron Rio 
Branco and Gen. Cerquira, the special Bra- 
Zilian plenipotentiaries who presented the 
case of that country in the arbitration of the 
missions boundary contention with the Ar- 
gentine Republic, presented their letters of 
recall to President Cleveland today and said 
farewell. The plenipotentiaries were ac- 
companied by the attaches of the mission, 
and were presented by Acting Secretary of 
State Uhl tn the Blue Room of the White 
House.

Strate that your Excellency’s decision was re- 
ceived in both with satisfaction, inasmuch as, by 
the removal of a cause of possible discord and 
complication, it contributes powerfully toward 
the consolidation of peace and towards strength- 
ening the relations of a mighty and good neigh- 
borhood between the two nations. It is gratify- 
ing to be able to record this new triumph of the 
principle so reasonable and humane of interna- 
tional ‘arbitration, the practice of which, always 
earnestly advocated by the United States of Amer- 
ica, has beéome more frequent in our day and 
marks one of the greatest advances in the modern 
law of nations.

Reply of the President. 


The President replied as follows: 


Mr. Minister: It is very gratifying to me to re- 
ceive from your hands the letter whereby the Pres- 
ident of the United States of Rrazil expresses in 
his name and that of the Brazilian nation the ap- 
preciation of my action in consenting to consider 
and determine the question of boundaries between 
your country and the Argentine Republic, which 
was submitted to me as arbitrator by the joint 
choice of the two parties concerned in the conten- 
tion. The United States have long and earnestiv 
advocated the resort to international arbitration 
in settlement of differences which may not be 
amenable to the ordinary methods of diplomatic 
treatment, especially for the adjustment of 
controversies depending largely upon his- 
torical facts and determinable upon competent 
evidence and under rules akin to those which ob- 
tain in judicial procedure. Lending their exam- 
ple, as they have on many occasions, by them- 
selves resorting to this honorable and humane 
forum, the United States, through their Chief 
Magistrate, could do no less than give their assist- 
ance to other friendly States in furthering a like 
disposition of controversies arising between them, 
and hence it was not alone a gratifying pleasure 
to me to assume the grave personal responsibility 
tendered to me by Brazil and the Argentine Re- 
public, but it was also in a high sense the fulfili- 
ment of an international duty toward two friendly 
States, which it behooved the President of the 
United States to perform in the interest of good 
relationship and Western friendship. 

During the long period of my consideration of the 
interesting questions involved in the . missions 
boundary dispute it has been my good fortune to 
maintain agreeable personal relations with the en- 
voys of the two countries, who had been intrusted 
by their respective governments with the presen- 
tation of their cases and the evidence and argu- 
ments in support thereof. Now that their labors 
and mine in this regard are ended and the. special 
mission that has called you hither is apnroptiatety 
closed it becomes my duty to receive your letters of 
recall prior to your return to yourown country. I 
trust that you and your esteemed colleague, Gen. 
Cirquira, will carry with you no less agreeable 
memories than those you leave here in official an4 
social, circles. To the friendly assurances hereto- 
fore given of the attachment of the government 
and my countrymen for the sister republics of 
Scuth America I am gratified of the opportunity to 
add renewed expression, and I beg that upon your 
:return you wiil convey to the’ President of the 
United States of Brazil my best wishes that peace 
and prosperity may long be the portion of that 
country.

Natives of the Little Nation Celebrate the 
Anniversary of Their Freedom. 
Grecian independence was commemorated 
by the Greeks of Chicago, who paraded the 
streets yesterday afternoon and presented 
the Greek comedy ‘“‘ Babel” last evening at 
North Sidé Turner Hall. The day celebrat- 
ed by Greeks is the anniversary of the be- 
ginning of the eight years’ war that ended 
in making Greece a free and independent 
country. The rebellion against Turkish 
domination was begun March 25, 1821, ac- 
cording to the old style calendar, which is 
eleven days behind time. A banner car- 
ried in the parade bore the inscription:

The parade was formed at North Side Tur- 
ner Hall at 2 o’clock. It was participated in 
by‘ the Greek Society Lycurgus, the Benevo- 
lent Society of Greeks, and the Grecian com- 
munity. There were 300 men in the parade 
which marched down Clark street with the 
white and blue bars and white Greek cross 
alongside the Stars and Stripes floating at 
the head of the procession. The Grand Mar- 
shal of the parade was N. Koumoungis, 
President of the Benevolent Society 01 
Greeks. The aides were A. Manousos and 
John Refakes. There were a score of car- 
riages decorated with Grecian and Ameri- 
can flags bringing up the rear of the proces- 
sion. The line of march was through the 
down-town district on Clark to Van Buren, 
east to State, .thence to Lake, to Dearborn, 
then north to Diversey, on Clark, and back 
to the hall. 

The murching music was Grecian, alter- 
nating between the two airs, ‘* Mavrine 
Nykta Sta Vouna” and “O Ligeron Ke 
Kopteron Spathi Mou.’’ The latter march, 
the name of which signifies “‘ My Good, 


Sharp Sword,” was sounded many a time + 


during the eight years’ struggle against the 
Turks, inspiriting the Greeks in their fight 
for liberty. The composer, Rigas Forcous, 
was a martyr to the cause of Grecian liber- 
ty. During the war he was captured and 
drowned by the Turks-at Belgrade. When 
the ‘parade was over the Greeks returned to 
the hall and sang the Greek HYMN" Apta 
kKokala’ Vgalmene.’’ 

The Greeks. in Chicago number 2,000 at 
present, and form a congregation of the or- 
thodox Greek Chureh, which is located at 
No. ISl Kinzie street.’ In the community of 
2,000 there are but thirty Greek housewives. 

The other married men in the community 
have found American wives in the land of 
their adoption. , 

The play which foJowed in‘the evening 
was given for the benefit of the Greek 
Church, The play has been produced in this 
city once before. It is a comedy, treating of 
the time the independence of Greece was 
achieved. The vein of humor in the play is 
worked out of the complications that afise 
because of the dialects employed in the dif- 
ferent States of Greece. The language of 
modern Greece is corrupted by reason of the 
debasing slavery which Greece suffered un- 
der the yoke of many foreign powers. The 
ancient people suffered particularly under 
Mohammedan sway, which was ended in 
1828. In the play a Greek from Anatotia, 
another from Peloponesus, a Cretan, an Al- 
banian, and a Chiote meet in an inh and 
learn that Greece has just been declared an 
independent country. They decide to cele- 
brate as patriots by making merry. In their 
inability to understand one another fully 
they get mixed up and’a row ensues. A 
scholar who knows ancient Greek and all 
modern dialects comes on the scene and 
helps matters out. The finale is happy and 
the evening’s entertainment was concluded 
_by singing the Greek national hymn, 


PROPOSITIONS FOR PEACE REJECTED, 


Pather Szydiaczyk’s Envoys of Peace Are 
Sent Back. 

The séceding section of St. Hedwig’s as-

The: documents, 
howeyer, were in Father Szydlaczyk’s 
handwriting and were immediately rejected. 

Speeches were made by John Skaja, T. L. 
Petta, P. P, Bloch, Vincent Kuchowski, Ig- 
natius Potor, and Theophile Litz. Vincent 
Kuchowski, a leader of the seceding fac- 
tion, said after the meeting: 

‘We understand that Father Szylaczyk 
is going to ‘Washington to consult Mer. 
Satolli. Let him do so. Not Archbishop 
Feehan, nor Mgr. Satolli, nor the Pope him- 
self shall force us to worship under a Resur- 
rectionist priest. We have all solemnly 
sworn to that effect, and we will keep ouf 
oath, no matter what the consequences may 
be. Mgr. Satolli has promised to come out 
here and probe this matter. We wish he 
would, as we are confident that he would 
take our side.’’

The subcommittee of the Executive committee 
of the Civil Service Reform League, appointed 


‘to draft amendments to the Crawford bill pend- 


ing in the Legislature, providing for the applica- 
tion of the merit system to the Cook County of- 
fices, met yesterday afternoon at the office of 
John W. Ela. Senator Crawford and President 
Healy of the County Board were present and 
there was absolute harmony all around. Numer- 
ous small changes were agreed to and Mr. Cum- 
mins ¥bok the papers té ‘have them engrossed. 
His work will be laid before the Civil Service 
comniittee of tho Civic Federation tomorrow 
afternoon for its approval. 

The amendments will be much more volumi- 
nous than were first intended by President 
Healy, and will include all of the important sec- 
tions of bill adopted by the city. The 
amendments will inclade one for the appoint- 
ment of three Commissioners who will serve 
one, two, and three years for the first commis- 
sion. Afterwards the Commissioners will be ap- 
pointed for a term of three years. But two of 
the Commissioners can belong to the same polit- 
ical npg The commission after its appoint- 
ment is to classify the county employés and after 
the law is mete Swng the board will fill all va- 
cancies according to this classification. Each 
Cémmissioner will receive’a salary of $1,500 a 
year.

CUBANS RECRUITING IN ALABAMA, 


Agents of the Revolutionists Hiring Men 
to Go to Ficht. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 6.—[{Special.]—Agents 
of the Cuban revolutionary party are in Alabama 
quietly at work hiring men to join an expedition 
which is expected to sail soon from the Florida 
coast for Cuba. One of the ageuts who is here 
says the revolutionists have ample means, and 
will pay good wages for able-bodied men who 
will fight. It is said he has engaged a number, 
and is now awaiting orders as to what point they 
will ship from before moving them. 

Tampa, Fia., April 6.—Sefiors Figueredo, Que- 
sada, and Dominguez returned from Jackson- 
ville this morning, accompanied by Benjamin 
Guerra, the Treasurer of the RevoJutionary 
party. They are profuse in their thanks to the 
citizens of Jacksonville for the reception given 
them and the many courtesies extended. They 
were highly pleased with the meeting in that 
city and pronounce it one, of the best they 
have ever had. The dispatches from Madrid 
admitting the presence of a band of seven 
bundred insurgents in Central Cuba was a 
source of much joy among the Cubans tonight. 
They feel assured the movement Is progressing 
favorably. The report that the steamer Pedro 
Pablo is here has no foundation whatever. The 
only boat that would anewer its description is the 
goverument quarantine steamer Germ, which is 
being prepared for duty at the Mullet Key sta- 
tion. 

Key West, Fla., April 6.—Reports from Havana 
indicate that an uneaey feeling prevails in official 
circles of that city owing to occurrences near by. 
Last night, itis believed, an attempt was made 
by rebel sympathizers to blow up_ the 
St. John powder magazine, part of the 
Fortress Cabana, almost in the shadow 
of Castilio dei Morro, and within sight of the 
Governor’s palace across the harbor. Shortly 
after 9 o’clock the outpost pickets about the 
powder magazine heard or saw a party of about 
tifteen approaching cautiously. The pickets 
shouted the * aito quien vive.’’ This was 4n- 
swered by a volley of shots. Soldiers from the 
fortress pursued the party, which fled. Another 
effort was made early this morning, itis said, and 
resuited much the same as the attack last pight. 


KILLED BY COLLAPSE OF A HOTEL. 


Terrible Accident at N joi, Novgorod=—Sui- 
cide of the Architect, 

Nijni, Novgorod, April 6.—A hotel, which was 
in course of construction, collapsed here today, 
burying thirty workmen in the ruins. Several 
bodies have been recovered from the wreck. The 
architect of the hotel, who also planned the the- 
ater which collapsed last year, committed sul- 
cide after the-disaster. 


FIGHT ON FOLEY AND BAD ‘BUILDINGS, 


Milwaukee’s Fire Losses Rouse Under- 
writerseDay Ie Arraigned for Ti ia). 

Milwaukee, Wis, April 6.—[Special.]—The fight 
of the insurance adjusters and managers on Chief 
Foley of the Fire Department grows warm. A 
delegation of insurapce managers and adjusters 
who are in the city 4s a resuit of the Grand ave- 
nue fire have arranged to’ formally call upon 
Mayor Koch to present the insurance cOmpanies’ 
side of the case regarding the Fire Department. 
It is understood they will assure the Mayor that 
underwriters have taken no action in anyway 
against Chief Foley or the Fire Départment, but 
the companies they represent declare unless 
there is a remedy provided soon the companies 
will be compelled to cancel their business bere 
or greatiy increase the rates. The companies 
believe the matter should be investigated and 
something done by the city officials to remedy 
the evils which it is believed now exist. : 

L. A. Wheeler, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the State Boayd of Fire Underwriters, 
said tht body would take no action against Chief 
Foley, but individual members might prefer 
charges. The insurance and business-men do not 
want to beinterviewed or quoted, as they are 
afraid it will prejudice their interests. Some of 
the insur®nce men have criticised Chief Foley for 
his handling of the fire at L. A. Spakman & Co. 
last night. They claim tvo much water was 
thrown on the fire. Ben Weil, an insurance agent, 
estimates the loss by wateron the fire at 25. per 
cent, or abont $35,000. Iuvestigation shows it 
wiil not be more than $5,000 or 4percent. An 
o@cial of the Milwaukee Board of Underwriters 
said: 

* Milwaukee dees not need a new fire chief, but 
does need agitation that will result in compelling 
the erection of a safer and better class of build- 
ings, as it. is admitted by those who understand 
the business there are not ten buildings in Mil- 
waukee which are so constructed as to avoid 
burning or spreading fire. The ordinance ex- 
tending the fire limits and one preventing the 
erection of fire trap brick structures is what is 
needed.”’ 

Frederick T’ Day, President of the defunct

HEAVY FIRE LOSS AT COLUMBUS, IND. 


. quietest 
American Starch Works Destroyed, the 
Damage Being $300,000, 

Columbus, Ind. April 6.—{Special.]—The 
American starch works, largest in the West. 
burned here this morning causing a loss of $300,- 
000. The fire occurred just asthe day force was 
entering the building, but. all escaped except 
Lewis Wade, a colored warehousemin, whose 
body has not yet been recovered. 

The building covered three acres‘ and was five 
stories high. It-was erected in 1880 and was, 
perhaps, the only successful competitor of the 
trust. For some time the concern has been run- 
n night and day and in the warehouse $60,-. 
000 worth of starch was stored. All ofit was 
lost. In the corn elevator was 75,000 bushels of 
corn, which was also destroyed, 

The building, machinery, and stocks were in- 
sured for $200,000, of which $118,000 is h in 
the East, and the remainder in companies répre- 
sented in this city. The origin d6fthe fire is un- 
known. The company‘will not rebuild and the 
industry is lost to. the city. The worhs were 
owned and operated by W. W. Mooney & Sonsof 
this city and Ed Mooney of Cincinnati.

John Kemperman Acquaitted on the Charge 
of Killing Donald Gruer. 

John Kemperman, tried by a jury in 
Judge Stein’s court on a charge of murder, 
was acquitted yesterday. The jury was out 
half an hour. The crime alleged was the 
killing of Donald Gruer at the Twelfth 
street viaduct in December, 1894, growing 
out of the labor troubles at the Marquette 
Building. 

States-Attorney Kern will probably bring 
the case to the notice of the next grand jury. 
Herman: Kemperman on the trial of his 
brother, who was yesterday acquitted, ad- 
.mitted that he fired five shots at the Twelfth 
street viaduct when Gruer was shot. Sev- 
eral other witnesses testified to seeing Her- 
man Kemperman with a_ revolver firing 
shots, while no one saw John Kemperman 
with a revolver. Assistant States-Attorney 
Ramsey now feels confident that the fatal 
shot was fired by Herman Kemperman and 
that the wrong man'‘was placed on trial. 
Herman Kemperman’s admissions on the 
witness stand are the most damaging evi- 
dence the State’s-Attorney will have against 
him in case he is indicted. The people who 
saw him with a revolver at the viaduct 
could not say positively that he shot Don- 
ald Gruer, though the attorneys for the 


prosecution argue that the circumstances 


are all against him. . 

How Herman Kemperman escape indict- 
ment by the jury that found a “ true bill ”’ 
against his brother is one of those mys- 
teries of the grand jury room that no one 
pretends to attempt to fathom. 

The members of labor unions, particularly 
members of the Carpenters’ and ‘Joiners’ 
Union, of which Gruer was a member, are 
not at all satisfied with the result of the 
Kemperman trial. While admitting: that 
the evidence did not warrant the conviction 
vf John Kemperman, the friends of the mur- 
dered man are firm in the opinion that one 
ot the two Kempermans is responsible for 
Gruer’s death and that whoever is guilty 
should not escape. . 

Judge Horton yesterday listened to the ar- 
gument on the motion for a new trial for 
Michael J. Healy and Thomas J. Moran, the 
ex-policemen sentenced to the penitentiary 
for fourteen years for-the murder of Swan 
Nelson. Judge Byam for the defense filed 
an affidavit setting up that the method of 
drawing the jury which tried Moran and 
Healy was irregular and illegal. It was al- 
leged that when the panel for the term ap- 


| peared Judge Horton did not keep twenty- 


four jurors as the law requires, and that 
therefore the drawing of special jurors be- 
gan much sooner than would otherwise have 
been necessary. The State’s-Attorney asked 
for time to reply to the affidavit and the case 
went over to the next term. 


POLICEMAN DISMISSED FOR FLIRTING. 


Several Nembers of the Force Fail to 
Show Reasons for Staying. 

Patrolman Abraham Matson, recently connect- 
ed with the East Chicogo Avenue Station, was 
discharged from the force yesterday afternoon 
after a hearing before the Police Commission. 
His discharge was due principally to a flirtation 
he carried on with Miss Bertie Michael, who 
lives in Mohawk street. Patrolman Bryan B. 
Fleming of the Thirty-third Precinct, who was 
before the commission two weeks ago on a 
charge of maltreating Irving G. Gray. was 
vesterday discharged from the department. 
Harvey Hughes, a patrolman connected 
with the Forty-third Precinct, was aer- 
raigned on charges of drunkenness 
and conduct unbecoming an officer. His dis- 
charge was ordered. Policemen Bernard Kue- 
bler and Thomas Mahoney of the Third Precinct 
were charged with haying receiveda bribe of $2 
from Mrs. EK.

Aa italian Kills His Bride and Himself in 
a San Frencecisco Hotel. 

Sad Francisco, Cal., April 6.—Late: yester- 
day afternoon the bodies of Carto Enrico 
Reta and his wife of but a few hours were 
found dead in bed ina room of the Palace 
Hotel, Apistol of small caliber was found, 
and a bullet hole over the heart of each told 
howthey went out of the world together, 
clasped in each other’s arms. Carlo Enrico 
Reta, Lieutenant of the Seventeenth Casart 
Cavairy, arrived in this city nine months ago. 
His only means ot earning a liviihood was by 
giving idétructions in the Italian language. 
This is how he became acquainted with Adele 
Wolf, the girl who was found dead at his side. 
His love was reciprocated by his pupil, but 
her mother refused to entertain any idea of 
marriage. Reta was a musician, a gentle- 


man of birth and breeding, and very popular, 


in the Italian colony. His family in Italy is 
a wealthy one, but the young man himself 
had little money. The dead girl had been to 
Europe with her mother, and was well edu- 
cated, especially in music, her voice being far 
above the average.

C. T. Massey, proprietor of the Southern Hotel, 
created some excitement in the neighborbood of 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-second street yester- 
day morning in sending in—an electric cail for 
police aid. Insteadof summoning one police- 
man, as he intended, Mr. Massey turned in a 
‘riot call’? and was considerably surprised to 
see two patrol wagons loaded with officers 
pull up in front of his hostelry within a 
few minutes. The cause of Mr. Massey’s 
alarm was a dispute between contesting tenants 
of the hotel restaurant as to who was entitled to 
possession.

ANTHONY M. CANNON DIES SUDDENLY 


Heart Disease Carries Off a Noted Spokane 
Bu<tne«s«- Man. 

New York, April 6.—[{Special.]—Anthony M. 
Cannon, about the foremost citizen of Spokane, 
Wash., died in his bed atthe Sturtevant House 
today. Hehad had heart disease for twenty 
years. Twelve years ago a doctor examining 
him for Iliffe insurance found to his 
amazement that his normal pulse was but 
38, by fifteen beats at least the lowest on 
record for a man able to move about. The nor- 
mal heaithy pulseis from 75 to 80, and 60 is re- 
garded as an indication of near dissolution. Four 
doctors, who declared that he could not live a 
week, preceded him to the grave. Mr. Cannon 
was a prominent figureinthe Pacific coast de- 
velopment. He was born on a farm at Monmouth, 
Ill., about sixty years ago. When 17 he went to 
Chicago, engaged in the grain business, and 
finally became a member of the Board of 
Trade. From Chicago he went to  Kan- 
sas City and became: interested in the 
slaughtering trade. In 1867 he crossed the 
plains, found his way to Los Angeles, Cal.. and 
opened a hotel there. He went to Spokane 
twelve years ago, and at his death had accumn- 
lated a fortune of more than $3.000,000. He 
leaves two children by his first wife and three 
stepchildren. He was President of several 
banks, gas companies, mining and milling com- 
panies, railroads, etc, He was also owner of the 
Spokane Review.

Washington, D. C., April 6.—Ex-Adjt.-Gen. 
Farnsworth died at 9:20 o’cleck tonight. No 
arrangements for the funeral have yet been made. 
The remains probably will be taker to Albany 
for ipterment. Maj.-Gen. John G. Farnsworth 
where he was 
born in 1882. His father was a minister. In 
early youth he attended the Albany,. N. Y. 
Academy, after which he went into businesé life 
in the lumber firm of J. O. Towner & Co., and re- 
mained a business partner until his appointment 
as Adjutant-General by Gov. Cleveland in Jan- 
uary. 1883. He retired Dec. 31, 1885, and since 
that time had held the position of agent in charge 
of warcliaims. When the war broke out Mr. 
Farnsworth closed his businoss connections tem- 
porarily, and was appointed Captain and Assist- 
ant Qua@rcermaster of New York State Volunteers 
and assigned tothe Army of the Potomac. Fora 
year he was Chief Quartermaster. Mr. Farnsworth 
was pressed into the service of the Quartermaster- 
General ot the army to assist him in his inspec- 
tion of the Federal forces. He was with the 
Union army at Missionary Ridge, Lookout 
Mountain, and the series of fierce battles around 
Chattanooga. From that time until mustered 
out, in 1865, Capt. Farnsworth was Chief Quar- 
termaster of the army in Western Virginia. He 
was then brevet Colonel. Returning home, Col. 
Farnsworth took an active interest in the Na- 
tional Guard, and from 1868 to 1871 was Colonel 
of the Tenth Regiment.

Magistrate Bridges Remands Him and Re- 
fuces Offera of Bail.

All were anxious to see Oscar 
Wilde, whose arrest yesterday following 
close upon the sensational] termination of 
his suit for libel against the Marquis of 
Queensberry is discussed on all sides.

Sir John 
Bridge, the presiding magistrate, took his 
seat at 11 o'clock. The doors leading to the 
cells were then opened and Wilde was seen 
approaching carrying a silk hat in his hand. 
When he reached the enter of the prisoners’ 
dock he deposited his hat on the seat, bowed 
to Sir John. Bridge, folded his arms, and 
leaned on the rail of the dock in the same in- 
solent manner which he displayed while on 
the witness stand in the Old Bailey. 

Mr. Gill said he appeared to prosecute the 
prisoner. The prosecutor then related the 
charges against Wilde. Witnesses were then 
examined, and while they gave their testi- 
mony Wilde moved restlessly in the dock 
and passed his hands across his face. Coun- 
sel for Wilde asked leave to postpone the 
cross-examination of one witness, as the ev- 
idence had taken them by surprise. This 
witness was then bound over to testify at 
the trial of Wilde, which is to take place in 
the Old Bailey. 

Sir John Bridge remanded Wilde until 
Thursday. Counsel asked that his client, 
Wilde, be released on bail, but the magis- 
trate declined to do so.. Counsel persisted, 
saying he could offer substantial bail, but 
Sir John Bridge replied: 

‘*It is not a case for bail at all.”’ ‘ 

The Sun of this city says another sensa- 
tional arrest is probable before Thursday, 
the day when Oscar Wilde will be brought 
up at Bow Street Police Court on remand. 

The Marquis of Queensberry has author- 
ized the Globe to deny that there is any 
truth in the story cabled to the United Press 
and published here by the Central News 
that he had written to Oscar Wilde after the 
trial saying:

NEGRO LEADERS OF THE CUBAN ROW. 


Man in Washington Gives an Idea of What 
the Revoliutioni«ta Do, 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—An intelligent 
and comprehensive view of the Cuban revo- 
lution is given by a man now in Washing- 
ton who has long been identified with Cuban 
affairs and is personally acquainted with 
the conspicuous figures of the contest. 

“At the outset,’’ he said, “the presence of 
negro leaders has tended to limit the rise of 
the rebellion, as the white element of Cuba 
—constituting two-thirds of the people—will 
never submit to negro rule or independence 
wrought through negro influence. I have 
the photographs of these negro leaders and 
their race is unmistakable. They are able 
men, however, of the same order as Fred- 
erick Douglass in his best days. One of 
them was educated in Madrid. Another is 
an orator of great ability. There should be 
no misapprehension in the United States 
about the smaliness of these insurgent 
bands. In the last rebellion, which lasted 
for ten years—1868 to 1878—there was never 
a gathering of more than 5,000. These 
forces can best carry on their work by be- 
ing widely scattered and in small bands. It 
makes it impossible for a large Spanish 
army to be sent out against them as there is 
nothing for a large army to fight. 

‘But the most serious aspect of the up- 
rising,”’ he continued, ‘‘ arises from certain 
internal conditions in Cuba, which are, little 
understood in the United States. Spain has 
loaded on Cuba the entire debt of the last re- 
bellion. This burdens the Cubans with $12,- 
574,485 each year. Besides this Spain com- 
pels Cuba to pay all the expenses of Ahe 
4@&Army sustained in Cuba. This army is 
composed of 20,414 men, costing $5,904,084 a 
year. Added to this will be the cost of the 
present uprising, all of which Spain will 
place on Cuba. 

“ These conditions are such that the small 
beginning madé by the insurgents will gain 
force a@nd sympathy from all classes.”’ 


VENEZUELANS HONOR A GEORGIAN. 


They Talk of Erecting a Statue at Caracis 
to Ex-Congresemin Livingstone. 
Washington, D. C., April 6.—Advices from 
Venezuela say ex-Congressman Livingstone 
of Georgia is a hero of the day there, and 
that it would not be surprising if his statue 
was erected on the public square at Caracas 
alongsNie that of Presibent Monroe as an 
exponent.of the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Liv- 
ingstone introduced the resolution which 
passed Congress directing the State Depart- 
ment to intereede between Great Britain 
and Venezvela for a settlement of their 
roubles: -He also. madé a speech on the 

bject sounding the Monroe doctrine, The 
speech, it seems, has struck a popular chord 
in Venezuela, and has attracted a great deal 
of attention there. It has been translated 
into Spanish, and is printed in full as a, 
memorable utterance. A Venezuelan poet 
has written a poem sounding Mr. Living- 
stone’s praises, and his picture, advices re- 
ceived here say, appears in all the news- 
papers. 


MINISTER KANSOM Is STILL ILL, 


United States Representative in Mexico 
Not Ready for Work. 

City of Mexico, April 6.—United States 
Minister Ransom was resting easier at last 
accounts, but a large carbuncle has devel- 
oped on his neck and a similar inconven- 
ience on his right elbow. These, with ex- 
treme hoarseness, which troubles him, will 
probably prevent him taking active part in 
the duties of his new office for a week or so. 
Until the Minister recovers from his indis- 
position the legation remains in charge of 
Edward C. FPwtler, Secretary. Mr. Butler 
will officially inform the Mexican Govern- 
ment’ of the arrival of the new representa- 
tive, and within a few days ask his official 
reception and recognition by the President 
and Cabinet. 


UMRA KHAN CATCHES BRITISHERS., 
Two Officers Captured While on Their 
Way to Chitral. 

Calcutta, April 6.—A dispatch from Simla 
says that a reconnaisance made by the Brit- 
ish troops beyond the Kalakand Pass has 
resulted in ascertaining that Umra Khan, 
prior to the commencement of hostilities, 
captured two British officers and eight se- 
poys who were on their way to Chitral. All 
the prisoners are well treated. The British 
garrison at Chitral is reported to be safe 
and to have an ample supply of provisions.

IS A GOUD THING FOR REAL ESTATE, 


Exemption Wi1!1 Cause Investors to Regard 
It More Favorably, 

Charles C. Heisen, the owner of the Man- 

hattan and Temple Court Buildings, spoke 


from the point of View of a real estate owner 
as follows: 


The effect of the decision must result in 
Seneral appreciation of all real estate. The 
benefit does not only amount to the actual 2 
per cent, but the investor, in looking fora 
Safe place for his capital, will take this ex- 
emption into serious consideration. Cor- 
porations, foreign: or domestic, lending on 
real estate, will regard it as more satis- 
factory security, and the builder and pro- 
moter will find more willing lenders at a 
more conservative rate of interest. On the 
Whole, it will establish real estate more 
firmly as a basis for loans and investments. 
I am not able to judge as to the’ unconstitu- 
tionality of the tax, but at first giance it 
would seem that all incomes should fare 
alike, and that if a premium is to be placed 
upon anything through an exemption it 
should be confined to government securities. 

The State, county, and city taxes on real 
estate have been a heavy burden to the ma- 
jority of property-owners during the last 
two years, andruntil a decided recovery from 
the recent depression is experienced and in- 
comes are largely increased the average 
Froperty-owner will think himself sufficient- 
ly burdeneg by the general tax levy.”’ 

Speaking from the standpoint n agent 
of a great realty estate, Owen F*' Aldis of 
the firm of Aldis, Aldis.& Northcote said: 

“In’'a nutshell, the decision of the Su- 
preme Court as given in The Tribune will 
advance the. value of realty as a property 
just the amount of the tax which is taken 
off.

PRICE OF PLATE GLASS WILL GO UP. 


Strong Combination of the Manufacturers 
Has-Been Formed, 

The combination of plate glass factories, 
which was announced yesterday, means a 
jump in the price of plate glass, though it is 
not thought the raise will be made before 
thirty or sixty days. Plate glass men say 
the product has been selling too low anda 
combination of the factories can mean noth- 
ing less than an advance. 

The average price obtained for the dif- 
ferent sizes has been about 28 cents a square 
foot, and’ it is predicted this average will 
be raised to 40 cents. 

The new combination will, with one ex- 
ception, control all the large factories in 
the United States. The exception is the 
works at Alexandria, Ind. This is the new 
Plant of the De Pauw company at New Al- 
bany, for years the leading plate glass man- 
ufacturers in the country. The new plant 
is idle, owing largely, it is said, to the re- 
duction-in the price of glass. Some years 
ago when De Pauw had no competition he 
secured $2 a square foot for the largest sizes. 
The same character of glass is now selling 
at 41 cents a foot. 

Outside the Alexandria plant the only 
other factories not in the combination are 
fhe Standard of Butler, Pa., and a plant at 
Irwin Pa. One of these is In the hands ofa 
receiver and the other has a small output. 
The total capacity of the combined plantsis 
estmmated at 19,000,000 square feet. The 
Alexandria plant has an estimated annual 
capacity of 2,400,000 square feet.

Supreme Court on the income tax law [as 
it was printed exclusively in The Chicago 
Tribune yesterday morning] shall be sub- 


stantiated when the decision itself is formal- | 
ly handed down, this Populistic-Democratic | 


abomination has been. effectually scuttled 
and will not be long in sinking out of sight. 


But the wavering and half-hearted way in | 


which this pirate measure has been dealt 
with adds naught to the honor of half the 
court which has rendered a pettifogging de- 
cision on a great question. 

It is an insult to the memory of the whoie 
line of great judicial authorities, from Coke 
to Fuller, that when brought face to face 
with an opportunity to give a clear-cut de- 
cision on one of the few momentous ques- 
tions of the day the court of highest and last 
resort in this great Nation should balk and 
dicker and equivocate and utt~rly fall down. 
tiarlan, Brown, Shiras, White—these are the 
rushlights to whom the country owes the 
judicial penumbra into which the convic- 
tions of Chief Justice Fuller and Justices 
Field, Gray, and Brewer have been thrown. 
Is it a day of degeneration in the Supreme 
Court, as elsewhere? 

The income tax is unconstitutional from 
beginning to end, as Justice Field has most 
vigorously maintained and as he will doubt- 
less show in a strong dissenting opinion, 
But instead of meeting the issue in a manly 
way the court now stands committed to the 
twopenny decision that it is constitutional 
five days of the week and unconstitutional 
the other two. In other words, owners of 
rénts and Bonds are exempt, but merchants 
and manufacturers and anybody else who 
realty produces anything is a legitimate vic- 
tim of the illegitimate measure. This 
riddles the law, but it does it with a gimlet 
when it should have been done with the 
broad ax of judcial logic. 

The more quickly the income tax law can 
now be repealed the better. As it will stand 
from this day forth the income tax will be 
as hateful to the men who voted for it as to 
those whose ideas of justice are not drawn 
through a Populistic knothole. The thing 
was a vulture before, but now it is a 
wounded and puking vulture. The sooner it 
is buried the better for itself and for all to 
leeward of it. 

With the exception of Justice Harlan, all 
the older members of the Supreme Court are 
reported as declaring the law unconstitu- 
tional in toto. But Justice Harlan allowed 
himself to be fettered by an emergency de- 
cision rendered in war times upon a totally 
different Income tax Jaw. To thisslipin the 
cogs of his ratiocination we owe the edify- 
ing fate of seeing salaried employes mulcted 
and rich trusts going, scot free until sucha 
time as the law can be wiped off the statute 
books.

A« to the Income Tax. 

Chicago Mail: Assuming that the forecast 
telegraphed from Washington [exclusively 
to The Chicago Tribune] of the forthcoming 
decision of the Supreme Court on the income 
tax law will be confirmed by the decision it- 
self, that important ruling will be a compro- 
‘mise that will suit neither friend nor foe of 
the income tax. 

On the general proposition of the constitu- 
tionality of the law, the right of Congress to 
levy an income tax, the court is said to be 
divided four to four, Justice Jackson having 
been too ill to sit with his associates, so that 
the constitutionality of the law is upheld in 
a negative fashion. . .. 

In several features, however, the law 
may be overruled by the court. Justice 
Brown, who believed in its constitutionality 
as a whole, voted with the four members of 
the court who wanted to discredit the law 
altogether. These points were the ques- 
tions of taxing incomes from rents and in- 
comes from State and municipal vonds. 

To tax rents from real estate, the court is 
said to have decided by a vote of 5 to 8, 
would be equivalent to a direct tax on land 
and be unconstitutional. Landlords, there- 
fore, the owners of skyscrapers and other 
real property, though its value count up to 
millions and the annual income to tens of 
thousands, will not have to pay a cent’s 
worth of tax on that income. Justice 
Brown does not believe that ruling out the 
tax on incomes derived from rents would 
make the whole law unconstitutional, and 
on that proposition the court was once more 
evenly divided. 

There is said to be more unanimity in de- 
ciding that holders of municipal and State 
bonds cannot be compelled to pay a tax on 
incomes derived from these sources, on the 
ground that it would decrease the value of 
the bonds and so become a direct tax on the 
bonds. 

There is little doubt that such a decision 
will lose for the income tax what measure of 
popularity it has had. If landholders are to 
escape taxAtion, while merchants and man- 
ufacturers and salaried employes, the pro- 
ductive classes, are to be taxed on the pro- 
ceeds of their ability and industry, the man- 
ifest unfairness of the law will demand its 
prompt repeal. :

Evangelists Crittenton and Greenwood 
Will Work First in Wiscon<in. 

E. F. Goff’s gospel car left the Wisconsin 
Central Depot at 1:25 p. m. yesterday fora 
gospel campaign during the summer.

BRENNAW NO LONGER HEAD OF THE 
POLIOE DEPARTMENT. 


His Resignition Accepted by Mavor Hop- 
kins Yesterday=—S:id to Be the Third 
Time He Has Asked to Be Kelieved of 
the Position=—Says He Is Glad io Be 
Oat of It, and Thinks His Successor 
Will Find the Place Anything bot a 
Bed of Re«<ea, 

Chief .of Police Brennan resigned yester- 
day. Until his successor is appointed by 
Mayor-elect Swift Assistant Chief of Police 
Kipley will attend to the routine duties of 
the position. Chief Brennan's resignation 
has been in the hands of Mayor Hopkins 
since April 3, the day after the election. 
Coupled with other things which have hap- 
pened in the department Chief Brennan’s 
auction was not unexpected. In his letter of 


resignation he says little of any causes for” 


the step, and when spoken to on the subject 
said he wanted a little time to attend to his 
private affairs and thought he might as well 
fake it now. ' 

Mr. Brennan denies that the recent action 


of the Police Commissioners or that little. 


disturbance over the reappointment of 
eighty men the Commissioners had dis- 
charged had anything to do with his resig- 
nation. He said he wanted to give the new 
Mayor a chance to make his appointment to 
the vacant position as soon as he could, and 
in the meanwhile preferred to take a rest. 


EX-CHIEF OF POLICE BRENNAN. 


It is not understood that Mayor Hopkins 
asked the Chief to reconsider his decision in 
any way. There was no chance of Brennan 
holding the position much longer, and it is 
said he acted wisely in resigning. 

Mayor Hopkins’ letter of acceptance in re- 
ply to the Chief’s resignation was in this 
form: 

April 6, 1895.—M. Brennan, Esq., General Super- 
intendent of Police—Sir: I accept your resigna- 
tion as General Superintendent of Police dated 
April 3, 1895, to take effect this day at 7 6’clock p. 
m. Assistant Superintendent of Police Joseph 
Kipley will take charge of the department until 
your successor is appointed according to law and 
has qualified. It is a matter of regret tq me, and 
must afford ground for sincere regret t6 all the 
people of Chicago, that one who has done so much 
y long continued, honest, and capable service 
to render the Police Department of the city ef- 
ficient should deem it proper to retire from that 
department at this time.

Chief Brennan’s resignation has beén in the 
hands of the Mayor. 
lieved, he has told the official head of the 
city that he could no longer keep both his 
position and his self-respect. Every one of 
these alleged resignations occurred over the 
gamblingeheuse, troubles of last summer. 
The fitst ection taken by the Civic Federa- 
tion was to notify Chief Brennan that gam- 
bling existed in certain places. Chief Bren- 
nan probably knew that a great deal better 
than the Federation did, but the Mayor was 
believed to veinfallible. Chief Brennan saw 
what was coming and, it is said, asked per- 
mission to close the gambling-houses. This, 
it is alleged, was refused and Chief Brennan 
is credited with a resignation. This was not 
acted upon and then followed the raid by the 
Civic Federation. Then there were bad times 
for the Chief of Police. He had been credit- 
ed repeatedly with the statement that there 
was no gambling in Chicago, and the Civic 
Federation furnished him with a long list of 
names and warrants for the arrest of the 
gamblers. A pretty well-founded report 
says Chief Brennan went to Mayor Hopkins 
and refused point blank to act longer unless 
he was permitted either to close gambling- 
houses or serve the warrants... The gam- 
bling-houses closed. 

Few Chiefs of Police started in under bet- 
ter auspices than did Chief Brennan. He 
knew personally nearly every man in the 
department and had had long experience in 
the practical workings of the police force. 
He started in well, and those who know him 
say he would have kept the gait had he not 
been hampered by the City Hall gang. He 
introduced several reforms into the police 
department and succeeded in getting more 
work out of the police at the City Hall than 
any man ever got before. It had been the 
custom to turn the detectives loose on the 
streets, with no tab on them but a report to 
be made at night. Chief Brennan issued 
an order instructing every detective on duty 
to call up the office every two hours either 
from a patrol box or a private telephone. 
He is responsible for the white stripe down 
the trouser leg and for the service badges 


| which alone distinguish an old policeman 


from a new man. He took a great deal of 
interest in the improvement of the patrol- 
box system and evolved those shiny peaked 
caps the patrolmen wear. 


Giad He ts Out of It. 


As soon as the news of his resignation 
leaked out the chief’s office was besieged 
Here is all he had to say about his step: 

“My resignation has been accepted and I 
am out. I assure you I am glad. Idonot 
know any of my predecessors who were not 
glad to leave the office. ‘ Uneasy: rests the 
head that wears a crown,’ and mine has 
chafed me ever since I put it on.

As to civil service reform, as 
applied to the force, I'believe in it. I be- 
lieve in,the present Police Commission, and 
1 believe the new law, if honestly and fairly 
executed, will prove a great benefit to the. 
city government, 

‘* As to those eighty men whom I have re- 
appointed out of the 220 who were dis- 
charged, I reappointed them because I 
thought they had been wronged. There are 
men among them who could write as fine a 
business letter as any of the Police Commis- 
sioners. I am convinced there were mistakes 
made in the examination of their papers. 
They are still on the force and I have re- 
ceived no order to discharge them, I prom- 
ised they should not again be discharged and 
the Mayor promised them the same thing. 
So far, you see, I am ahead, but this had 
nothing whatever to do with my resigna- 
tion.”’ 

“What are you going to do now, Mr. 
Brennan?’’ : 

“First of all take a rest. Afterwards I 
do not know what I shall do.

He 
says he will not apply fora pension at once, 
but will let the thing stand for a while.

‘I think he was in 
Sympathy with civil service as applied to 
the department of which he was the head.

THE NICARAGUA AND THE SUEZ CANALS, 


Sume Facts Not Generally Known Con- 
cerning Them, 

Recognizing the construction of the Nicar- 
agua Canal as now assured, the Saturday 
Review undertakes to estimate the amount 
of traffic which it will command, and from 
this point of view compares it with the Suez 
Waterway. It undoubtedly succeeds in 
proving that but a small part of the trade 
of England, Germany, and France with Asia 
and Australasia will be diverted to the new 
route. But it fails to'appreciate the vast 
and constantly increasing volume of com- 
modities’ interchanged between the whole 
Pacific coast of the New World and the Eu- 
ropeuan countries mentioned as well as the 
actual and prospective commerce between 
our own Atlantic and Gulf cities and ‘the 
trade centers of the western coast of this 
hemisphere from Alaska to Valparaiso. 

The advocates of the Nicaragua Canal 
have never expected to obtain any part of 
the trade between England and British In- 
dia which is now carried on by the Suez 
route. The distance from England to Bom- 
bay by way of Suez is but 6,200 miles, by 
way of Nicaragua it is 15,500 miles. To Co- 
lombo the distances are 6,790 and 16,000 
miles respectively; to Calcutta, 8,000 and 
15,400 miles. To China, also, and Japan, and 
all of the Australasian colonies except New 
Zealand the distance from England is 
shorter by way of Suez than by way of 
Nicaragua. To cite the exact figures, the 
respective distances from England by the 
two routes are: To Melbourne, 10,600 and 
12,750 miles; to Hongkong, %),900 and 13,550 
miles: to Shanghai, 10,700 and 12,750 miles; 
and even to Yokohama, 11,740 and 11,950 
miles. To New Zealand, indeed, the dis- 
tance from England will be curtailed by the 
Nicaragua route, but only to the extent of 
650 miles. 

What is much more noteworthy than the 
superiority of the Suez waterway from an 
English point of view is the fact that the 
route around the Cape of Good Hope has 
very little to fear from the completion of 
the Nicaragua Canal. With respect to only 
four of the above-named places in Asia and 
Australasia will the cutting of the Nicar- 
agua, isthmus effect any saving of mileage 
over the Cape route. It will shorten the 
voyage to Hongkong by 150 miles; that to 
New Zealand by 1,550 miles; that to Shang- 
hai by 1,750 miles; and that to Yokohama 
by 8,950 miles. On.the other hand the Cape 
veyage to Melbourne will be shorter than 
that via Nicaragua by 1,250 miles; to Sin- 
gapore by 1,900 miles; to Calcutta by 3,900 
rniles; to Colombo by 4,900 miles; and to 
Bombay by nearly 6,000 miles. Thus, 
neither in peace time nor war time—that is 
to say, neither when the Suez Canal is open 
nor when British vessels are compelled to 
revert to their old route around the Cape-of. 
Good Hope, can the Nicaragua Canal be ex- 
pected to secure any material part of the 
trade between England and her subjects and 
customers in the East. 7 

According to the Saturday Review a lib- 
eral estimate of the traffic to be counted 
upon by the Nicaragua Canal would place it 
at 3.500,000.tons, or less than half the 
amount anticipated by the promoters of the 
new waterway. But these figures are ar- 
rived at through the assumption that pas- 
senger steamers plying from London to Val- 
paraiso and Callao will prefer to keep tothe 
route around Cape Horn, because they have 
been in the habit of stopping at Brazilian 
and La Plata ports. This seems no less im- 
probable than the additional hypothesis that 
freight-carrying vessels between New York 
and San Francisco will continue to perform 
the perilous Cape Horn voyage after the 
Nicaragua Isthmus shall have been pierced. 

We trust, however, that the British For- 
eign Office may be convinced by the argu- 
ments of the Saturday Review that a Nica- 
ragua Canal will be of no commercial im- 
portance ‘to England. Americans, for their 
part, are willing to take the risk of drawing 
from it an income commensurate to its cost, 
for they know that on strategic grounds 
alone such a canal would be of inestimable 
value to this country.—New York Sun.

TOO MUCH CONSERVATISM.

Real Estate in Chicago Is an Invest- 
ment of Profit, 


GENERAL REVIEW OF BUSINESS.

As the season for renting advances consid- 
erable speculation is being indulged in as 
to what the year will bring forth. There is 
but little at present to justify the belief that 
rents will go back to the old figures.” In 
some portions of Chicago the rents for resi- 
dence property and for flats ard apartments 
are keeping up well. This is particularly 
true of the Kenwood, the Hyde Park dis- 
trict, those portions of the city about Wash- 
ington and Jackson Park, and the desirable 
locations on the North Side. In other parts 
of the city, however, rents have shown a 
falling off. Old-fashionied residence prop- 
erty and the cheaper class of flat buildings, 
particularly those which have been upa few 
years and which lack spbme of the modern 
improvements, once dedmed luxuries, but 
which are now looked upon as necessities, 
are being offered at rates from two-thirds to 
one-half asked two years ago. Last year 
Saw a decrease in rents, and it was hoped by 
property-owners that this year would see 
prices go back to the old figure or at least 
stop in the downward decline. That hope 
has not been realized, arid while many build- 
ings are offered at a les$ rental than was re- 
ceived a year ago none show an increase. 

State street property is holding its own in 
the way of rents and values. Retail shops 
must pay big rentals t@ obtain the advan- 
tage of a location on State street, and the 
further advantage to come from the crowds 
which pass along that thoroughfare. Rents 
in Wabash avenue have been kept up fairly 
well as a result of the migration of certain 
classes of trade to that street. On streets 
west of State there has been a decrease in 
rentals, particularly in the way of office 
rents, which is likely to have‘the effect of 
spoiling the Well laid plans of many pro- 
moters. There is one harmful feature about 
the renting market in Chicago, which does 
no good to any one, with the possible excep- 
tion of the benefit accruing to a tenant from 
an advantageous change in locations, 

Agents for the score of new office build- - 
ings which have recently been completed or 
are now nearing completion have engaged 
in a mad scramble for tenants. It is not an 
uncommon thing for the agent of one of 
these buildings to assume the lease of a 
prospective tenant in order to rent him of- 
fices. With some of the buildings it is a 
rule to assume, when necessary, the old 
lease of any tenant whio will take a three 
years’ lease in tne new building. It is fair 
to presume that a tenant in an old building 
moves because of advantages in location or 
in surroundings in the new building. That 
being the cage, there is the same advantage 
to other tenants to keep away from the 
rooms he has once occupied, and.if the agent 
for the building who has assumed the lease 
succeeds in getting one-quarter of the rental 
he is called upon to pay for the old quarters 
he may eonsider himself lucky. Therefore, 
while a*new building is well rented as re-' 
gards space and price, there may be a skel- 
eton in the closet in the way of outside ex- 
penditures in the way of old leases assumed . 
which cut down net revenues to a considera- 
ble extent. 

Building Department Figures. 

The figures from the Building Department 
of the city for the first three months in the 
year show a decided falling off in the num- 
ber of buildings; in the feet frontage, and in 
the cost over that of last year, which was 
considered an uhfavorable one froma build- 
ing standpoint. March has done considerable 
to make up for the bad record of January 
and February, but compared with the cor- 
responding month of 184 the showing is by 
no means favorable. During March permits 
were issued for 968 buildings, with a total 
frontage of 23,146 feet, to cost $3,251,875; for 
March, 1894, there were issued 1,318 permits, 
for 31,555 feet frontage, to cost $4,074,200.

ANTI-TOXINE NOT TO BLAME, 


—_—- 2 
Valentine’s Dexth Must maw Had 
Another Cause. 

New York Sun: Since the death, Mgiday last 
of Bertha Valentine, the 17-year-ol ughter 
of Samuel Valentine of No. 311 Roebling 
street, Williamsburg, ten minutes after Dr. 

-J. L. Kortright of No, 252 Rodney street ad- 
ministered an injection of anti-toxine for a 
light aitack of diphtheria which the girl had, 
several cases of bad results from the use of 
the serum have been discovered, 

Coroner Creamer, who is investigating the 
girl’s death, had his attention called yesterday 
to the narrow escape from death which 6-year- 
old Jesse Milton Hobley of No, 15@ South 
Eighth street bad nearly two months ago, 
The boy had diphtheria and croup and was at- 
tended by Dr. H. Franciscus of No. 85 Tomp- 
kins avenue. The doctor had not made a 
study of anti-toxine and prescribed ordinary 
medicine for the boy. Mrs. Hobley was told 
thet a neighbor’s child who had been 
very sick with diphtheria had received 
the anti-toxine injection and had recovered. 
Mrs. Hobley told Dr. Franciscus this when he 
went to her house to see the boy. Hediscour- 
aged the anti-toxine treatment, and said he 
did not believe that good results could come 
of it. Mrs. Hobley had such confidence in 
the serum that she went to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute in this city and obtained two bottles of 
it. She sent for Dr. Franciscus and he gave 
one injection. The result was toid toa Sun 
reporter by Mrs. S. A. Potter, the boy’s aunt, 
yesterday. 

‘* After the doctor injected the serum,”’ said 
Mrs. Potter, **the child showed symptoms of 
Convnisions. His tody stiffened and he was 
not able to speak. After awhile he quieted 
down, but did not seem to make any progress. 
i: My impression was that after the anti-toxine 

i wa s°udministered he. would get well. When 
‘Dr. Franciscus called the next day he 
noticed at once that chere was not 
any improvement, and he thought 
that the anti-toxine had had ai bad 
effect. Thereupon he ave his own treat- 
ment, which consisted of calomel vapor baths. 
I and the boy’s mother insisted _on giving the 

a*iti-toxine another trial. Dr. Franciscus gave 
wa injection with the same results. The 
child’s body again stiffened, and he appeared 
to be suffering more severely than the day be- 
fore with internal convulsions. Under the 
calomel treatment, however, he improved, 
and inthree weeks wasable to go out. “We 
never want any more anti-toxine in our fam- 
ily.”’ 

Dr. Franciscus said last evening that it was 
much against his will that he gave the boy 
the anti-toxine injection. He added that the 
boy had a bad attack of diphtheria and croup, 
and he had strongly recommended his own 
treatment. He said that the tamily obsti- 
nately refused to use the medicine he pre- 
scribed, but seemed to have great faith in 
anti-toxine, 

**They went after the serum,’’ said the doc- 
tor, “‘and wheu they brought it to me it was 
with a great deal of reluctance that I admin- 
istered tne first injection, not that I didn’t be- 
lieve in it but becuuse I had not had any per- 
sonal experience with it. The child got worse 
after the injection, and when I cailed the next 
day and toid the family that I thought it was 
imprudent to have administered the serun, 
they assured me that they were told at the 
Pasteur Institute that no results came until 
twenty-four hours after the serum was in- 
jected. They insisted ona second injection. 

** Thirty hours after the firet injection the 
boy was inustate of utter co.lapse. This, I 
ain satisfied, was not from anti-toxine. but 
the obstructions placed around the diphtheria 
by the croup, which the boy had. The boy’s 
lips and his fingers were black, but even this 
I do not think was the result of the anti-tox- 
ine. After the injections he had a bad attack 
of urticaria, which, in my opinion, was due to 
the anti-toxine.”’ 

Dr. George McNaughton of No.1 Cambridge 
place, Brookiyn, who has used ‘anti-toxiue 
largely, said that the death of Bertha Valen- 
tine wou'd not, in his opinion, cause the use 
of anti-toxine to be abandoned by any phy- 
sicians who have used it. 

*] had anti-toxine from the same lot that 
Dr. Kortright’s came from,” said Dr. Mce- 
Naughton, *“‘and good results came of it. 
Yes, I got the anti-toxine an hour after Dr. 
Kortright got his, but as long as I know noth- 
ing of the case of Bertha Valentine I cannot 
give an opinion.’ 

Dr. Ezra H. Wilson, the bacteriologist of 
the Brooklyn Heaith Department, who made 
an investigation of the anti- toxine used in 
Bertha Valentine’s case, submitted the follow- 
ing reportto Healih Commissioner Emery 
yesterday: 

Hon. Z. Taylor Emery, M. D., Commissioner of 
Heaith—Dear Sir: | have the honor to report 
that yesterday, April 1, J] procured from Schuize- 
berge-& Koechl two bottles of Bebring’s anti- 
toxiue No. 2, containing 1,000 immunity units, 
sealed under the date of Jan. 30, operation No. 
159, being a portion of the same jot used in the 
case of Bertha Vaientine. Of this serum one 
cubic centimeter was injected beneath the skin 
of a guinea pig weighing 420 grammes at 4:30 
p.m. The animal suffered no inconvenionce from 
this injection. At the same time 2% cubic centi- 
meters of the same serum was injected directly 
into the ear vein of a large rabbit. 
also suffered no inconvenience. I also obtained 
from Dr. J. M. Clayland, Coroner's physician, 
about one ounce of finid ogee ere in a ster- 
ilized bottie from the ht auticie of 
the heart. One-half of AB lood was given 
to the chemist of the department 
for ck emical analy sis. Direct microscopi- 
cal examination and cultures made from this 
blood showed it to be free from micro-organisms. 
Speculative theories may be advanced as to the 
cause of death in the case, the true cause not 
having yet been determined. bur, the above exper- 
iments, conforming as nearly as possible to the 
actuai condition, demonstrate that the cause of 
death was not inherent in the anti-toxine, Sin- 
cerely yours, .

The imitation of diamonds has 
attained remarkable perfection within the 
last few years. A very clever imitation of 
the diamond is now made by covering highly 
polished pieces of cut glass with what is 
technically called a ‘splint,’ which is a 
smnall piece of a genuine diamond chipped 
off in cutting the rough stone. The imita- 
tion of all kinds of precious stones is now 
carried on upona large scale. Two Parisian 
chemists have succeeded in producing ru- 
chemicals, 
pure aluminum and ‘bichromate of potas- 
sium. The resultant jewels are said ‘to 
have the perfect transparency, the regular 
crystalline form, the hardness, and the 
brilliancy of real rubies. A close examina- 
tion under the microscope has revealed the 


fact that their formation is almost precisely 


like that of the genuine stones.” 
MRS. WILLIAM ASTOR, 


* Diamonds are certainly the most beau- 
tiful of all gems,”’ said Mrs. William Astor 
when requested to name her favorite prec- 
ious stone. “‘ They have other qualities to 
recommend them, however, besides their 
beauty. There is no form of personal prop- 
erty that can more readily: be converted 
into cash and that is less liable to deteriora- 
tion and fluctuation in its market value. 
Diamonds-are always good collateral upon 
which to negotiate loans in any part of the 
world. There are many noble families— 
even many monarchs—in Europe who have 
found their diamonds of yeoman service in 
this way. A case in point is the great Dud- 
ley family in England, who for centuries 
past had enjoyed the honors and emolu- 
ments of an Earldom. The Dudley ‘dia- 
monds are among the richest and most fa- 
mous of all the many collections of family 
jewels throughout Great Britain. "When 
the daughter of Sir Thomas Moncreiffe be- 
came the Countess of Dudley through her 
marriage with the. Earl her rare personal 
loveliness, which made her one of the most 
celebrated beauties of her day, enhanced the 
effect of the Dudley diamonds to a wonder- 
ful degree whenever she wore them in 
public. 

‘**A few years afterwards her father be- 
came heavily embarrassed by the cost of de- 
fending his daughter, Lady Mordaunt, in 
the suit for divorce brought against her by 
her husband, the Prince of Wales being the 
corespondent. At that time, while waiting 
for a trainina railway station, the Countess 
of Dudley claimed to have been robbed of 
the family diamonds, the satchel containing 
them having been taken from under the feet 
of the maid to whom they had been in- 
trusted. Though some of the most famous 
English detectives were put on the case the 
thief was never captured, yet the Countess 
appeared long afterward wearing the family 
jewels. It has since been hinted in certain 
quarters that Mr. Robert Atterborough, 
the aristocratic jeweler of Duke street, Lon- 


_don, could tell just where the diamonds were 


uring the whole period of the sequestration 
from the public gaze. 

“That reminds me of a somewhat similar 
incident that occurred herein New York. A 
wealthy society lady had a diamond neck- 
lace worth $75,000 that had been presented 
to her by her husband. Her brother, a 
trusted employe of a large corporation, em- 
bezzled some ofits funds. His sister hada 
duplicate of her diamond necklace made in 
paste so artfully that only an expert could 
detect the différence. Without the knowl- 
edge of her husband or any of her friends 
she then disposed of her diamonds and with 
the proceeds saved her brother from a 
felon’s cell by making good the amount of 
his defalcation. Thus, you see, diamonds 
are ‘handy to. have in the house,’ as Mrs. 
Toodles would say, for other reasons be- 
sides those of a purely aesthetic character 
based upon mere beauty alone.”’ 


MRS, CORNELIUS VANDERBILT. 


“My preference among gems is unques- 
tionably for the diamond,’’ said Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, *‘not only for its beauty 
but for the many tales of romance which 
cluster around it. No novels that the brain 
of the most imaginative writer has ever con- 
ceived can equal in interest the true stories 
of the famous diamonds that have been 
found at various times. Take, for example, 
that of the great Orloff diamond, the finest 
and most valuable of all the Russian crown 
jewels, forming, as it does, the chief orna- 
ment of the imperial scepter, from which 
circumstance it is also called the scepter 
diamond. 

‘This marvelous stone, of which little is 
known in this country, rivals even the great 
kohinoor of the British Grown in the roman- 
tic interest of its well-authenticated history. 
Upon a fortified island in Hindostan there 
stands a magnificent pagoda or Hindootem- 
ple with seven distinct inclosures, lofty 
towers, a gilded cupola, and numerous dwell- 
ings of Brahmins, the whole inclosed within 
a narrow wall some four miles in circumfer- 
ence. In the year 1772 a French grenadier 
having deserted the Indian service was em- 
ployed in the neighborhood of this temple, 
and learned that it contained an idol of the 
Hindoo god Sri-Ranga, having, eyes of two 
inestimable valuable solitaire diamonds. 
These he determined to possejs, but as no 
Christians were permitted to;/pass beyond 
the fourth inclosure he assumed the charac- 
ter of a native devotee and affected great 
veneration for this particular divinity. By 
this means he secured the confidence of 
the Brahmins and was appointed to guard 
the inner shrine of the god. One stormy 
night he rent from its forehead one of its 
glittering eyes, leaving the other undis- 
turbed either because interrupted or be- 
cause he discovered it was not a genuine 
diamond. With his costly prize he escaped 
through the. tempest to the English army 
then encamped at Trichinopoly, and thence 
to Madras, where he sold the gem fér £2,000 
to an English sea captain, who took it to 
London and sold it to Khojeh Raphael, a 
Hebrew, for £12,000. Taking it to Russia, 
Khojeh sold it to Prince Orloff, the lover 
of Catharine II., as a present for her, for 
the enormous sum of £90,000 and a life annu- 
ity of £4,000. This magnificent stone has 
sparkled ever since in the scepter of the 
Czar of all the Russias down to the present 
time.

OOR Madamoiselle Canada is in a 
sorry plight. In a little less than four 
years she has lost three Tory Pre- 
miers—Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 


John Abbott, and Sir John Thompson. The 
brains have gone from. the governing party, 
and the Cabinet is divided against itself. 
Young “Charlie” Tupper has kicked over 
the traces, and has boosted himself into the 
position of a man rash enough to resign but 
lacking the courage to stay resigned. The 
present Premier, Sir Mackenzie Bowell, is 
driven nearly crazy, and simply cannot keep 
things together. Never was the Govern- 
ment of Canada more utterly weak and in- 
adequate. Young Tupper evidently wants 
the Premiership himself; and will likely get 
it, only he is smashing the party by a pre- 
mature ‘‘ buck.’’ At this rate it looks as 
though the Conservatives would be hooted 
down on the floor of Parliament next ses- 
sion, and it is not hard to imagine Sir John

Macdonald’s spirit weeping over the incom- 
petency of the leaders of a political party 
which he led to victory at the polls for near- 
ly twenty years. 

The government has been between the 

devil and the deep sea. It has been afraid 
to face the House for fear of defeat upon 
the Manitoba school question, and even the 
most optimistic has failea of hope when it 
came to belief in the ability of the govern- 
ment to win victory at the polls. The out- 
look has been that Ontario would surely go 
against the government in case of a general 
election, and the Liberals would carry the 
country. 
For the last three months the country 
has not known whether to expect a session 
or an election. New voters’ lists were pre- 
pared and it was thought that the govern- 
ment would. make a wild dash and appeal 
to the country. Thenit was announced that 
Parliament would meet April 18. Now it 
is again hinted that the session may be 
called off and the elections brought on. 


It is a vacillating and a perilous time, 
though clearly Lord Aberdeen ought to in- 
sist upon a session. Only very gravest rea- 
sons should warrant the use of the prerog- 
ative to shorten the period fixed by law. To 
be sure, the prerogative was thus abused

under Lord Lorne and Lord Stanley, but 
they had to deal with Sir John Macdon- 
ald and were overpowered by his consum- 
mate statecraft applied to party interests. 
At present the Canadian Government is 
notoriously weak, and the decision to grant 
remedial legislation in the Manitoba school 
case has brought about disruptions which 
would disable even a strong Cabinet. Still 
it is most likely that Pariiament will meet, 
and should the Legislature of Manitoba and 
the Dominion Parliament both refuse any 
legislation on this present burning question 
it will then be in undeniable order for the 
Ministry to ask for a dissolution. The com- 
ing session will be a stormy one from be- 
ginning to end; it needs no seer’s prophetic 
eye to assume that. 

The Liberal party have their chance at 
last; too long have they sat within the cold 
shades of opposition, and Wilfred Laurier 
and his followers are ready to make some 
bold moves. [Encouraged by the dissentions 
known to exist in the Cabinet the opposi- 
tion party is eagér for the fray, and Wil- 
fred Laurier is a skillful tactician, seeming- 
ly quite able to out-general such men as 
i“oster or Bowell, should either lead, and 
it is known that Foster is straining for the 
position. Bowell is an old man and one 
who is swayed by the conflicting advice of 
his friends. Besides, the fact of his being 
in the Senate makes him of little or no use 
in the House of Commons, where all the 
great battles of the session are fought. Fos- 
ter is clever, but narrow and prejudiced, is 
not popular, and never was, so clearly Sir 
Charles Tupper is the only steadfast hope 
the party has. He is bold and capable, but 
lacks in the judgment and caution which is 
characteristic of Laurier. Before this last 
disagreement it was generally conceded 
that if Premier Bowell found his load of of- 
fice too heavy Tupper would assume the du- 
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ties and position of leader of the govern- 
ment. Also that if a general election were 
brought on and resulted in the defeat of the 
government party that Tupper would come 
back to Parliament as the leader of the Con- 
servative party in opposition. Young Sir 
Charles (who must not be confounded with 
the elder Sir Charles, his father) is best 
known outside of Canada through his prep- 
aration and conduct of the Bering Sea case. 
He is the youngest statesman who has ever 
held the portfolio of Minister of Justice ina 
Canadian Cabinet and is gifted with won- 
derful fluency and a pugnacious fearless- 
ness which is a direct inheritance from his 
noted father. Young Sir Charles is thor- 
oughly up in American ways, having been 
educated at Harvard University. 

Nor is this the full sum of Canada’s woes 
The young miss has been pert enough to 
criticise her Governor-General, though she 
has not driven him off to Ireland, as rumor 
said. The first open showing of a, recal- 
citrant temper by the people was at the time 
of the winter carnival last January. Before 
the death of the late Premier, Sir John 
‘Thompson, the Ear! of Aberdeen was en- 
thusiastic in supporting the idea of a winter 
carnival at the capital. He was patron of 
the Citizens’ committee and took great in- 
terest in the success of the scheme. After 
Sir John died Lord Aberdeen wrote impul!l- 
sively and advised the Carnival committee 
to drop the enterprisé, entirely by way of 
showing respect for the memory of the dead 
Premier. The committee in reply pointed 
out that the date of the opening of the car- 
nival was some two weeks after the date of 
the funeral in Halifax, and the Thompson 
family had particularly*requested that the 
festival should proceed. In addition the 
committee protested that a large amount of 
money had’ been expended, and this would 
have to be made good if the enterprise were 
dropped. His Excellency then suggested a 
postponement of the carnival, but this the 
independent committee declined to do, and 
in what appeared to be a spirit of resent- 
ment the Governor-General resigned his po- 
sition as patron of the carnival, announced 
his intention of remaining in Montreal dur- 
ing its duration, and is declared to have said 
many unpleasant things about the codfish 
aristocracy and disrespectful spirit of the 
Ottawa public. 


Now, this being altogether too much ofa 
truth to be taken quietly, the Ottawa people 
waxed exceedingly wroth, and the success 
of the carnival, which up to that time was 
problematic, was immediately assured by 
the sudden waking up to exertion on behalf 
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of the committee. The people were still 
more enraged because their Excellencies 
gave and attended large balls and receptions 
in Montreal at the same time that they de- 
plored public festivities in Ottawa, and: 
hence most unkind things were said about 
vice-royalty, some of the local papers even 
‘going so far as to suggest a petition to the 
‘British Government asking for Lord Aber- 


deen’s recall. This, of course, was both pet-° 


ty and absurd, for Ottawa is but a small bite 
to the big cherry of Canada, and in most sec- 
tions of the country the Aberdeens have won 
a fair meed of appreciation. 

The carnival was a success despite the 
conspicuous absence of vice-royalty, and 
Lord Aberdeen asked the committee to re- 
enact the storming of the ice castle later, so 
that he and his suite might see it, at the 
same time offering to pay allexpenses. The 
committee bluntly refused. The Governor- 
General was snubbed. 

The next friction arose from Lord Aber- 
deen’s failing to head the national testimon- 
ial fund subscribed for the famflly of Sir 
John Thompson. True, his Excellency 
adopted the dead Premier’s two young sons, 
taking them to maintain and educate until 
they come of age, but again Ottaw 
people were aroused, and again they wer 
angry. Out of these petty squabbles have 
doubtless grown the rumors that the AberA 
deens were going to Ireland, a rumor which 
has been flatly contradicted. If the people 
of Canada must have an expensive figure-

Modern Manse. @ 
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HE sunny side of the manse is not to- 
ward the east. Those who find its sun- 
shine always look within, and not out 
of its many broad and low-seated win- 
dows. This is, perhaps, the reason that the 
canaries flitting about like singing sun- 
beams carol as sweetly at night as at 
high noon, This is, perhaps, the rea- 
son that lilies, and roses, and souls, 
and all things swett and pure seem 
to grow strong and expand and breathe 
out perfume and love in its twilights as well 
as its dawns. This is the reason also that 
the old, hard creeds seem to get warped and 
twisted not:a little in its atmosphere. The 
old, harsh theology, with its narrow earth 
and narrower heaven, was the natural creed 
of an age of narrow windows and narrow 
doors, when men caught their largest 
glimpses of the heavens through port-holes. 
which served the double -purpose-of a con- 
venient place from which to wound an 
enemy or watch a slave. 

It was not strange that so little of the sun- 
shine was garnered with the souls and lives 
of the men and women who dwelt within. It 
is not strange, either, that in the modern 
manse and manors, with their broad ex- 
panses of sunny skies looking in and trees 
and vines in friendly rivalry to reach the 
windows and charm the sense with thei- 
beauty and fragrance; with nature, and art, 


and invention laid under tribute to make 


every nook full of comfort, whichis better 
than luxury; with life here made so much 
more to be desired, it is not at all strange 
that the truths which lay dormant in the 
shriveled creeds of those narrow-windowed 
homes should have begun to grow and ex- 
pand and break through the time-darkened 
layers without, and are already giving evi- 
dence of such vigorous life that men are 
looking for the real “‘ beauty of the lilies ”’ 
in opening bud and blossom. 

For after all homes and not priests are the 
great molders of creeds. A creed that con- 
demns the larger part of the human race to 
eternal perdition because they don’t believe 
in this or that particular set of tenets, how- 
ever well defended by priests or enforced by 
councils, will lose its grip after two or three 
generations of well-lighted, sunny, and hap- 
py homes. * A school of architecture may 
transform a creed 

And so the modern manse differs as widely 
in its architecture from the old manse as 
the theology of its occupant from that of the 
Puritan elder of old Concord, whose spirit 
still seems to look out of the narrow-paned 
windows, and who must have almost fallen 
from grace even in heaven at sight of those 
ne’er-do-wells, Hawthorne and Emerson, 
writing heterodox essays and stories on the 
Same table where he had roasted such 
young sinners in eternal perdition., 

The modern manse has more of the ma- 
terial comforts of this world in-it than the 
old, just as its theology has more to do with 
this world than the old. The master of the 
old manse, sitting upon stiff-backed and 
hard-bottomed chairs, eating ‘‘ the bread of 
tribulation” and “ drinking the cup of sor- 
row,’ and looking upon this life as *‘ the 
vale of tears ’’ which one ought devoutly to 
wish were quickly passed, is a melancholy 
landmark in theology. The master of the 
modern manse, believing that you will 
never get into a larger heaven than you help 
to make here, and that there is no deeper 
hell than a self-convicting conscience, sees 
in this life not a period of penance and self- 
ubnegation but an opportunity for growth 
and the development of the soul by the as- 


similation of everything pure, and true, and’ 


lovely in the universe from a sunbeam toa 
sonnet. And so the modern manse is as full 
of beauty and comfort as the modest purse 
of the owner willallow. It is a sunny spot 
in which children with their dolls and kit- 
tens feel at home in its sunniest nooks. It 
is a haven where storm-tossed men and 
women find the hour of calm in which to 
gather the strength, and courage, and 
faith that mean victory. ; 

The atmosphere of the modern manse is 
tonic. Its horizons are so broad and so 
marry that always there is a dawn on some 
“ far-off farthest rim.”” And this is the rea- 
son that the master of the modern manse is 
an optimist in spite of all the so w and 
injustice of sin-burdened humanity. He is 
philosopher enough to see that the rest- 
lessness of the age is not because of greater 
injustice than in the past but because, as 
men have become more intelligent, they are 
more sensible of injustice, and this very 
sensitiveness to the great inequalities which 
were taken as a matter of course in thé ages 
past marks a higher plane of race develop- 
ment. The revolutions of races, as of plan- 
ets, have always made darkness somewhere 
light. The manse was not simply built, 
it grew. It was nothing but#0 much new- 
ly laid brick and mortar when the grand old 
overshadowing oak beside it waa a frail

1as gathered about it with the years more 
sweet and hallowed memories than the oak 
has put forth green heralds of its brooding 
springtimes. More flowers have blossomed 
and more golden fruit has ripened in its 


\ sunny windows than in its sheltered garden 
\close. As thH® years have gone by it has 


ened here and there a broader window to 
the sunrise and the sunset, and built out 
here and there sunnier nooks to catch every 
new ray of light or truth. The silvery- 
haired master of the manse has become so 
much a part of it and of the lives of his 
people that those who have heard his voice 
longest are the saddest when it is silent, 
and the children and the birds listen for 
the tones that always make them glad. 
One and all, young and old, have learned 
to look to him for the word of comfort in 
their deepest sorrow, whether it were a 
broken heart, a broken toy, or the tragedy 
of the motherless nest. He seems to have 
learned better than they how to cast the 
happy balance of the world’s blessing and 
pain. And this because perhaps he has kept 
a better account of the blessings, as well 
as of the pain. The inspiration of the open- 
ing flower, the budding friendship, the 
rhythm of the skylark, or the poet, the fra- 
grant promise of the spring, as well as the 
tender love of half a century—all are found 
charged up in his long balance account of 
blessings. 


The mosses that have begun to gather 
about the oak-shadowed gables do not cling 
more tenderly to the roof of the modern 
manse than the hearts of his people to its 
master, whose life seems to have flowed out 
in a benediction of sympathy and loving 
service upon tree, and flower, and bird, as 
well as upon every human life that has 
come within the radiance of his sunny soul, 

The old oak has not sent down firmer and 
deeper roots or drawn richer and sweeter 
juices from the soil than the heart of the 
master has sent down its many branching 
roots of lifelong friendship and devotion,and 
from the hearts of his people he has drawn 
that subtle power of human love that makes 
a soul grow stronger with the years, and 
each year nearer heaven. Out of the bitter- 
sweet of the years I cull here and there a 
tale of mirth or sadness, a story of some soul 
that has blossomed into new life, or been 
saved from wreck and loved back into hope 
by the tender ministries of the modern 
manse,

CORNETIST LEVY AT RUSSIA’S COURT. 


He Has Many Pleasant Memories of ‘the 
Royal Famiiv There, 

There is at least one man in Chicago who 
has the highest admiration for the individ- 
ual characteristics of members of the royal 
families of Europe, and takes the stand that 
the general impression of hauteur and ex- 
clusiveness in their private life is entirely er- 
roneous. That man is Jules Levy, the vet- 
eran cornetist, now appearing for a brief en- 
sugement at the Royal English Circus. Dur- 
‘N= several years of European life Levy ap- 
peared and played before many of the roya' 
furhilies, and his acquaintance with the 
members was wide. He has many medals 
and testimonials received at their hands, yet 
each one is associated with memories that 
he would not part with for a fortune. Asa 
young man Levy appeared at Buckingham 
Palace and Windsor Castle, and Queen Vic- 
toria, then a much younger woman than she 
is now,proved a decidedly agreeable listener. 
Among those whom Levy remembers with 
pride are King Kalakaua, Dom Pedro, Na- 
poleon Iil., and King William, before he 
was made Emperor of Germany, 

Probably the most enjoyabla ‘part of this 
life, however, was spent at the Court of St. 
Petersburg, where he was called by the 
Czar, then Crown Prince Nicholas. When 
the Grand Duke Alexis visited the United 
States Levy played at his reception. Be- 
cause his. brother, the Crown Prince; was 
at that time an ardent amateur musician, 
and especially devoted to the cornet, the 
Grand Duke invited Levy to visit the Court 
of Russia. For two years was Levy a mem- 
ber of the Royal Amateur band, composed 
of fifty Princes, Generals; and others of 
royal and military rank, none  be- 
low a Captain, he being the only 
professional in the _ body. He dined 
and supped with the Crown Prince, and de- 
clares that he never met with a more agree- 
able, gentle, and magnificent - gentleman 
than. the Crown Prince, so often described 
as the unbending despot. Levy declares 
that in private life Nicholas seemed to exert 
himself at all times toward placing himself 
on an equality with those surrounding him, 
and was ever expressing a desire to equalize 
the condition of mankind generally, and es- 
pecially those over whom he was to rule.

GERMAN GRAND OPERA SEASON 
JUST ABOUT TO BEGIN. 


Opening Performance Will Bs Given One 
Week from Tomorrow Night with 
“Tristan und Isolde “mImposing List 
of Operas Is Given in the Program for 
the Season=—Historical Sketches of 
Sucher, Alvary, and Others Prominent 
in the Galaxy of Stirs, 


The singers of Mr. Damrosch’s company 
will open the season of Wagner opera one 
week from tomorrow evening with the “ Tris- 
tan und Isolde” performance. The presen- 
tation of the work will be the first given here. 
Frau Sucher and Herr Alvary, the principal 
dramatic singers of the organization. will 
sustain the title rdies.; fhe New York Syin- 
phony Orchestra will assist. The chorus is 
mentioned as recruited and carefully drilled. 
for the Wagner series undertaken by Mr. 
Damrosch. Forsome of the operas, nota- 
bly “Tristan und _ Isolde,’ the scen- 
ery was specially painted in Vienna. 
Aside from the value of artistic results, either 
in greater or less degree, one point should not 
be overlooked. Mr. Damrosch, iu the face of 
opposition and with scant encouragement 
that would have overcome any but the stout. 
est determination, has brought about a revival 
of Wagner operain America. Thus far his 
efforts have been accredited witha success 
exceeding fromm the numerical point of view 
in the matter of attendance any recent 
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achievements, There isalsoto be remem- 
bered that as the outcome of present experi- 
ences Mr. Damrosch will be enabled 
to continue his work to greater ad- 
vantage in a second venture. 
and that the opera monopoly will be 
relieved in a measure of the drctatorial atti- 
tude which is not its chief charm.’ While the 
school of opera represented is. not remotely 
implicated in this aspect, the circumstance 
that two opera organizations instead of one 
exist wculd seem likely to prove salutary. 
Whether Mr. Damrosch will extend his mu- 
sical horizon remains for the future to settle. 
The list of Wagner operas to be presented in 
the brief space of the engagement is impos- 
ing, comprismg as it does***Tristan und 
Isolde,”’ ‘“*Lohengrin,’’ °** Die Walkire,”’

Last 
summer she again sang as Kundry in “ Parsi- 
fal.’”’ Frau Sucher began her career in the 
choir of the village in which her father was 
director and schoolmaster. Later she studied 
in Friesing, but confident of her dramatic 
talent essayed to make an appearance in 
opera. This she accomplished after singing 
before Baron von Perfall, manager of the 
Munich Court Theater. in 1871. She wasal- 
lotted various minor rdles in Wagner operas, 
and at the same time continued her studies 
at the Munich Conservatory. Frau Sucher, 
then Frin. Hasselbeck, left the Munich 
opera to fulfill a short engagement at the 
Town Theater, Trieves. Succeeding came a 
two years’ engagement at Koénigsberg, with 
occasional appearances at Kroil’s Theater, 
Berlin. In 1875 the singer entered into a 
contract with the ranagement of the Dantzig 
Town Theater. From there at the invitation 
of Herr Sucher, then director at Leipzig, she 
accepted an engagement to sing juvenile 
roles in that city, where she remained from 
1876 to 1879. The year following her ar- 
rival there she married Herr Sucher. After en- 
gagements in Hamburg and Berlin she finally 
took up her permanent residence in the Ger- 
man capital. Frau Sucher has also sung in 
the St. Petersburg opera, where she appeared 
as Isolde. The Emperor William II. ap- 
pointed her court singer. She was invested 
by the Prince Regent of Bavaria with the 
Ludwig medal for art and science, and by 
the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg with a sim-

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Tue story of the decision upon the consti- 
tutionaiity of the income tax and of’ the atti- 
tude of the members of the Supreme Court on 
the question, printed exclusively in Tue Trrs-

country. The Washington officials say it is

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM IN COOK COUNTY 

The people of this city having shown by a 
majority of 50,000 that they want civil serv- 
ice reform its active friends have prepared a 
billto extend its provisions to the county 
also, so that its government’ which needs it 
sadly may be reformed. 

If civil service rules are needed anywhere 
it is in an insane asylum or a hospital. The 
county hassuch institutions. The manage- 
ment of the first of these has been scan- 
dalous almost always and that of .the latter 
often. These institutions have served to il- 
lustrate amply the evils of spoils government. 
Positions have been looked on as patronage 
to be divided among Commissioners. Worth- 
less, incompetent creatures have been put in 
charge of lunatics or of the sick merely -.to 
provide them with jobs as pay for their polit- 
ical services. ° 

As the county and the city are substantially 
one, the vote in the city Tuesday shows that 
if the question of civil service reform were 
submitted to the voters of the county they 
would indorse it with equal heartiness. But 
with a very few exceptions the County Com- 
missioners do not favor it. They look on it 
simply as a plan to strip them of their pat- 
tonage. They have big salaries now, but they 
want the spoils also. From the Wardenship 
of the hospital to a place as petit juror every- 
thing is fish that comes to their net. 

So they are going to send a delegation down 
to Springfield to defeat the attempt which is 
to be made to put county affairs on a decent 
basis. This action is dictated so plainly by 
the lowest and most discreditable motives 
that it is not possible the members of the 
Legislature will pay the least attention to 
these anti-reformers who are fighting for 
the offices which they have the disposal of 
now. 

Itis true that county misgovernment has 
not attracted as much attention as city mis- 
government, for the functions of the county 
are less important and extensive than those 
of the city. The County Board cannot pass 
boodle ordinances, and hence does not stir up 
the wrath of the peopleas the Counzil has 
done. But in ita small way and to the extent 
of its limited abilities it has managed affairs 
in an expensive, lawless, and disreputuble 
manner. It needs reform badly, and should 
be given a large dose of it. 

The plan is to pass a bill to enable the peo- 
ple of each county to adopt civil service re- 
form. Some ofthe smaller ones will not 
care todoso, Very often their affairs are 
well managed, But Cook County will adopt 
it this fallif it is given an opportunity to

“THE RUL- 
ING RACE,” 

With his eyes fixed mournfully on the 42,- 
400 majority for Swift Mr. Washington Hes- 
ing says that the Democratic party of Chi- 
cago must be reorganized; that it must have 
honest, honorable, and capable men for 
leaders—which means men unlike Hopkins; 
that those who have wrecked the party must 
be sent to the rear—that means Hopkins; and 
that the party, having no longer any spoils to 
distribute, must be reconstituted on a basis 
of principles, not spoils, In a word, having 
been beaten atrociously twice the party must 
turn over a new leaf and be very good and 
pure. It must clothe itself with righteousness 
as with a garment and try its luck again. 

One of Mr. Hesing’s complaints is that 
** there has been a predominance of Irish, al- 
together too much, in the management of the 
Democratic party.’’ This complaint has been 
made before by the members of other nation- 
alities represented in the Democratic party. 
Mr. Hesing reiterates it and gives some in- 
stances which are rather striking. In the 
Twentieth Ward, he says, where there are 
10,168 Gérmans and only 967 Irish; ** the 
committeemen have generally been Irish, and 
an Irishman has been the boss.’’ In the 
Twenty-second Ward, with 12,825 Germans 
and only 1,036 Irish, *‘ an Irishman has dic. 
tated the political course of the Democratic 
party in the ward.” And then Mr. ‘Hesing 
asks if it is any wonder that there was a po- 
litical revolution in those wards. and that the 
Germans refused to be bossed any longer. 

The first conclusion to be drawn from these 
rather surprising figures is that the Irish are 
the ** ruling race,”’ otherwise they would not 
rule us they do. In every body of men those 
best adapted to rule come tothetop. Ifa 


' minority governs a majority it must be as- 


sumed that it is because of the deficiencies of 


the majority. 
The secoud conclusion is more compli- 


‘mentary to the Germans. It is, in substance, 


that they have not the keen relish for ward 
politics which their Celtic brethren have, 
The Germans attena to their stores, ‘their 


‘manufactories, and their workshops. They 


go to the polls election days, for they feel 


that to be aduty. On certain great questions | 


they are instinctively sound and cannot be | 
seduced into abandoning them. American 
and Irish politicians will hurrah for free sil- 


ing’s father was one. If among. the tate 
German Democrats of the Twentieth and 
Twenty-second Wards there had been men as 


forceful as was Mr. A, C. Hesing those. Dem- 


ocrats would not have been represented by 
Irish committeemen. 

Since it isso eusy'to understand why the 
Celtic and not the German element dominates 
the Democratic party jin this city, and since 
no ** reorganization ’’ can change the natures 
of the mencomposing these elements, it is 
surprising that Mr. Hesing does not congrat- 
ulate the Germans on their return to the Re- 
publican party, of which their sound money 
and moderate protection principles make 
them naturally a part, and advise them to 
stay there. 

The Germans who are in the Republican 
party cannot make a complaint such as that 
Mr. Hesing makes for the Democratic Ger- 
mans. In the two wards he mentions the Re- 
publican committeemen are Germans. Where 
they are in the majority they have the com- 
mitteemen, for the Americans are not much 
fonder of ward politics than are the Germans. 
Evidently the members*of that nationality 
should affiliate with the Republicans, and Mr. 
Hesing should go along with them and return 
to the fold. Hehas been a stray sheep too 
long. He ought to follow his subscribers, or 
the first he knows he will find himself in a 
free silver party. 
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EVILS OF SCIENCE, 

A writer in the New York Herald discourses 
in a funny vein about the disclosures of mod- 
ern science. He intimates a suspicion that 
slowly but surely science is sapping the 
foundations of human happiness and putting 
the world into the worst kind of a tangie. 
People have begun to think, where formerly 
statements were taken on trust. What some 
of them think finds its way into the news- 
papers to demoralize the reader, and when 
the newspaper refuses to publish the 
thoughts are brought out in book form. He 
might have stated the process a little more in 
detail somewhat as follows: A man airs a 
thought or fancy in the newspaper. This 
calls attention to him and he delivers a lect- 
ure, which is partially rewritten for publica- 
tion as a magazine article and afterwards 
comes outin book form. Asa result of all 
this we are fast becoming a race of doubters 
ofthe old and half-believers in statements 
that are called new. 

In days of yore people believed the earth 
was as flat as a pancake, with the sun going 
round it every day. They were governed in 
their daily lives by dreams and visions, and 
there were no schools of scientific\gentlemen 
to disturb their faith. So content were they 
with what thev thought they knew that a man 
who tried to improve on their knowledge was 
put to deuth. Now all this is changed, 
and science is making ‘us miserable. 
Those terrible fires in the  North- 
west were directly the results’. of 
science and human progress, which has re- 
moved the forests and thus deprived the land 
of the necessary rainfall. Some supposedly 
scientific peopie say the want of rain is due to 


the general employment of electricity, and 


want all the dynamos stopped. Others of 
them have demonstrated beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that each of us is eating and drink- 
ing and breathing the germs of disease every 
hour of the day and night. They publish 
‘*accurate’’ drawings cf ‘the dreadful and 
death-bringing bacilii, with statistics of 
their numbers and ravages. They tell us 
that the minute particles of cheese are a solid 
mass of living and moving animal forms; that 
chalk and water are much safer than milk, as 
the latter contains the germs of tuberculosis 
and typhoid-fever; that beer destroys the kid- 
neys and saturates the whole system with the 
microbes of disease. Science tells us that dis- 
tilled spirits would do little harm if we 
could.get them pure, but that as now made 
they are a deadly poison. Tea and coffee 
are hardly less baleful, and even mineral 
waters have killed off their tens of thousands. 
It is proven that the bread we eat is artificial 
stuff from: which has been removed the most 
nutritious portion, to be fed to hogs and cat- 
tle, that our drainage is bad, the ventilation 
of ovr buildings atrocious, and that the outer 
air itself is teeming with entities which only 
wait for an opportunity to fasten upon us and 
reduce our bodjes to their original elements, 

Science is killing off the human race in 
other ways. Our teeth are failing for want of 
sufficient employment, the denizen of the 
modern boarding-house being the only excep- 
tion. For other scientific reasons, we are be- 
coming baldheaded. ur eyes, ears. and 
nervous systems are giving way under the 
strain of city life. Only men and women who 
cannot read have sound eyes. The rest will 
soon wear spectacles. Every third man we 
meet is partially deaf, while every fifth man 
is wholly deaf in one ear and cannot hear out 
of the other unless he is directly under a pass- 
ing train or at work in a boiler factory: The 
internal economy of the human frame also is 
changing, and for the worse, as is evidenced 
by the fact that the vermiform appendix now 
is a useless and dangerous contraption. in- 
stead of a necessary part of the bowel ma- 
chinery, as we have every reason to think it 
used to be, 

All this is very suggestive, and a great deal 
of itistrue. But the facts do not prove that 
science and its accompanying civilization 
have not immeasurably benefited man (and 
woman). The facts named simply are the 
penalties of our progress, They may be con- 
sidered as the price we are paying for our ad- 
vancement, something like the-interest a 
man pays forthe use of money by the em- 
ployment of which he amasses a competency 
for himself and does a_ vast umount 
of good for others. There is no more real 
reason for envying the conténted.- 
ness of people of the olden times (if they 
really were contented), than for esteeming as 
happier than ourselves the hog whose feet are 
in the trough without a thought of the 
butcher’s knife he may encounteron the 
morrow, It is the reverse of wisdom to sup- 
pose that by taking to the woods, stripping off 
civilization, and getting as near as possible to 
the state of primeval man, we should attain 
to more happiness than is accorded us by 
modern scientific thought and theory, though 
it may be true, as said by one of old time, 
that “ Much knowledge increaseth sorrow.” 


LITTLE LIEELIHOOD OF AN INVESTIGA- 
TION,

quired into. This is unfortunate and yet 
natural, There is less public interest in the 
matter than there was before the election 
which resulted in the choice of a Mayor 
pledged to give the city a gvod government 
an@ the adoption ofalaw which wiil assist 
him greatly-in doing it. Chicagoans, like 
Americans generally, are very easy-going and 
merciful people. They say, ‘** We have turnei 
the rascals out and have put it out of their 
power to repeat their offeuses. Why not let 
by-gones be by-gones?”’ 

This is weak and unwise. The men who 
have been guilty of corrupt acts durmg the 
last two years should be exposed and pun- 


they boodled orif they blackmailed let the 
facts be known. 
Nevertheless it is not likcly that the Legis- 


‘lature will investigate, although it has sent 


committees here to look into matters of 
much less importance. It is investigating 
parks and department stores and the milk of 
swill-fed cows. it might as well fly at higher 
game and unearth the crimes committed 
against the whole people of this city. But legis- 
lators will make excuses. They wiil say that the 
session is drawing towards a close, that there 
isan abundance of werk before them, and 
that it must be attended to at once. In spite 
of. which it is their plain duty to do what no- 
body. else can—probe the official rascality of 
this city tothe very depths, even if Demo- 
cratic hearts do ache as a consequence, 
SLANDERING BY PRAYER. 

A California court has just deciared that a 
prayer is nota privileged utterance and can- 
not be made the vehicle of slander. Miss 
Kelso, the librarian at Los Angeles, was the 
plaintiff in the case, and a Methodist min- 
ister of that city the defendant. It appears 


‘that some time ago the librarian purchased a 


few works of fiction which she deeined suita- 
ble for public circulation, but which the min- 
ister did not.- He did not content himself 
with privately condemning them as unfit to 
be perused by youth, but he made the matter 
a subject of public prayer, and in his pulpit 
prayed that Miss Kelso might be cleansed 
from sin and made worthy to hold her 
office. The lady drew the inference—and it 
was warranted under the circumstances—that 
the minister had pronounced her to be an 
immoral and improper person and had 
charged her, not with general sinfuiness, but 
with a special iniquity. 

The minister set up the plea in defense that 
a prayer was a privileged communication, 
but the court did not agree with him and in 
the preliminary stages of the case so ruled, 
He was held personally responsible for what 
he had said of Miss Kelso, which sufficiently 
indicates what the verdict of the jury will be. 
In all probability the minister was 
not actuated by malice against Miss 
Kelso and really thought he was 
doing her a service which would call her 
attention to what he considered was sin on 
her part and with the result, perhaps, that she 
would realize the heinousness of. her offense 
and do penance for it by retirimg the books 
from the library and replacing them on the 
sheives with others which would safely pass 
the scrutiny of his Methodist censorship.- In 
this, however, he madea mistake, for Miss 
Kelso, being a young woman of spirit, did 
not propose to have it even inferred by the 
people of Los 
proper person, 

The outcome of the’ case is a warning to a 
certain class of clergymen who fancy that they 
have the privilege in: sermon or prayer to 
single out individuals by name ‘and rebuke 
them either by denunciation in their homilies 
or by audible mention of their alleged fail- 
ings to the Lord. Itis fortunate that there 
are very few of these clergymen, and they are 
generally of the sensational sort, but these 
few are much in need of public discipline, 
such as the Los Angeles minister has received. 
The court’s decision settles the question that 
a minister has no right to single out a person, 
30 that he or she is known by every one, and 
hold that person up to view as a repro- 
bate. Apart from the question of slander 
the practice should be discontinued for two 
sufficient reasons. First, even conceding 
that the person so distinguished may be a 
sinner, this public designation of him does no 
good and defeats its own purpose, as it tends 
to still further harden his heart and to inspire 
him by a feeling of resentment into the com- 
mission of outbreaking sins. Second, the 
Lord needs no information as to the acts of 
any particular sinner. Being omniscient, he 
is quite as well aware of the offenses of any 
particular person as the minister -may 
be and knows mucb more about each particu- 
lar case. It is therefore both presumptuous 
and superfluous for the minister to tender 
publicly any information on the cubject. It 
would answer all purposes if he made bis 
complaint in the privacy of his own closet. 
Whenever he wants to secure a saving dispen- 
sation of grace for any particular man or 
woman sinner this should be his practice. 
The power that administers this grece cer- 
tainly does not need to be informed publicly, 
even if it does privately, which isa matter of 
some doubt. In any event personality in 
prayer, whether complimentary or uncompli- 
mentary, is offensive. The California deci- 
sion, therefore, is timely, as it will tend to 
check the disposition on the part of a few 
members of the clerical profession to single 
out offenders and drag them before the bar 
for reproof or punishment, as the case may 
be. Miss Kelsois to be congratulated upon 
her vindication. 
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OSCAR WILDE’S DISGRACE, 

The shocking disclosures in the libel suit of 
Oscar Wilde, the professional representative 
of so-called estheticism, against the Marquis 
of Queensberry have led toasudden aban- 
donment of the case and the arrest of Wilde 
upon charges which are too indecent for pub- 
lication or comment. The plaintiff in the 
libel suit, now defendant in an unspeakable 
suit, who but a short time since was the ad- 
miration of society and the object of silly 
adulation, however the case may turn, has al- 
ready been ostraqjized by society. His name 
is stricken off from the literary rolls and play 
posters. He has been disgraced for life. If 
he is convicted he will serve out his punish- 
ment and then will be relegated to well-mer- 
ited obscurity. 

While it is not in order to discuss the offense 
of Oscar Wilde it is proper to search for the 
causes of it. First, and perhaps foremost, he 
piunged into indecency because he belonged 
to a caste in society which is idle, useless, un- 
productive, and therefore profligate. He 
lived in luxury and what happens to nations, 
once they become idle and luxurious, happens 
very often to the individual. He and his set 
were idlers, While notat the top of the social 
ladder a certain flippant and audacious literary 
style in his books and an undeserved and un- 
warranted ularity on the stage gave hii 

2cess to: classes of English society and 
kept him constantly surrounded by worthless 
idlers, who flattered him and ran after bim 
much as it was the custom to do when he made 
his tour of silliness through this country. 
That keen and cynical German observer, Max 
Nordau, in his recent book, ‘*‘ Degeneracy,”’ 


aptly remarked of Wilde in substance thata- 


wrote such stuff as he did 
could not help but. reflect the im- 
morality in his own person. Given a 
person with such proclivities, surround him 
with male and female flatterers, and let him 
lead a life of absolute idleness so far as any 
useful work 1s concerned, the temptations will 
be too strong for such a weak, degenerate 


man who 


‘nature to resist. There is little doubt that 


his offense is a common one in the set with 
which he associated. More than once reveia- 
tions of this kind have been made in the rec- 
ords of English aristocratic society, but the 
offenders have usually fled in time and con. 
cealed themselves rather than face the shame

pens writing obscenity of that most sugges- 


tive kind. . There are books like that of 
Smollett and Fielding and plays like those of 
Congreve and even of Aphra Behn which. are 
simply mirrors of their time and in which 
there is some compensation for unclean- 
ness in the genius of the writers. 
There is another class in modern 
days, at the head of whichstands Walt Whit- 
man, with whom impropriety takes on such 
a robust, outspoken shape that it has no ele- 
ment of danger. The modern erotic school, 
however, is represented by writers who have 
neither genius nor talent, neither wit nor 
humor. They are silly, vapid, and turgid. 
They have a flippant way of dealing with all 
questions. They write of vice suggestively 
and for a purpose. They are unclean through 
and through and their purpose is to defile 
others. The tendency of these books is to 
debauch those who read them, and unfortu- 
nately the class which reads them is made up 
of the young and thoughtiess, whoon the 
very tiireshold form low and _ vicious 
ideas of life. Oscar Wilde himself has been 
an offender in this regard, ard the name of 
tne others is legion. Every newsstand swarms 
with their productions... The photographer’s 
studio furnishes illustrations of them. The 
stage lends itself to reproductions of their 
characters, and even art itself has been tainted 
by them. Such bocks encourage personal 
vice. Apparently they are written for that 
purpose. Nordau isnot far wrong when he 
characterizes the age as one of degeneracy. 
Estheticism needs to be deodorized.

POTATO GARDENS FOR THE POOR, 

The leading women of this city, who have 
had under consideration the proposal to help 
the poor to cultivate potato patches for them- 
selves, do not look upon it with much favor. 
The success of a similar scherhe organized by 
the Mayor of Detroit and in New York City is 
not thought to be proof it would be practic- 
able here. On the North Side the available 
soil istvo sandy and thaton the South Side 
too low, the consequence being insufficient 
drainage. One lady says that while there is 
plenty of fertile soil about the city, the 
ground seems to be very poorin the districts 
where those live whom itis desired to help. 
The great difficuity is the distance from the 
places where the poor live to the areas where 
they could get land to cultivate. 

The pian pursued in some of the rural dis- 
tricts of England about the middle of this 
century was a simple and effective one. 
Probably ‘it still survives. A farmer divided 
a field into lots containing one chain each, 
the chain bemg the tenth part of an acre. 
Each of the poorer heads of families in the 
village was allowed the use of one of these 
lots for the cultivation of potatoes rent free. 
But he was obliged to manure the ground 
liberally anu was expected to buy the fertiliz- 
ing material from the farmer, who furnished 
it from his farmyard at a moderate price per 
cart-load. The poor man raised his crop of 
potatoes and left the ground in first-class con- 
dition for the use of the farmer during the 
next three years. The following season 
another field was parceled out to the 
poor potato growers, and so on in_ro- 
tution, they not occupying the same 
tract of land two years in succession. The 
result was that they raised what here would 
be called enormous crops of potatoes, the sin- 
gle chain supplying enough for the needs of a 
family comprising several children, and the 
land was keptin good productive shape for 
the raising of wheat, barley, and other crops 
by the farmer, who hardly would be satisfied 
with less than twice as much wheat per acre 
as is gathered from the average field in this 
country. Sothe arrangement was a bencfit 
to all parties. Its extent may be partly un- 
derstood from the statement that the British 
farmer does not believe in impoverishing his 
land. He used to prefer to let it lie fallow 
once in every four or five years, to recuperate 
in that way, unless able to fertilize the soil or 
disposed to put it down to grass. He regard- 
ed asa ruinous policy the gethering of one 
kind of crop from the same piece of land for 
several years in succession, 

The poorer class of English people who pre- 
ferred this to receiving assistance from “ the 
parish ’’ were not dismayed at the idea of 
having to walk two orthree miles each way 
between home and the potato patch a very 
few times each year. Itis probable that there 
are many hereto whom distance would not 
be an insuperable objection. Of course, 
every man depended on being allowed to reap 
tne fruits of his own industry. Sucha thing 
as theft from one of these potato patches was 
unheard of, and if happening it is likely the 
offender would have been severely dealt with, 
though “lynching” is not popular in En- 
gland, 

It is just possible that this plan contains 
some features which will be novel to the Chi- 
cago philanthropists who would like to help 
the poor of this city to grow potatoes for 
themselves, but do not see their way clearly 
to the desired success. If so, it may . help 
them over the difficulty. The one distinctive 
fact about the English plan is that the potato 
patches are shifting areas, anda second im- 
portant point is the recognition by the farmer 
of the value of fertilizers on his land, while a 
third is that he can be of service to the poorer 
peopte without loss to himself. One would 
think that the abundance of fertilizing ma- 
terial in this city, naaking it relatively cheap, 
would render the problem fully as easy of so. 
lution here asin Engiand if it were taken 
hold of in the right way.

Thisisa 
change for the better, though the bill might 
be improved by making the minimum term 
of imprisonment six months instead of a year. 
There might bean unwillingness on the part 
of courts to lock men up for twelve months 
even though they deserved it. It is.not likely 
that the Senate in view of what it has done 
will pass this bill, but the House ought to 
pass it and give the other branch of the Legis- 
lature a chance to reaeem itself.

rest, who has the cases in charge, lad one 
man, a city employé, sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for keeping a number of Republicans 
from voting.

That reason has lost its force now, So let the 
other offenders be brought to trial and their 
cases be disposed of.

Tue Junior American Republieshould not 
be condemned too hastily. It has had its dis- 
sensions, and it has in some things acted too 
much like real politicians and real political 
organizations.

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WO hundred and fifteen thousand 
palms lift their graceful fronds toward 
the sky in Chicago today, That isthe 
estimate of George Wittbold, who re- 

sides in ‘Lake View and has watched 

the tropical plant industry in the Western 
metropolis grow from nothing to the grand 
proportions + of Paim Sunday, 1895. Away 
back in 1857 Mr. Wittbold imported twenty- 
@ve small ‘specimens from Erfurt, Prussia. 
‘They were tho first palms brought to Chi- 
cago. ‘Now there are 210,000 plants 
in local greenhouses and 5,000 in frivate 
conservatories, parlors, hallways. and hotels. 
‘The demand for them is brisk and the busi- 
ness one of the substantial moneymakers of 
—agreat city. . But this is so only by dint of 
long and patient education. At first the peo. 
pledyd not like palms and would not buy 
them. Greenhouse men were obliged to give 
their attention mostly to vending flowers, but 
now there are several establishments here 
that make palm- eine a great featu of 
their trade. 
Packed securely in boxes of tin and wood 
im seeds come to Chicago every few weeks 
from Brazil, Australia, Egypt. China, and the 
Mediterranean shores. What botanists call 
the Areca Lutescens, or the palin with long, 
finger-like leaves, comes from Brazil, as does 
-giso the squatty and stylish fan palin, a native 
ef China and called the Latania Borbonica. 
Brazil also produces the dainty Cocus 
Weddeliaua, and numbers of the 
“screw pine’’ or palm, a stranger from 
Egypt, find their way hither from Rio in boxes 
labeled “Pandanus Utilis."’ The siender- 
fingered Areca is also an immigrant to Brazil, 
having been imported from the Island of 
Mauritius. Assoon as a few of these plants 
had borne seeds the monkeys and parrots of 
Brazil spread them over the new country and 
now the Areca Of.coimmerce hails from its 
adopted land. Froim Australia come a lvt 
with names too long for comfort in writing 
andfrom the Mediterranean shores are iin- 
ported, among others, the Phoenix or date 
palms. Cocoa palms hail from Chile. Most 
of the seeas outside thosefrom Brajii are pur- 
.chased in Erfurt, Prussia, which jis perhaps 
. the greatest palm market in the world. 

Seeds-Are Pianted in Chicago. 

The little seeds. that come to Chicago look 

 @Xact!y like miniature cocoauuts. ©n arrival 
they are planted in small wooden | boxes two 
or three inches from the surface injrich black 
earth. Theu they are put in a darkened piace 
and left there until they force their way out 
of the ground. This takes about seven weeks 
for most varieties. The littie shoots look 
much like young cora sprouts. 

Next wpe tiny palms are putin a light plece, 
often under a giuss rovuf painted grpen. * They 
are transpanted into pots, three or four in ;

Schuttler’s the Oldest in the City. 


Over on the Peter Schuttler homestead No 
287 West Adams street. is a palm house, the 
first built in Chicago, for it was constructed 
in 1863 ata cost of many thousands of dol- 
lars. It has its grotto and balcony, and many 
are the rare plants that clusterj@@der its glass 
roof, Inthe center is a hoary” chamzrops 
huinelis with biackened trunk and ancient 
leaves. Then there is a huge fan palm, said 
to be froin 30 to 40 years ald, and a Latania 
Borbonica, reputed to have re ached the age 
of GO years. This last named is 20 feet tall 
and some of its leaves are five feet across. In 
uddition there are many other palms, all 
growing at haphazard, as if they had not been 
the objects af inuch. care for a long time. 
Among the other Chicagoans who love 
palmis and have them in considerable num- 
bers at their houses are Potter Palmer. Mar- 
shall Field, Charles H. Hutchinson, Franklin 
MacVeagh, John W. Doane, W. H. Rand, Mr. 
Ueh.éin of Wicker Park, William H. Chad- 
wick, Frank Parmelee, and Adolph Schoen- 
inger.. 
Beauties in the Various Parks. 


Linéoln Park palm house can boast of some 
beautiful specimens. It has the tallest cocoa- 
nut palm in Chicago—forty feet high and 
still growing. It came from the St. Louis 
gurdens to the Worid’s Fair, was battered up 
there,, but has been nursed into vigorous 
health. Durmg the Fair it stood in the mid- 
dle of the mass of green under the dome in 
the’ Horticuitural Building. Then there 
is. @ teather paim . thirty feet high, a 
date palm 30. years’ old, a_ pretty 
fish-tail palm, a big screw pine from Mada- 
gascar, a Howea Beimoreana, big fan paims 
from South China, athorny-stemmed Chamex- 
rops humeiis from North Airica. two stately 
sago palms from the Japanese exhibit at the 
World’s Fair, a sago from Texas estimated to 
be 150 years old, an odd fan palm from one 
of the Malay Islands, another fan palm fil- 
teen feet high and twenty-five feet in dia- 
meter, and a thread-bearing palm from Call- 
fornia. These and many others thrivein a 
jungle in which they have as companions 
coffee trees froin Abyssinia, banana trees 
from Honc¢uras, rubber trees from India, a 
dragon tree from the Canary Islands, and 
goodness knows what else. 

In Humboldt Park there is, among others, 
a fine Phoenix Reclinata and a Latinia Bor- 
bonica. Douglas Park has a iarge number 
of prize ‘beauties, including some froin the 
Worid’s Fair. Washington Park has several 
huge specimens, inc:iuding a Seaforthia 
Elegans, a Latinia Borbonica,a forty-foot 
Phoenix 20 years.old, anda lot of exceeding- 
ly odd Japanese dwarfs. Many of the collec- 
tion given to the South Park system by 
George W. Childs after the Exposition are 
huddied in the south wing of the Horticuitural 
Building ion Jackson Park awaiting quarters 
in the costly structure the Commissioners ex- 
pect to erect one of these days.

’ TAHERE is much that is both interesting 

and edifying in the annual exhibition 

of American water colors which will 

be opened to the general public at the 
Art Institute next Friday morning. There 
is also a good deal that is neither interesting 
nor edifying. It is evident that the jury 
has been quite as cordial as critical. Still 
the exhibition certainly is a good one; for 
any collection of more that 400 pictures is 
good which contains few if any atrocities, 
even though there are a good many works 
which have nothing distinctive to recom- 
mend them, 

if the six pictures by F. H. 
not a part of this showing, the same nyum- 
ber of aquarelles contributed by Childe 
Hassam would entitle him to first place in 
the exhibition. As it is, while the work of 
the latter, who it will be remembered was 
ithe first President of the New York Water 
Color club and at the last exhibition of the 
society took the prize; challenges the eye at 
It is not so certain that those of the 
former do not more surely fix the attention. 

The most audacious piece of work in the 
collection is ‘“‘At a Ford on the Rio Grande,” 
by F. H. Lungren. The dark rich shadows 
and brilliant yellow sunshine, together with 
the peculiar clear atmosphere of the semi- 
tropical country it represents, make it a 
picture as wholly out of the common as itis 
faithful to the unusual facts represented. 
Another picture by the same masterful 
painter of Pacific Slope scenery, W hich is 
more often caricatured than portrayed, has 
the following quotation for its title: 

The wind from the desert blew in! 

it blew from the heart of the fiery South, 
From the fervid sand and the hills of drouth, 
it kissed the land witn its scorching mouth— 
The wind from the South blew in. 

There is a wide stretch of country, full of 
white light, with scarcely a shadow, broken 
by great, far-off swirls of moving sand. 
The undulations in the far distante in this 
picture are particularly subtle. 

Digenified and strong in motive and gener- 
al effect are two small pictures by A. Phil- 
ister Procter. One of these, “* Panther 
Drinking,’’ portrays a solemn,desolate land- 
scape shadowed by the approach of night. 
The bronze-tinted, supple beast in the fore- 
ground, lapping water from a brook, re- 
minds one of the achievements in bronze of 
Barye. The other, which is somewhat more 
conventional, has an elk in the foreground 
of a dark and stately landscape. 

‘Those who are interested in Edwin A. 
Abbey’s art will take pleasure in examin- 
irig a half dozen of his pictures which are a 
part of this exhibit.

She had a smattefing of 
French .and German — accomplishments 
which have stood her in good stead of late 
years. Manager David Henderson was the 
discoverer of her unique voice,and at that 
lime declared ‘‘there was something in it,”’ 
going so far as to invite a few of his friends 
to hear it tested. The girl explained at that 
time that this curious deep voice was orig- 
inally a high soprano, and that she could 
take atop C with ease. It suddenly changed 
why she did not know. Nor did any one 
else. 
McCaull did nothing for his chorus 
; but, as before stated, Mr. David Hen- 
derson gave her a speaking: part with solo 
in *“‘ The Crystal Slipper.”’ Then came the 
eventful night in the summer of 1888—event-

rical reporting—when the rumor was abroad 
on Clark street that the Yohe had eloped 
with the young baker. Manager Henderson 
was dumfounded. He refused to believe 
the news. It was probably hard to credit 
the ingratitude that could serve him sucha 
trick. ‘‘How can it be true?” he said, 
‘“‘when Miss Yohe is chaperoned by her 
mother?” 

True, but this mother had been outwitted. 
All that one knows of her is that she hailed 
from Philadelphia (where she was a dress- 
maker)—the city that has the honor of being 
the Yohe’s birthplace. 

At all events, that hot night in July—it 
seems it was the Fourth—detectives, report- 
ers, and Wemyss Henderson, brother of the 
manager, started in hot pursuit after the 
fugitives, overhauling them at ‘the hour of 
midnight on an Eastern bound train. One 
can remember vividly the display heads on 
the front pages of the Chicago papers next 
morning! 

May Yohe had started on her career! (The 
reader may qualify the word career with 
whatever adjective he chooses.) 

She sang next night at the Chicago Opera- 
House, facing the large and silent audience 
with a swagger that never afterwards faile:l 
her. It is not the nature of an American 
audience to punish a slip of a girl, no matter 
what she has done. Life became a burden 
to Mr. David Henderson after that night in 
trying to manage May Yohe. He had to 
abandon the task and John Russell under- 
took it, making the singer one of his variety 
stars for several seasons. Mr. Russell, as 
playgoers are aware, is now in a retreat for 
those whose aninds have given way under 
too great a pressure—but it is wrong to leap 
at conclusions. 


VYohe and the Prince. 


Tt is strange now in hearing the stories . 


that are told of May Yohe’s sayings and 
doings in the burlesque world of London 
that the heroine of the Prince of Wales’ an- 
ecdote is identical with the modest little girl 
in black—-the mere child—whom the présent 
writer met in Chicago precisely ten years 
ago. , Here is the anecdot® which is well au- 
thenticated, and is characteristic: While 
she was singing a short time ago, even after 
her secret marriage to her infatuated finan- 
cial backer, Lord Francis Hope, the Ameri- 
can burlesquer was in the habit-of giving lit- 
tle suppers behind the. scenes to the fast set 
of the upper ten. These suppers were in 
their way after the fashion of the famous 
ones which Henry Irving gives in the break- 
fast room of the Lyceum, only that the Irv- 
ing suppers have been talked about over the 
world, while the Yohe ones have never been 
mentioned. The Prince, as is well known, 
unttends in his diversions,and things happen 
which it is a rule of honor among newspaper 
men not to let into print in London. gut 
there is nothing worse than sublime imperti- 
nence in the present occurrence, and no im- 
propriety can be committed in printing it at 
this distance from the scene. It is simply 
repeating the salutation with which Yohe 
(or Lafly Hope) received her royal guest 
when he went behind the scenes to a litUe 
private supper for his august benefit. She 
held out her hand admiringly and exclaimed, 
‘“‘Shake, old cock of the walk—how do you 
do?” 
They say he took it goo@-humbredly; but 
why should he not from one who has as good 
a chance to be a future peeress of Great 
Rritain as he has to be King? By the way. 
Miss Yohe made a sly allusion in her inter- 
view to the gossip about her social preten- 
sions in the wong wid which one has quoted. 
Here is the paragraph: 

‘* And as for the unpledged future—do you 
intend remaining faithful to musical pieces?"’ 

“Yes, so long as the public want them. 


But I have myself a personal desire to appear 


in something strongly dramatic. One of your 
clever young men said the other day I might 
some day be something or other socially, 
but that I’d never be anything great on the 
stage; but isn't it time enough to say I can’t 
dc it when I try, and fail—if I should fail?” 
The pros and cons for the Yohe-Hope 
marriage have been published so often of 
late in the cable news that it would be idle 
to discuss them here. Suffice it to say that 
the best authorities in Great Britain have 
acknowledged the authenticity of the mar- 
riage, and there is no more likelihood of an- 
nulling it than of the Belle Bilton-Clancarty 
union, the Kate Vaughan- Wellesley affair, 
and scores of similar contracts between the 
stage and the aristocracy of Great Britain 
which are dug out of the = wong the pa- 
rs every time a peer chooses to 
Oe tsteunaiel fool of himself.

F®DOOHDHSHOEOGHHE OOOOOHHHOSO YO 
ONDON has just witnessed the first 
production of the latest of Arthur 
Wing Pinero’s dramas, the *‘ The No- 
torious Mrs. Ebbsmith,”’ concerning 
which speculation and conjecture have 
been rife since it first became known 

that he was engaged upon its creation. The 
play was produced March 13 at the Garrick 
Theater by Mr. John Hare, with Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell in the role of the heroine. The Eu- 
ropean cables have told briefly of the pro- 
found sensation it createdin London. No de- 
tailed account of the drama or of its plot and 
menning has yet appeared on this side 
of the Atlantic. Only meager reference has 
been made to the acting of Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell, whose success as Agnes Ebbsmith 
seems to have been little less firm and posi- 
tive than that of the author himeelf. 

To comprehend thoroughly the character 
of Agnes Ebbsmitk, it is ‘necessary first to 
understand Mr. Pinero’s view of woman’s 
character. Personally he does not believe in 
a strong-minded woman in the latter-day ac- 
ceptance of that term. He is convinced that 
woman is ineradicably weak by nature and 
that it is best that she should 
be. He maintains at the same time that there 
is no such thing asa bad woman. Mad wom- 
en there are, but that 1s quite another matter. 
There is in all womaprkind, in his opinion, an 
underlying quality of what may be termed 
either goodness, gentleness, or weakness, how- 
ever strong she way think herself or however 
bad other people may take her to be. 


With this view-point, then, firmly estab- 
lished it is easier to consider the heroine 
of a tragedy in. which ‘two’ wrecked 
souls are concerned, a_i tragedy  s80 
daring in its acute analysis of the heart of a 
woman—a mistaken woman possibly, incon- 
sistent perhaps, but surely at times misguid- 
ed, unnatural, and inconsequent—that its ac- 
ceptance by the wider range of playgoers may 
easily be forfeited. A tompanion picture of 
this woman isa mati mor.'ly weak, egotis- 
tical, vain, passionate, butat the same time 
loving and tender, a man who was early ship- 
wrecked and stranded in life. These two are 
people of today. 

Mrs. Ebbsmith is the daughter of a Lon- 
don Socialist and reformer, whose marriage 
has proved unfortunate, and to whose daugh- 
ter Has descended all the father’s daring and 
impulsiveness, He had been a street preacher, 
a lecturer, and a demagogue, and upon his 
death his daughter had followed in his foot- 
steps, flaunting the red banner and haranguing 
and hoping to be the daughter of the people. 
But untamed by nature, though she may be 
passionate and undisciplined, she has a 
woman’s heart which knows the instincts of 
love. 

When the action of the play opens this wom- 
an, still an atheist, Socialist, and despiser 
of conventionalities, is married to a young 
English barrister. But her union with him is 
a failure and a torment to her. She hates the 
institution of matrimony, looks upon it as 
one of the torments of the harem, and when 
her husband dies she becomes a hospital 
nurse, meanwhile fanning her hatred and wag- 
ing her war against :narriage. To use her own 
words she ‘*unsexes herseif’’ and convinces 
herself that ‘‘ to be a woman is to be mad.”’ 
Her mental distress has darkened her nature 
and made her a_ pessimist.

You have 
found out by that time all there is to look for— 
the daily diminishing interest in your doings, the 
poorly-assumed attention as you attempt to talk 
oversome plan of the future; then the yawn, 
and by degrees the covert sneer, the little sar- 
casm, and finally the frank. open stare of bore- 
dom. Ah, Duke, when you all carry out your re- 
pressive legislation against women of evil lives 
faon’t fail to include in your schedule the ansym- 
pathetic wives. They are the women whose vic- 
tims show the sorriest scars; they are the really 
‘bad women’ of the world—all the others are 
snow-white in comparison.”’ 

The absence of the sympathy which Lucas 
Cleeve yearned for and could not find drives 
him from his wife. Although he is still law- 
fully united to her he takes up life as man 
and wife with Agnes Ebbsmith in Venice. His 
uim is to find love and tenderness; hers is for 
an impassionate existence, a love which de- 
fies nature. Her attitude toward him is pla- 
tonic, and she argues out her views more to 
her satisfaction than to his, The dialogue 
at this juncture is pertinent.. 

Agnes (leaning upon the back of the chair, 
staring before her, in a low, steady voice)—What 
has been was inévitable, Isuppose. Still, we 
Lave hardly yet set foot upon the path we've 
agreed to follow. It is not too late for us, in our 
own lives, to put the highest interpretation upon 
that word—Love. Think of the inner sustaining 
pense it would give us (turning to him forti- 

ly). We agree to go through the world to- 
gether, preaching the lessons taught us by our 
experiences. You will show yourself fearlessly to 
the world as one who refuses to endure a misery 
you have not earned; one who makes aright to 
end a wretched marriage, from which there is 
no law on your side to release you. And | take 
my place openly by you—a woman ready to give 
you, for as long as you ask it, that food of sym- 
pathy your talents hunger for to save them from 
starvation. Wecry out to the people, * Look at 
us! ,.Man and woman who are in the bondage of 
neither Jaw nor ritual! Linked simply py mutual! 
trust!’ Man and wife, but something better than 
man and wife! Friends, but even something 
better than friends!’ I say there is that which 
is noble, finely defiant, in the future we have 
mapped out for ourselves, if only—if only— 

Lucas-— Yes? 

Agnes (turning from him). If only it‘could be 
free from passion! 

Lucas (after a pause, in a low voice). Yes; but 
is that possible? 

Agnes (in the same tone, watching him askance, 
a frightened look in her eyes). Why not? 

Lucas—Young man and woman. youth 
and love. ? Scarcely upon this earth, my 
dear Agnes, such a life as you have pictured. 

Agnes—lI say it can be, it can be. 


In her struggle againsc nature, waged under 
the banner of platonism, Agnes Ebbsmith 
does not find herself coming off victorious. 
The little remaining color in life to her is 
dissipated, she becomes listless and mentaitly 
oppressed. . Her companion’s aristocratic 
friends notice the break in their attachment 
and make an effort to increase the breach. 
The realization.of the impending danger drives 
her madly togmrew endeavors. She dresses 
herself handsomely and practices all winsome 
graces to attract and tempt the lover, whose 
touch she loathes and whose lips she refuses 
to kiss. She fears tolose him, yet she will 
not approach him as he desires. It is difficult 
to understand what is the attraction which 
binds a woman so determined. unnatural, 
and scornful to a-man so essentially weak and 
irresolute. It will require a complete read. 
ing of the play to ascertain wherein lies this 
binding force. 

At last comes the turning point, and with it 
a situation which is also an expedient, so un- 
usual, so daring, so terrible in itssignificance, 
that it stands by itself almost unique in mod- 
ern times.

FINE PANORAMAS FREE OF COST, 


Noble Views to Be Uxd from the Upper 
Stories of Chicago Buildings. 

It is not necessary in order to enjoy views 
of the city to pay a quarter of a dollar. There 
are several buildings down-town from whose 
upper windows an excellent sight may be ob- 
tained for nothing. In the Ashland Block, 
for instance, the halls running north and 
south ure lighted by windows at the north 
end. On the upper floors the panorama that 
opens from those windows on a clear day is 
entrancing. There is nothing to impede the 
view of North and Northwest Chicago for 
miles. On the right hand is the blue lake, 
sparkling in the sunshine, its waters washing 
up to the Lake-Shore drive,dined with stately 
houses, whose red roofs will be accentuated 
against the tnass of green foliage that soon 
will clothe Lincoln Park. You can see cable 
cars creeping up Clark street, past the New- 
berry Library, growing smaller and smaller 
until they fade to the size of children’s toys. 

To the northwest, beyond the masts on the 
river, huge grain elevators, the tower of the 
Northwestern depot, high chimneys of facto- 
ries form the foreground of a picture that 
shades away behind church spires and cupolas 
and the dim outlines of large, buildings into a 
mass of houses that bound the horizon. The 
curious effect observable on high elevations 
isn’t absent, and you seem to be in the center 
of a bowl, the edges of which, far away where 
tne sky and earth meet, seem to be raised, and 
you can’t coax them down, One gets an idea 
of the greatness of this town from this eyrie. 
From the top windows of Medinah Temple 
there is to be had without price, if the 
tenant of § the office is willing, a 
far sweeping view of the West Side. From 
the top floor of the Monadnock at the Van 
Buren street end the southwest districts and 
part of the South Side can be seen, when the 
smoke and steam from a forest of chimneys 
and escape pipes will permit, which isn’t often 
except Sundays. There are too many high 
buildings in the way to seé much of the fine 
residence parts, of the South Side. Tenants 
in these buildings enjoy the upper stories. 
They delight in the spectacle of thousands of 
people and iines of vehicies. passing up and 
down the streets, silently almost, as in a 
dream, for while the uproar of the street 
below of course is heard, no sound of — the 
pasting proce’sions half a mile awaf steals 
into the windows.

Lawyers Who Can Do Business for Every- 
body but Themselves, 

‘It is a curious fact that some men can 
transact difficult business for others, yet are 
bound to fail when they try todo something

This is 
just what man became when finished by the 
creator. And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life, and man became a 
living sovl, Heb., nephesh chaiyah. Gen., 
ii., 7: “* And the Lord God commanded the 
man, saying: Of every tree of the garden 
thou mayest freely eat. But of thetree of the 
knowledge of good and evii thou shalt not eat 
of it, for in the day that thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die. (Hebrew: Dying, thou 
shalt die. Arabic: Thou shalt deserve to die. 
The Targum: Thou shalt be subject to death. ) 
Gen., ii., 16, 17. And when the woman saw 
that the tree was good for food, and that it 
was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be de- 
sired to make one wise, she took of the fruit 
thereof and dideat, and gave also unto her 
husband with her, and hedid eat. (Gen., iii,, 
6.)

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gIsTORY OF THE NEWSPAPERS OF 
THE BADGER STATE 


| gixty-three Years Ago the First Paper 
Was Established in WAsconsin—Files 
of All Issues, with Few Exceptions, 
Are Kept in the Library of 'the State 
Historical Soclety—Newsptpers of 
Other States Are Also Kept—Stirring 
 ‘Biistory of the Early Editors, | 
‘Madison, Wis., March 30.—{Special Cor- 
respondence.]—This is the sixty-third year 
since the establishment of the first news- 
in Wisconsin, and from tHe time of 
the establishment of the first until the pres- 
ent date, with but comparatively few excep- 
tions, files of all the newspapers ‘published 
the State have been preserved in the 
| gtate Historical Library. Some ihteresting 
features in connection with these files have 
been worked out by Miss E. Helen Blair of 
‘the library force. The Wisconsin Histori- 


-- eal Library is especially rich in the depart- 


ment of material for history, having in 
all over 8,000 bound volumes of newspapers, 
including 730 dated prior to this century, 
and further including, in addition to the 
jarge number of papers published in this 
State, the files of all the princizial papers 
and publications in other States, The ex- 
haustive and minute history of Wisconsin 
js yet to be written, but the future Prescott 
or Bancroft of the Badger Stat will not 
labor under the disadvantages of bis early 

ecessors in respect to material. He will 
nd in the Historical Library of Wisconsin, 
besides many valuable manusctipts and 
pamphiets, 3,000 volumes of Wisconsin 
newspapers from every corner of the State 
and of every shade of political opinion. In 
most cases each volume contains two or 
three annual volumes of the papers them- 
selves. — 

The historic beginnings of Wisconsin’s 
growth were at the points most eadily acces- 
gible from the east—Green Bay; Mineral 
Point, Kenosha, and Milwatkee. The news- 

per files in the library cover most or all of 
the period since each of these began to bea 
eenter of population and growth. There 
are. Green Lay papers since 1838, except 
seven or eight years; Milwauké¢e papers 
gince January, 1836, including a’ complete 
fle of the Sentinel since January, 1838; 
Mifieral Point since 1837; Madison since 
1837; Kenosha and Grant Counties since 
1842; Prairie du Chien since 1845;| Portage, 
Janesville, and Fond du Lac since 1849; Ra- 
cine since 1850; La Crosse since 1952; Man- 
ftowoc, Monroe, Sheboygafi, Beayer Dam, 
Oshkosh, and Appleton since 1853; and so 
the list might be extended to coverithe State 


History in the Papers. | 

These items are immensely significant, for 
they mean the history of Milwaukee since 
its beginning, sixty years ago; that of the 
jead region for about the same 'pé¢riod, and 
the record of the growth of the large cities 
from their infancy, and the political history 
of Wisconsin from its birth as a territory. 
There are also many files of special interest 
besides those of general newspapers. The 
composite population of the State'is shown 
“in the eight languages besides English rep- 

resented in the papers—German, Bohemian, 
‘Polish, Norwegian, Danish, Swedish, 
"French, and Dutch, The leading indus- 
‘tries—agriculture, dairying, lumber, mill- 
‘Ing, and mining—are represented by special 
journals, and on the shelves may/be found 
files of Greenback, Granger, Labor and So- 
clalist, Masonic, ‘temperance, Grahd Army, 
spiritualist, and religious journals. 

All these give an interesting, picturesque, 
and comprehensive view of the development 
of the Badger Commonwealth; of the many 
elements that have entered into itS popula- 


tion; of the natural resources which have at- - 


tracted immigration here. The inner his- 
tory of political upheavals, rings, and the 
careers of bosses,financial and legislative ex- 
periments, industrial revolutions, and all 
that go to make up history are written there. 

There is much of interest in the life of the 
early days as pictured in these mute wit- 
nesses by the pioneer editors who under- 


took to establish the press in the new set- 


tlements that marked the advance of civili- 
zation upon the wilderness. Few of those 
arly editors had any surplus of cash, and 
many a journalistic venture departed un- 
timely to éternal “ pi’’ under the throttling 
clutch of a mortgage on its outfit. 
all printing material had to be brought from 
New .York. There was neither paper mill 
nor type foundry west of that State before 
1840. Notwithstanding all this, Albert G.

even to an editor’s life. Those pioneer days 
were rough, but the people were energet- 
ic, brave, and full of hope. They even talked 
of building a railroad from Milwaukee to 
Superior—a wild enouch scheme, it appears, 
to one who knows how great a task it was 
to extend the Wisconsin Central northward 
to Superior hardly twenty years ago. But 
the pioneers were ready to fight with nat- 
ure or with untoward circumstances or 
with the next man, as the case might be, 
and whenever they won in the fight they 
thoroughly enjoyed it. The editors chaffed 
each other, unmercifully back and forth. 
When C. D. Robinson, a stanch Democrat, 
went East from Green Bay in 1854 his wife 
ran the paper in his absence and seized the 
Opportunity to write some good Whig ed- 
itorials right on the eve of election. When 
the editor returned he informed his readers 
that his attempts at remonstrance with his 
better half had proved entirely unsuccess- 
ful, and he had decided that the best way 
hereafter to preserve the Advocate intact 
was to stay at home.

GREENLAND’S UNKNOWN VISITOR. 


Denmark Learns the Name of the Vessel 
That Poached on Her Preserves. 
New York Sun: The mystery of the un- 
known vessel that spent the winter of 1893- 
"94 on the east coast of Greenland is at last 
A while ago she turned up at the 


then the incident that had somewhat ex- 
cited Denmark was explained. 

In August last year Commander Holm of 
the Royal Danish navy succeeded in pushing 
his little steamer through the ice that usual- 
ly lies massed along the east coast. Aftera 
good deal of trouble he attained the fiord of 
Angmagsalik, where, a number of years be- 
fore, he revealed to the world the natives of 
East.Greenland, whom civilized people had 
never heard of, Last year Denmark de- 
cided to found a colony among these newly 
discovered ‘people, try to civilize them, and, 
incidentally, do a little business in oil and 
skins, So Holm landed his handful of colo- 
nists, put up their two houses, and started 
the settlement in good shape, assisted by the 
natives, who gave the whites a hearty wel- 
come, : 

Commander Holm was greatly surprised 
at what the natives told him. They said 
that a few days before his arrival a sailing 
vessel which had spent the winter with them 
had sailed from theirshores. Their descrip- 
tion did not give the slightest clew as tothe 
identity of the craft. All they knew was that 
the vessel, in the summer of 1893, had pushed 
through the ice to their shores, and that the 
white men on board were good enough to 
give them trade goods for their small accu- 
mulation of skins. Then the vessel started 
to g0 away, but just as it was about to re- 
gain the open sea it was arrested by an ice 
barrier that could not be forced. So the 
crew were compelled to’ winter among the 
natives, and upon their departure in the fol- 
lowing summer they barely missed the in- 
coming Danes. 

Perhaps it is just as well for them that 
they did not see Commander Holm, for he 
was much exercised over the intrusion of the 
strangers upon Danish territory. It is well 
known that Denmark monopolizes the trade 
of its Greenland possessions, and these un- 
known visitors had sailed away with the 
skins that Holm would gladly have taken 
home for the benefit of the Danish Treasury. 

When he arrived at Copenhagen last fall 
he told the little he had‘ learned about the 
mysterious strangers; whereupon the Da- 
nish Government promulgated an edict for- 
bidding all foreign vessels to visit the east 
coast of Greenland without special permit 
and declaring the trade of that coast to bea 
monopoly of the Government of Denmark. 

Late last fall the bark Ino, a Norwegian 
craft of the district of Tonsberg, returned to 
its home port after a year anda half in Arc- 
tic waters. No alarm had been felt because 
it had wintered away from home, for vessels 
are every now and then detained in the 
north and turn up all right the following 
season. Capt. Mikkelsen of the Ino said 
that he and his seven cémrades had win- 
tered at Angmagsalik, on -the east coast of 
Greenland. Among the fruits of his sojourn 
in these forbidden waters were a consider- 
able quantity of blue fox skins, besides a 
part of the 600 seal and fifty-two bear skins 
that, with a lot of oil, formed his cargo. 

It is safe to wager that Capt. Mikkelsen 
and his little vessel will not havea chance to 
poach upon Denmark’s preserves again in a 
hurry. 3

MAYOR AS AN AUTHOR 


HOPKINS TO WRITE A BOOK ON GIS 
EXPERIENOE IN POLITIOS. 


Some Exciting Matter May Get Into Print 
from the Literary Novice’s Pen—The 
Volume to Be Prepared Soon if Possi- 
ble-—It May Be Written During a So- 
journ Abroad—Last Message of the Ex- 
ecutive Likely to Make Disclosures= 
Mayor Talks of His Plans, 


Mayor Hopkins will write a book when he 
is through with this hurly-burly. It may be 
that Chicago will have it to ponder during 
the delightful summer days that are now 
waiting to comein. Orit may be Chicagoans 
shall not have it until the winter nights are 
here. If the latter, it will come from across 
the water, for the Mayor is going abroad 
soon, 

The Tribune gave the public a hint last 
Sunday that this young man about whom 
there has been considerable talk and sur- 
mise was thinking of becoming an author. 

“Is it really so?’’ the writer asked Mayor 
Hopkins the other day when the Mayor had 
come in with a tired look in his face. 

“I cannot hope,” he said, ‘“‘to be an 
author. I wish I might, but I have had no 
time in my life to devote to the study of that 
which I think is necessary to one who as- 
pires to authorship.” 

** You might find the time after your term 
of oflice is over.”’ 

**I might, that is true,”’ he said. And after 
a moment’s reflection he said: “‘ I might, as 
you say, have time. Maybe I will have that 
time. It might be interesting——” and he 
paused a second and then finished, ** to some 
folks.’’ 

*“* You were never in politics, Mr. Mayor, 
until you became Mayor of Chicago?” 

“O, yes,’”” he answered quickly, “*I have 
been in politics nearly all my life.. But I 
never held an office until I was elected May- 
or, if thatis what you mean.’”’ 

“If you should decide to write a book it 
would deal with politics to a considerable 
extent,.if not wholly?’’ 

He played a tatoo on the blotter of his desk 
and then after a moment he said: 

Politics Is His Strone Point, 

*‘ Likely. I don’t know what else I could 
put into it, because I have not done much 
aside from politics that would be of interest 
to the public.”’ 

“And it would co¥er the period of your 
Mayoralty?’’ 

“Not necessarily. I have had some knowl- 
edge of politics and politicians aside from 
this office which is interesting and which 
would interest the public. But Idonot mind 
saying to you that I never knew men untill 
became Mayor. The short term [| have 
served has been a revelation to me.” 

‘*‘ A disappointment?” 

“Yes and no, There are disappointments 
which are compensating. But l am not re- 
pining. That is not my nature. I like poli- 
tics. I like its excitement. It is inspiriting 
to me. I like to fight the other fellows. I 
shall always be in politics no matter what 
my business may be. I do not mean by that 
that I shall be an officeseeking politician.”’ 

‘Would your experience as Mayor, pro- 
vided you shail write a book, prompt you to 
shield your party, or will it flay all alike?’’ 

** Ag I intimated to you before, such a book 
would necessarily be based on political inci- 
dents, but it would not be a partisan vol- 
ume. I can tell you that. What would be 
the use of writing a book such as we have 
been discussing unless it contained a moral? 
If I shall conclude to do this it will be in- 
spired by the hope that it will save others 
from mistakes and correct some erroneous 
impressions. The book might be highly in- 
teresting if the names of some citizens and 
the part they have attempted to play could 
be given. The publication of the names of 
the people to whom I refer would open the, 
eyes of the public, as mine were opened. 
But that might look like vindictiveness, and 
I have no such spirit.» They failed.”’ 

Talk One Way and Look Another. 


It can be stated in connection with this 
reference, but not as coming from the May- 
or, that he feels he has received less of sup- 
port and encouragement from citizens who 
disclaim partisan spirit than he has from 
his avowed political opponents; and that he 
is sensitive aboutit, and believes that by the 
publication of certain information he 
would not only vindicate his administration, 
but that such a publication might serve as 
a warning to certain citizens who talk one 
way and look another. 

‘* You will take a rest after the election?’’ 

‘I shall go to my store at once, and for 
four or five weeks I shall see how business 
has been and where I am. After that, say 
about May 15, I shall sail for Europe. I am 
going to take the water at Ems for two 
months at least and maybe longer. I am 
more of a sufferer physically than my 
friends think, and I expect to get relief in 
the waters at the springsandtorest. After 
that I will see the interesting cities and sec- 
tions of the Old World. I want to go away 
for the purpose of making some studies that 
I cannot make here. I am better qualified, I 
think, from myexperience here to make cer- 
tain investigations. They will benefit me. I 
have no time to study what I want to study. 
This vacation which I anticipate, if I may 
so call it, will be my first in life, barring 
the few little runs out of the city since I 
have been Mayor. I have been at work ever 
since I was 10 yearsold. I have never hada 
day which I felt I could spare from work. 
My only recreation has been politics, and 
that has its burdens and disappointments 
when one assumes responsibilitics.”’ 

If Mayor Hopkins finds that-he has time 
before his trip to Europe he will endeavor to 
get his book in the hands of publishers. If 
this time does not present itself he probably 
will prepare the matter while he is recuper- 
ating across the water, and issue it here 
about the time of his return. 

There is an intimation that, fearing he 
may not be able to get such a book before the 
public as soon as he would like, he will in his 
last message use some material which will 
shake up some quarters unexpectedly. Ex- 
planations of certain municipal affairs prob- 
ably will be made that will make the mes- 
sage the most sensational ever written by a 
Mayor of Chicago. The first line of it is 
from an old camp-meeting hymn: 

‘* Hark, from the tombs!”’

A GREAT LOSS TO NEW WOMANHOOD. 


Death of Camilla Collet, Scandinavian 
Authoress end Benefactor of Her Sex. 
By the death of Camilla Collet the New 
Woman has lost her most famous champion 
and the literary world of Scandinavia and 
Northern Europe its most distinguished 


member. 

Mme. Collet became already at her birtha 
historic personage in Norway, as she was 
the daughter of one of Norway’s most re- 
markable men, the leader of the early Nor- 
wegian independence movement, and sister 
to the poet Henrik Vergeland. In 1841 she 
married the prominent Norwegian jurist, P. 
J. Collet, and became a widow ten years lat- 
er. While during her husband’s life she had 
entered the literary field, it was first in 1855 
that she, through her celebrated novel, “‘The 
Amtman’s Daughters,”’ secured a Europeaif 
reputation. This book created an enormous 
sensation and gave the authoress a wide 
celebrity for the ideas. relative to women 
an&® the conventional marriage advocated by 
her, and both Henrik Ibsen and Jonas Lie 
and even Tolstoi confess that they are in- 
debted to Camilla Collet for the ideas and 
suggestions in her book pointing out to them

. This rivalry for the fruit trade between 
the Greeks and Italians has given rise to 
many stories that almost make pne declare 
never to buy fruit of a street peddler. 

‘The Greeks will tell you that the Italian 
keeps his bananas in the bed of under the 
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wife. When he has reached this condition 
the reason for leaving his native land no 
longer .exists. The virtue and chastity of 
the Greek heroines was no more strongly 
developed than it is in these modern Greek 
women, hence, even in the poorest Greek 
famliy, there isan atmosphere of home. 

In these wretched buildings where the sin- 
gle men live, fifteen or twenty together, 
there is a lack of everything that tends to 
make a home. They are used principally as 
a lodging-house, for during the day their in- 
habitants are out upon the street pushing a 
hand cart and competing with the Italian in 
the fruit business. 

They know practically nothing of Grecian 
mythology, poetry, philosophy, or art. 

They know that at home they could only 
earn about 30 cents a day, and that it re- 
quired nearly that amount to live. In Amer- 
ica they can make $1.50 or $2 a day and can 
live on 30 cents. 

To see the Polk street colony at its season 
of greatest activity is to walk along there 
in the early hours of the morning, for the 
Greek is an early riser and still continues 
to worship with his face toward the East. 
Dozens of small hand-carts will be backed 
against the curbing while the owners hur- 
ry in and out of their poor quarters with 
bunches of bananas, sacks of apples and 
peanuts. casionally one is to be found 
who deals in candy which he manufactures 
himself. 1 

With a cheery salute and possibly a Gre- 
cian jest they start their several ways, scat- 
tering to all sections of the city to vend their 
merchandise. 

There is occasionally to be seen a Greek 
in Chicago who reminds one of the ancient 
warriors of the race. When questioned he 
attributes his splendid physique to the fact 
that he eats no meat. He is a vegetarian, 
and he is impervious to cold. On raw days 
he wanders about the streets with his shirt 
front open, exposing his. brawny chest, and 
he has neverheard of sickness; at least such 
is his story. 

Only one Greek girl in Chicago ever con- 
templated marriage with a foreigner, and 
the story has in it a touch of romance, with 
a policeman for the lover. 

The Greek girl tended a fruit stand ona 
West Side street corner. The big policeman 
who munched her apples and ate her pea- 
nuts loved her fondly, but he could not tell 
her so because he had never learned the 
Greek language, and the little maid only 
knew such English as referred to bananas 
and other fruits. 

On another corner was a newsboy, a 
Greek, wh association with other news- 
boys has given him a smattering of En- 
glish. The newsboy became the policeman’s 
interpreter, and undertook to tell the Greek 
girl of the affection that the guardian of the 
reace was carrying around under his big 
blue coat. The affair was progressing nicely 
until the boy made an unfortunate trans- 
lation, either through ignorance or malice, 
to the effect that the policeman was the 


*‘ The Greeks here write home and tell the 
people how much money they are making. 
and hold forth every inducement for their 
relatives and friends to join them here.’”’ 

Then he grew frank and semi-confidential. 

“Sometimes in Sparta one man killa man; 
then he come to America quick.” 

He was a bright looking man and dressed 
stylishly in American clothes. He knew the 
story of the Spartan boy who had his vitals 
eaten by a fox but made no outcry, and he. 
looked as.if he might do the same under sim- 
ilar circumstances. 

There was an air of prosperity about him, 
and he might be mistaken for a man of 
means and leisure, but he was neither. He 
was a banana peddler—when he worked. 

He intimated that conspiracies were afoot 
in Greece for the overthrow of ‘“‘that Dane,”’ 
and placing a Greek upon the throne instead. 

There is a general hostility among the 
Greeks in Chicago to King George L., al- 
though their native land has prospered toa 


that of his predecessor. Besides, he secured 
to the kingdom the annexation of the Ionian 
Islands, which, previous to his accession to 
the throne, had been a nominal republic un- 
der the protection of the British crown. 

But these facts do not weigh against the 
fact that he is not a Greek. To be governed 
by one of their own race is the desire of the 
Greeks, judging by the sentiment of those 
who make their home in cosmopolitan Chi- 
cago. 

‘* Pretty soon,” said one of the more Intel- 
ligent, ‘“‘we will send that Dane back to 
Denmark and put a Greek King on the 
throne. Our people are getting ready for it 
now. Pretty soon you will hear about it.’’ 

The perplexing feature of the situation is 
that Greece has no native royal family. At 
the close of the war of Grecian independence 
Cdunt Capodistrias was made President, but 
was assassinated at Nauplias during the 
third year of his Presidency. Then by an 
arrangement: with the protecting powers 
Prince Otho of Bavaria was selected as the 
ruler of Greece, but not being of_age the 
country was managed by a Bavarian re- 
gency until 1835. In 1848 the people de- 
manded a constitution and made the custo- 
mary demonstration around the royal pal- 
ace. This gave the people a representative 
chamber known as thé Boule. For twenty 
years conspiracies were rife and they cul- 
minated in 1862 by the people declaring the 
throne vacant. Otho was on a yachting ex- 
cursion at the time and returned only to be 
met by a deputation informing him that he 
had been dethroned. The people then de- 
cided to elect their King and a decree of uni- 
versal suffrage was issued. Prince Alfred, 
second son of Queen Victoria of Great Brit- 
ain, was unanimously chosen, but treaties

No private person in the whole of Scandi- 
navia and Northern Europe, with the excep- 
tion of Fredrika Bremer, has done so much 
to raise the respect for the Northern woman 
and her personality as Mme. Collet. In these 
modern times, when woman and her work 
are accepted without a question; when art, 
literature, science, public and private busi- 
ness life, receive woman as a fellow laborer; 
when the women themselves have been edu- 
cated to understand their position in the 
community; when the laws of every country 
recognize her position and demands, and the 
social relations between married man anil 
woman have been reformed, no woman has 
a greater right to think with pride of her 
share in this work of the emancipation of 
her sex than Camilla Collet. 

And the esteem in which the old authoress 
was held, not alone by her own countrywom- 
en, but by the women of the whole civilized 
world, was shown by the great demonstra- 
tion in Christiania two years ago on the 
R0th birthday of the great authoress. In 
this festival a thousand women, represent- 
ing every nationality, took part, and repre- 
sentatives of all the learned, literary, and 
political societies of Europe attended the re- 
ception in her honor. Few women not of 
royal blood have ever been made the subject 
of such a cosmopolitan celebration, showing 
how widespread her influence was

Jacob Miller’s Experience Trying to Open 
an Account at the Bank. 

An agent of the whisky trust who has been 
in Chicago several weeks pending reorgani- 
zation proceedings in court brings a good 
story from New York.

TREE PLANTED BY PRINOE OF WALES 
FAST GOING TO DEOAY. 


Victori.«’s Son Set It Out at Dwight Thirty- 
five Years Ago<The Planting Was the 


Closing Scene of a Shooting Trip—The | 


Heir Apparent Attends Church — Is 
Complimented for His Piety and Is 
Then Arrested for Hunting Sunday= 
Stories of His Chicago Visit. 

It is the Prince of Wales’ elm and it is dy- 
ing at the top, though it is to be hoped that 
no one will see in this a deadly parallel. The 
tree was planted thirty-five years ago next 
September by the Prince’s own hands, and 
it flourished for many years like the pro- 
verbial bay, but it is feared that it is now 
past saving. Victoria’s son planted the then 
little sapling at the corner of the old home- 
stead of J. J. Spencer, Dwight, LIL, where 
he had gone with a party from Chicago ona 
prairie chicken shooting expedition. 
house, the grounds, and the tree are now 
the property of Banker McWilliams, and 
there is no more attractive country old place 
on the line of the Alton road. When the 
tree began last summer to show symptoms 
of decay strenuous efforts were made to 
Save it, but as the summer and fall advanced 
symptoms of disintegration became more 
marked and it is doubtful if the coming May 
will see it with more than a few scattered 
green leaves. 

When the Prince was in America he tray- 
eled as Lord Renfrew, taking the title from 
a small town in Scotland six miles from Glas- 
gow. The title was an old one formerly 
borne by the eldest sons of the Kings of 
Scotiand. The Dwight homestead, at which 
Lord Renfrew was entertained, has since 
that day been called Renfrew Lodge. The 
house is a plain white frame structure of 
two stories, with a garden in front and a no- 
ble avenue of trees leading down for a fifth 
of a_mile to the tracks of the railroad. The 
house is unoccupied, though it forms an 
ideal place of living for one who loves nature. 
The place is burdened with the songs o? 
birds all through the spring, and in the sum- 
mer the boughs of all the trees bear their 
nests. ' 

The Prince’s visit to Dwight dwells with- 
in the memory of the older inhabitants, and 
the tales have been told to the younger gen- 
eration, which, however, has managed to 
get some of the stories very much awry in 
its mind. For instance, it is the firm belief 
in the minds of the boys who shoot today 
over the Dwight prairies that in order that 
the Prince of Wales might kill more prairie 
chickens than any one else young birds un- 
able to fly were caught and thrown into the 
air repeatedly until he had managed to hit 
them. The best answer to this yarn is the 
fact that the Prince’s shooting was done at 
the end of September, when the youngest 
pee chicken flies as strongly as the oldest 

rd. 

It is to the credit of the Dwight people that 
they pass over altogether or at least dwell 
very lightly upon one happening during 
Lord Renfrew’s visit, but of this something 
will be said later.- The Prince went to 
Dwight with his retinue Saturday. With 
him and composing the retinue were the 
Duke of Newcastle, Capt. Retallack, Gen. 
Bruce, Mr. Leduc, Maj. Teesdale, Capt. 
Gray, Mr. Elliott, who was a son of Lord 
St. Germains, Lord Hinchinbrooke, and 
Francis Wilkins. The Prince was driven at 
once to the residence of Mr. Spencer, while 
the others became the guests of Mr. Road- 
right and Col. R. P. Morgan. 

The Chicago newspapers, which lost sight 
of the Prince for a day or two after he left 
this city, said in closing up the story of his 
visit: ** At last accounts Lord Renfrew was 
busy at Dwight station, eighty miles south 
on the beautiful prairie traversed by the 
Chicago and Alton, holding out royal in- 
ducements for prairie chickens and quails 
to come and be done for in approved style.”’ 

A good man living in Dwight went to 
church on the morning following the 
Prince's arrival and there to his delight he 
found the royal party. He was moved to sit 
down as soon as service was énded and 
write to a Chicago paper: ‘* The distin- 
guished visitors set a good example that 
does them credit and is well worth following, 
though often neglected, in their Christian 
observance of the Sabbath. The royal 
party attended religious service at the old 
school Presbyterian Church and listened to 
an excellent sermon by Dr. Young from the 
text: ‘For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ.’ 

“Iam happy to state that the royal party 
were all deeply impressed with the power 
and appropriateness to the occasion with 
which our worthy minister presented the 
impressive text to their minds. I am also 
gratified beyond measure to say that, it be- 
ing the Sabbath day, the Prince refused an 
invitation to take a pleasure drive.”’ 

Four hours after the worthy Dwight resi- 
dent had penned these words of approbation 
of the Prince’s observance of the holy day 
the whole royal party, from the heir appar- 
ent down to the pointer dog Pat, were ar- 
rested for violating the law by shooting on 
Sunday. A fat fine was lodged against each 
name and was paid expeditiously. This is 
the happening about which the Dwight peo- 
ple now considerately say little. 

The visitors managed to get in a good un- 
interrupted day’s shoot Monday. They di- 
vided into two parties and killed altogether 
195 birds. The Prince secured more to his 
yun than any one else did, a fact which 
would not be hard to account for under any 
circumstances, but which the country cor- 
respondent of the day lays to the circum- 
stance that the Prince had a Lancaster gun 
which loaded at the breech. The day fol- 
lowing his shooting trip the Prince planted 
the tree, and the place of his residence was 
formally named Renfrew Lodge. 

Of the Prince’s visit to America a volume 
might be written, but a very little will suf- 
fice. An editorial in a Chicago paper just 
prior to the coming of the Prince advised 
the people not to be todies nor. to “ slop 
over ’’ in effusiveness of welcome. It ended 


with these words: ‘*‘ We are happy in beinz, 


assured that the Prince will be received in 
this city with no more parade and ceremony 
than are necessary for testifying to the 
friendly relations which are maintained 
between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain and the profound respect which all 
Americans feel for Queen Victoria. Our 
people do not recognize any hereditary 
right in rulers of any family whatever— 
Bourbon, Hapsburg, or Guelph.’’ 

While in Chicago the Prince staid at the 
Richmond House, where he arrived late in 
the evening. After passing the following 
forenoon in visiting different parts of the 
city he appeared on the balcony of the Rich- 
mond House, and thus to quote from an ar- 
ticle of the time, “‘ Gave an opportunity to 
many citizens of storing away in their mem- 
ories a bit of experience for their delecta- 
tion when he shall rule King, and then they 
may say, ‘I saw him when he was in Amer- 
ica.’’’ A good many of those who saw him 
on the balcony of the Richmond House that 
lay. are still waiting for the chance men- 
tioned by the reporter of that time. 

The New York Sun, in answering a cor- 
respondent recently, said that the Prince of 
Wales did not visit Chicago. The corre- 
spondent should go to the right source for 
information.

So fearful are they that some one may steal 
their book that each copy sent to the book- 
sellers for the purpose of taking orders is 
stamped in bold letters, “Sample copy for 
bookseller’s counter.

Mr. Nathan Haskell Dole has translated M, 
Nordier’s stcry and written an introduchon 
to it. ~The earliest known mention of the 
name ** Trilby,”’ Mr. Dole tells us, ig found 
in this story. In 1820 or thereabouts M. 
Charles Nordier made a journey from France 
to the highlands of Scotland. Under the 
spell of the fascination which the land of 
Scott gnd Burns exercised over him he wrote 
a story and called it “Trilby ou Le Lutin 
d’Argail,”’ in plain English *’Trilby, the Fairy 
of Argyle.”” M. Nordier confessed that. the 
source of his inspiration was Sir Waiter, who 
peopled his native hills with sprites and gob- 
lins.

The author does 
not follow the MHoratian maxim—good 
to obse~ve in all kinds of writing—to 
pitch into the middle of things at the outset. 
So it happens that one is introduced to sub- 
sidiary characters in the opering chapters. 
and it taxes one’s patience getting acquainted 
with the central figure, Galiia,who is the most 
remarkable aristocratic maiden one has ever 
met inan English romance. 

Gallia Hamesthwaite is the daughter and 
heiress of an English Peer, who stands high 
in the councils of his party. She,.bas been 
brought up in the higher branches of educa- 
tion, and she is concerned, not with fashions 
and  filirtations, but with the progress 
and freedom oof her sex. She con- 
stantly surprises one in the ‘%ook, 
but one feels no inclination to ridicule her 
because, after persevering in reading the 
novel (which is no easy task), one grows to 
have something warmer than a hearty respect 
for her. She herself isan exceedingly chilly 
maiden in her views of life. Early in the 
book she apologizes to a young nan because 
she has been weak enough to feel a senti- 
mental interest in him and because she 
practically invites him to propose for her 
band. She is snubbed by the youngster, who 
ig as strange a character as she, for he 
tells her that notwithstanding. her beauty and 
position he has no use for her in his life. He 
does not tell her why at the time, as he ought 
to do, but the reason, when it is told, proves 
to be a valid one. 

Later in the book Gallia engages herself to 
another young man, frequently, telling him 
she has no affection for him, but that she has 
a yearning for motherhood, and selects him 
because of his fitness. It deveiops that Dark 
Essex, the young man who = § snubbed 
her, was actuated in rejecting her hand by the 
knowledge that he was the victim of hered- 
itary heart disease. This isa bare outline of 
Gallia’s love affair, but it gives no idea of the 
queer views she expresses on matters that are 
generally tabooed in polite fiction. Itshould 
be stated that while this book treats of deli- 
cate subjects in a frank manner there is not a 
line which appeals to the lower instincts of a 
reader; indeed, its appeal! is to cold inteilect- 
uality, and it presupposes that this quality is 
to be characteristic of the New Woman in 
Engiand. 

The first glimpse one gets of the heroine is 
somewhat startling. Itis Chapter VI. Lady 
Hamesthwaite is discussing with her step- 
sister, Mrs. Leighton (a finely drawn portrait) 
the subject of Gallia, and the latter is saying: 
‘I think Gallia will come home. My theory 
is that the modern girl haz also a crop of wiid 
oats to sow; not the usual sort, of course, but 
wild oats. nevertheless. Perhaps she will have 
finished soon, and then you will see Gallia will 
coimne home.’’ 

Gallia interrupts the confab at this point 
and immerses herself in the daily newspapers. 
Asked by her elders whether she finds any- 
thing of interest in the prints, she replies that

good mother. I can’t tell-you how I 
but Ihave been finding it out ever since 
my.own mother died.

It is when 
he is wooing her that she feels herself grow- 
ing sentimental in spite of the self-control 
she has cuitivated and it is then she utters the 
scornful exciamation one has made the text 
for this notice: ‘* What chatter it is to talk 
of being free!

Make 
her the moment and the man, and every 
woman takes to sentiment smiling, as a little 
posed eam duckling flounders quacking to 
a pool.

Is not the disgust of the present 
heroine, on second thoughts, to be regarded 
as a natural revulsion from the custom of her 
class which made marriages of convenience 
obligatory in defiance of natural selection? 

In one respect Miss Dowie’s novel may be 
described as a counterblast to ** The Heaven- 
ly Twins,”’ for there could not be a greater 
contrast than the healthy naturalism of 
Gallia to the mawkish idiocy: of Evadne, 
Here the man with a past is not preached at, 
nor sternly outlawed, nor wept overasa 
brand to be snatched from the burning. He

rude Janion,asprightly damsel of Gallia’s 
circle. *‘Have you noticed what a passion 
men have for telling girls about their pasts?

They have 
to tell how they paddled, and just how deep 
they went in, and all about the 
queer things they fished out, and about 
the crabs that caught hold of 
their toes. . . . And ali the time you see 
how awfully frightened at the crabs they have 
been. *But our little shoes were hanging 
round our necks, Nursey, dear ’—here she im- 
itated the small, high voice of the self-con- 
sciously good child—they say as they put them 
on again. ‘And see how clean we've kept our 
overalis!’’’

The history of a successful book is often in- 
teresting. It is not always those that have 
gained the widest popularity that have 
tound favor at first. You have often heard 
how *“* Ben Hur” attracted no attention until 
a year after its publication, and the same, I 
believed, was true of Mr. Bellamy’s 
“Looking Backward.”” One of the most 
widely circulated and eagerly discussed books 
of the day—Benjatnin Kidd’s ‘* Social Evolu- 
tion’’—lay dormant for six months at least 
after its first appearance. Then the reviews 
began to tell and the people to talk and now 
it outranks any book of its class in popular 
favor. The originul plates are quite worn 
out and the plates of the new paper edition 
are in a fair way of arriving at the same 
conditien. 


Messrs. Macmillan & Co., who are the pub- 
Hshers of Mr. Kidd’s book, have a companion 
volume, one might say, ready for immediate 
publication in ** The Evolution. of Industry.”’ 
by Henry Dyer. It is generally admitted 
that the question of the organization of labor 
is one of the most serious problems with 
which we have to deal. The spirit of dissatis- 
faction with the existing state of affairs is far 
reaching, :odis not confined tothe labor- 
ing class alone. Rich and poor alike 
lift their voice in protest and 
alike they let it fall again. No 
one can suggest a remedy, though al] admut 
that ‘‘something will have to be done.”’ 
While the present era has been compared 
with the luxurious and riotous days that pre- 
ceded the fall of Rome, the comparison is 
not a good one. The spirit of reform, of re- 
generation, is in the air we breathe, and those 
who have the affairs of their fellow-men the 
most at heart are earnestly seeking a remedy. 
That one can be found only in 
systematized action, based upon scientific 
study, is generally acknowledged to be 
a fact, and itis this factand an attempt to 
suggest a solution of the problem that Mr. 
Dyer’s book is based upon. He commences 
with an introductory chapter upon the appli- 
cations of natural laws to those of economics 
and he traces the development of industry 
from the conditions of its earliest surround. 
ings to the time of its corporate and State 
regulations. He discusses the results of the 
Boards of Conciliation and Arbitration; he 
also discusses the question of the economic 
position of women and their work; of codp- 
eration, and finally he sums up the results of 
his studies in a chapter in which he discusses 
many kindred subjects. The ideas of the 
author are well set forth in the preface: 

From a survey of the chief conditions ‘of in- 
dustry which have been brought about by the 
great development of machinery and of the ap- 
plications of science it is evident that the pres- 
ent century is, in a large sense,a probationary 
aoow an era of beginnings. Indeed, itis not at 
all a question of whether the existing social or- 
der shall be changed, but of how the inevitable 
change shall be made. For ages the soil was 
being cleared, plowed, and harrowed, and for the 
last century the seed has been springing up, and 
in some cases coming to maturity before men were 
properly prepared to take advantage of it. The 
results have heen that, while great advances 
have been made, there has been great turmoil in 
social conditions, and strife and stressin indmna- 
trial relations, and we are now face to face with 
many problems of a very difficult nature. 

“ The whole field of economics, education, and 
even of religion, has been revolutionized. and 
these have reacted on social conditions. Hence 
have arisen the demands of labor for a larger 
share of its products, and for their more equavie 
distribution. It is long since Carlyle pointed out 
that * this that they call “ Organizing of Labor ”’

ABOUT A FIGHTING SCHOOLMASTER. 


PARTED BY SLAVERY. 


NEGROES’ EFFORTS SINCE THE WAR 
TO FIND THEIR LOST RELATIVES. 


Parents and Children, Husbands and Wives 
Torn Asunder at the Auction Block 
Seeking Reunion by Newspaper Adver- 
tising=Some Harrowing Tales Collected 
by a Distinguished Afro-American, 
Who Has Investigated Deeply Into the 
Fee's. ‘ ; . 

One of the most distressing features asso- 
ciated with the system,of slavery was the 
destruction of all home and family ties. 
Under the slaye code the sanctity of the 
‘martial relation was not recognized. Slaves 
were not expected to marry and give in mar- 
riage -in the ordinary sense; they were sup- 

sed to “take up’”’ with one another and to 

ive together as-long as their owners found 
it profitable and convenient to permit such 
relations to exist. A throw of the dice box, 

a turn of a card, was sufficient to break upa 

_  jwhole plantation of slaves and to scatter 
families of people all over the South, the 
parents going in one direction and the chil- 
* dren in another, never to meet again, per- 
haps, until the final judgment. 

The children of slave parents always fol- 

. Jowed the condition of the mother. Under 
the operations of this. law hundreds, yes, 
thousands, of children and adults were sent 
to the auction block, and from thence tothe 
rice swamps of the Carolinas or the mias- 
matic death traps of the Mississippi Valley, 
by ‘white fathers, who were too bigck of 
heart to shield their own flesh and blood 
from such a fate, worse in some respects 
‘than the awful fate of those who went down 
into the mines of Siberia, never to emerge, 
as Stepniak and Kennan have described it. 

The agony Which these separations of 
slave families caused was enough to make 
demons of a race of angels; the tears which 
they forced from the eyes of the agonized 
were sufficient to float a navy, They not 
only demoralized but brutalized the slave 
population, and laid broad anjii deep the 
foundations of that mountain of immorality 
which the Christian and philanthropic peo- 
ple of the North have labored industriously 
to neutralize and root out during the last 
thirty years, to which those whoare primar- 
ily responsible for its existence never tire of 
pointing as incontrovertible evidence that 
the Afro-American race is hopelessly de- 
graded, vicious, and irreclaimable. Butitis 
true in all ages that as the twig is bent the 
tree inclines. 

One of the most surprising and gratifying 
phases of the race problem ought to be that, 
instead of persisting in the horrible condi- 
tion fostered by the slave trade and system, 
the slave population took steps immediately 
after the war, when the Freedman’s Bureau 
‘was established under Gen. Oliver O. How- 
ard, to legalize the promiscuous and illicit 
relations existing between the sexes when 
emancipation was thrust upon them, and 
that, thirty years after slavery has been 
abolished, the marriage institution has ob- 
tained as general and firm a footing among 
the black and colored people as among the 
whites of the country. . 


Reminiscences of Chris Page, Who Taught 


in the Maine Back woods. 


New York Sun: “ It is owing, perhaps, to 
my long absence from my native State,” 
said a Maine man residing in New York, 
*‘ that I have not in recent years heard much 
of Chris Page. In the fifties he was a fa- 
mous schoolmaster in Maine, where I have 
no doubt his exploits are still often recount- 
ed, as in many another part of the country 
to which Maine men have wandered. His 
specialty was the teaching of hard schools 
in rural districts, a Vocation at that period 
calling for much the same qualities required 
in wild beast taming or the breaking of wild 
horses. The boys that attended these 
schools in winter were many of them grown 
men in size, and, taken altogether, were as 
unruly a set of wrestling, fighting, hard- 
fisted youngsters as the world could pro- 
duce. It took pluck and muscle to run a dis- 
trict school, and, lacking these, a master 
would better resign his office in time than 
await the indignity of being thrashed by his 
own pupils, or the humorous attention of be- 
ing carried bodily out of doors and deposited 
in a snowbank. 

“To undertake the hardest school that 
could be found was a pleasant recreation to 
Chris Page, and his services in this direction 
were much in demand. Tall, thin, and wiry, 
n rollicking daredevil by nature, he hada 
vein of quaint humor that took sometimes a 
grim and startling turn. Catching an of- 
fending small boy by the collar and panta- 
loons, he would throw him through the open 
scuttle in the ceiling, calling after him as he 
disappeared: ‘ Take him, Gabriel!’ 

‘Hie delighted to open a school campaign 
with a surprise. Being called to a certain 
school, notorious for its gang of tough boys, 
the terror of their teachers in the past, he 
agreed to come under the condition that his 
name should not be revealed by the school 
committee. On the opening day of school 
he let the scholars behave about as they 
liked, and, in the enjoyment e pande- 
monium they created, the big. 8 thought 
they had a teacher whom it would be a pic- 
nic to walk over after their usual fashion. 
On the second morning, after he had called 
the school to order, the master gave the pu- 
pils a short address on their misbehavior of 


‘the day before and wound up by saying: 


‘“** Yesterday, boys, you ruled the school. 


Today Chris Page rules it by help of the 
4 


Almighty.’ 

‘** At that the big boys waited for no more, 
but jumped from their seats and made a 
rush for him. Chris Page, who was quicker 
than chain lightning, pulled from his pocket 
a short cowhide whip and met them on the 
open. floor before his desk, cutting them 
across the face with the lash as he leaped 
and turned so as to keep them always in 
front of him. They soon fell back under his 
rain of stinging blows, and then, dropping 
the cowhide, he knocked them all down in 
succession with his fists. . He kept therm 
lying on the floor as they had fallen until 
the noonday recess, and then dismissed 
them with a brief lecture. After that epi- 
sode he had a school of very docile pupils, 
who, by one of the laws of human nature, 
soon came to idolize their fighting teacher. 

“It is a part of the story as it is usually 
told in Maine that Chris Page, out of school 
hours, became the leader. of this same gang 
of tough boys. He organizea them into a 
following, and under his lead they used to 
zo to the dances held in neighboring towns. 
At some hour of the night they would, at a 
concerted signal, start a row, clean out the 
town’s boys, and break up the dance. 

“One school that Chris Page engaged to 
teach had for years been dominated by a 
ring-leader in mischief, a big, two-fisted fel- 
low’ whe defied all rules, and sooner or later 
each winter had thrashed the teacher. 
When Chris Page arrived on the scene the

Charles Frohman’s Bet of $20,000. 

There is no dramatic author in England 
or America who is attracting more attention, 
than C. Haddon Chambers of London. He 
is an exceedingly bright young man, whose 
adventurous spirit has taken him all over 
the world, and from his own experiences 

good material for plays can be found. , 

It is only a dozen years ago that he was in 
the civil service employ in Australia. He 
was confined to clerical work, and that it 
was distasteful to him is shown by the num- 
ber of times he appeared before his superior 
officer and explained why he was absent the 
day before. Finally, when he could stand it 
no longer, he asked for his resignation, 


pleading ill-health. 
“What seems to be the trouble?” was 


dsked. 

‘“‘A peculiar nervous disorder.” 

“Do you suffer much?” 

‘All the while.”’ 

‘“‘Have you consulted physicians?’’ 

“Often, and they are as perplexed as I.” 

“What is the nature of your trouble?” 

“I eat well, sleep well, but I can’t work.” 

“You are excused,”’ 

It was then that Mr. Chambers went out 
to the Broken Bow silver mines and made 
considerable money with other lucky pros- 
pectors. He returned to Sidney and hada 
good time while his money lasted, then 
thought he would like the life of a cowboy. 
For two years he rode the range and became 
an expert in riding and roping. He was 
caught in a stampede one night. His horse 
stumbled and he was made the carpet for 
hundreds of hoofs. For some weeks he was 
not expected to live. He rallied a little, 
then sailed for London to visit his parents 
and to regain his former health. 

While in London he wrote some stories of 
Australia, bush life and cowboy yarns that 
were well enough received to warrant him 
in accepting a position on one of the newspa- 
pers. It was about at this time that he be- 
gan to dabble in playmaking, and his early 
work was filled with disappointments. Aft- 
er completing two or three dramas he could 
get no one to produce them, and becoming 
discouraged one day he gathered up all his 
manuscripts and threw them in the fire. 

Where Genius Is Needed. 

A few weeks after this one of his friends 
asked: 

‘* Are you still writing plays?’ 

‘‘ No, I’ve sworn off; there’s nothing in it.” 

“é Why?’ 

“Any one can write plays, but it takes a 
genius to sell them.”’ 

But, after some serious consideration, 
young Chambers decided that he would 
write one more play, and he swore he would 
get it produced if it took a lifetime. He went 
to work in earnest and soon finished ‘‘Capt. 
Swift.’’ Then he interviewed nearly every 
manager in London, but without success. It 
is estimated that if all the flights of stairs 
that Haddon Chambers climbed with “‘Capt.

The first night of 
the play at Palmer’s Theater, New York, 
was a trying one, for a fortune depended 
on the verdict. When Mr. Frohman saw 
the original production at the Adelphi, Lon- 
don, he approached Haddon Chambers for 
the American rights. 

‘* Perhaps the piece won’t go in America,”’ 
sugges.<d Mr. Chambers. 

“T’ll bet 1t will,”’ answered Mr. Frohman, 

‘* How much will you bet?’

* What!” 

*“T’ll bet that amount in this way: I will 
agree to deposit $20,000 in some bank here 
and guarantee thaf the royalties on the 
drama will come up to that amount within 
two seasons. If the play is a failure I lose 
the $20,000 at once. If it is a success, your 
royalty will be a certain percentage.” : 

Mr. Chambers signed Mr. Frohman’s con- 
tract, and as it turned out the authors ought 
to get twice $20,000 before the drama is 


shelved. 
A FORTUNE IN A WARMING-PAN, 


This Peculiar Old Ma‘'d Miser Left a Mill- 
ion ta the City of Paris. 

New York World: The story of the Tan- 
ies legacy—5,000,000 francs in cash and con- 
vertible securities lying for two months in 
a warming-pan in an untenanted and un- 
watched house in the suburbs of Paris— 
must have made thieves of all degrees curse 
their luck when they heard of it the other 
day. 

A fortnight ago the Prefect of the Seine, 
who is the head of the municipal govern- 
ment of Paris, was informed that, as the rep- 
resentative of the city, he was the inherit- 
or of a fortune of about 5,000,000 francs, 
being the bequest to the poor of Paris left 
by Mile. Marie Genevieve Tanies, who died 
last November, aged 83,-at’Orsay, a pretty 
little town not far from the metropolis. 
Mile. Tanies was not known.to have had any 
banker, and the fortune was supposed to be 
in the house she was occupying at the time 
of her death. 

The Prefect at once set out for Orsay 
and made:-careful search of the house. The 
stuffed furniture was probed, the mattresses 
cut open, but nothing was found.* Her 
apartment in the Rue de la Boetie, at Paris, 
was also ransacked with like result. The 
Prefect was beginning to think that the 
old spinster had bequeathed property she 
had never owned, or that thieves had made 
successful quest before his arrival, but de- 
cided to revisit Orsay and make another 
thorough search, aided by the Prefect of 
Police. Again they went through the \house 
from garret to cellar. 

Finally they noticed a cupboard in the 
wall, the door of which stood half open, re- 
vealing a heap of rubbish within. In a per- 
functory way they turned this over, and an 
old warming-pan slid out and fell on the 
floor. Its cover tlew open and the officials 
were astounded tio see a flood of gold and 
banknotes roll out upon the carpet. The 
treasure was found.

Canadian Portraits, 


The story of the collection of the portraits 
of the Governors of Canada, both French 
and English, when Illinois was under 

jurisdiction has been told be. 
fore. The work of getting these 
pictures together was of great proportions, 
but it was finally accomplished by the so- 
Clety’s President, and the framed portraits 
are now ready for hanging. 

There is a curious coilection of odds and 
ends in the big room occupying the southeast 
portion of the second story. Some of these, 
as has been said, are valueiess to the society, 
others are treasures, Among these things is 
& spinget, whose tones are harsher than those 
of a boy’s ‘devil’s fiddle. It was made in 
London during the mists of greater or less 
antiquity, and bears above its keybord the 
words, ** New Patent,”’ 

There 1s an old safe which once held ail the 
records of Pike County, of which Cook 
County was once a part. Col. J. S. Cooper 
found it in the old Pike county seat and 
turned it over to the Historical Society. 

The bones of John Laiand, or what was 
supposed to be his bones, are in the room, in- 
cased in a suitable receptacie. Laland was 
a trader at Fort Dearborn and was killed hy 
the first John Kinzie in self-defense. © Tradi- 
tion said that he was the oni rson buried 
in the ground set aside for thee st St. James’ 
Church. The bones were discovered and Maj. 
Joseph Kirkiand, who ‘made a study of the 
subject, came to the conclusion that they were 
the remains of the Frenchman. 

There is a model of the second Fort Dear- 
born in the room. . It is made from wood of 
the block house. Not far off isa rib from 
Commodore Perry’s flagship, the Lawrence, 
and there are fire relics without number. The 
wealth of the society’s collection is in its 
manuscripts, books, maps, papers, auto- 
graphs, and photographs. 

The society’s building was supposed to be 
impervious to everything except light, but the 
English sparrow found an entrance and be- 
came a nuisance. The Johnny Bull bird was 
finally barred out, though there remain in 
the structure many relics and evidences of 
former British occupation, not of the build- 
ing but.of the land on which it stands and of

HENRY IRVING OF INDIA. 


Mr, Cursetjee Merjwarjee Balliwala, Par- 
see Actor-Manager, Nabob of the Stage.

Balliwala, the Parsee actor-manager and 

dramatist, has been cailed the “Irving of 

{India.’’ Londoners may have forgotten the 

fact, for they did not recognize it as they 

might have done atthe time that Mr. . Balii- 
wala brought his company of about five-and- 
twenty Parsee actors to the Indian and Col- 
onial Exhibition held in the metropolis just 
ten years ago. The Victoria Theatrical com- 
pany of which he is proprietor (as also of the 
Novelty Theater. Bowbay), was founded so 
long ago as 1868 under the auspices of an 
influential committee of native gentiemen, 
who, in course of time, were able to rescue 
the native drama froin the hands of persons 
who had reduced it to a very low level and 
made ita by-wcrd in the native community. 

The company did very good work 

for a few years, and, when it 

afterwards changed hands, Mr. Balliwala 
became one of the proprietors of the

concern, visiting almost all the chief towns of 
India with it. Its fame, indeed, reached the 
ears of King Theebaw of Burmah, and he in- 
vited it to his capital, where it gave several 

cformances and was rewarded with about 
50,000 rupees, while the chief members were 
presented with some rare rubies and dia- 
monds worth thousands of rupees. As it made 
little impression on Londoners it went home 
poorer in pocket, buta great deal benefited 
in its professional accomplishments. Many 
an Indian institution has profited by Mr. 
Balliwala’s generosity, and his tellow-towns- 
men in Bombay, headed by Sir Jamsetjee Je- 
jeebhoy and the influential leaders of native 
society, recentiy presented him with a purse 
of 6,000 rupees and an address of congratula- 
tion on the success of his efforts to * raise the 
Indian stage to a higher state of pérfection.”’ 
Perhaps if Mr. Bailiwala were to visit us 
ugain he would meet witha greater measure 
of success than he did before. The coming 
Indian Exhibition would afford him the op- 
portunity of another visit.

ORATORS OF RIVAL OOLLEGES TO 
OOMPETE AT EVANSTON. 


Contestants from the Northwestern Uni- 
versity and the University of Michigan 
to Discuss the Question, “Should the 
United States Government Construct 
and Control the Nitvaragua Canal ?”= 
Prize Debaters of Both Universities to 
Contest for Superiority. 


Northwestern and Yichigan Usiversities 
will meet soon in what will be the leading 
intercollegiate debate contest of the West. 
I‘riday evening, April 26, three contestants 
from each institution, presumably the pick 
of the debaters of the two universities, will 
meet at Evanston in the second annual con- 
test. The question to be discussed, proposed 
by the Evanston students, is: ‘“‘ Should the 
United States Government Construct and 
Control the Nicaragua Canal?” Micnigan 
had the choice of sides and took the affirma- 
tive. They have an advantage, too, of hav- 
ing debated the question once, for after 
Northwestern had proposed the subject 
the Michigan men used it in their prelimin- 
| ary contest held to select their representa- 
tives. 

This will be the second of two annual de- 
bates arranged between these universities. 
In the first, held last year at Ann Arbor, 
Northwestern’s representatives defeated 
the Michigan men on their own subject and 
on their own ground, and this year the Mich- 
igan men will endeavor to return the com- 
pliment. Five judges are to decide the con- 
test. They present two sets of markings, 
the first on the quality of the arguments 
presented, the second on the perfection of 
delivery. Both are made on the scale of 
100, and the side having the greatest total 
wins. In order to obviate the danger of 
favoritism in the markings the rules re- 
quire that no person who has any relation 
whatever to either institution shall be 
chosen as judges, and the ban even forbids 
a resident of Michigan or of lllinois acting 
in such capacity, 

Vill Represent the Northwestern. 

Northwestern’s representatives in the com- 
ing debate are Eli P. Bennett, Harry F. 
Ward, and Horace W. Cook. Of these Mr. 
Bennett is the most mature and experienced 
speaker. He is a resident of Pittsburg, Pa., 
and is studying with a view of making the 
ministry his life work. He hasa good voice, 
is a forceful speaker, and has a commanding 
presence on the platform. He has been at 
Evanston six years and has always been 
prominent as a public speaker. While a 
member of the Philoniathia Literaty Soci- 
ety in the academy he was frequently ap- 
pointed to represent his society in contests 
with rival societies, and in 1801 won the Cax- 
ton prize. He has played a no less promi- 
nent part since entering college. He was a 
successful competitor this year on the Gage 
debate contest, and in the preliminary ora- 
torical contest March 8 Mr. Bennett was 
again successful, and was appointed to rep- 
resent Northwestern in the Northern Ora- 
torical League contest to be held at Iowa 
City in May. Mr. Bennett is a member of 
the junior class. 

Harry F. Ward is the youngest of the Ev- 
anston contestants. He is a native of Lon- 
don, and came to America in 1891. He was 
in Salt Lake City for two years after his ar- 
rival in this country, where he was assistant 
in the Board of Education. In the fall of 
1893 he went to the University of Southern 
California, and during the year he was there 
twice took part in inter-collegiate debates 
with other California institutions and was 
successful in both. He is a member of the 
sophomore class. 

Horace Wright Cook is the only one who 
will champion Northwestern's interests who 
is not a member of the College of Liberal 
Arts. Mr. Cook is a member of the senior 
class of the Northwestern University Law 
School, and has been honored for his lit- 
erary ability with the green bag prize. He 
is a graduate of the Upper Iowa University 
in the class of 93. While at college he won 
many honors in debate and oratory, and at 
the debate in February between the law stu- 
dents and those from the college he received 
higher marks than any of his colleagues. 
He lives at Miles, la.

Michigan’s representatives in the coming 
contest are James Veech Oxtoby, Clem F. 
Kimball, and Frank P. Sadler. The two 
former are seniors in the Michigan Law 
School, and Mr. Sadler is a member of the 
College of Liberal Arts.

J. V. Oxtoby is a resident of Ionia, Mich., 
and a native of North Kast, Erie County,Pa. 
He attended the high school at Hast Sazg- 
inaw, Mich., from which he was graduated 
in 1880 at the head of his class, and acted as 
valedictorian at commencement. After a 
course of post-graduate work in the high 
school he entered the Law Department of 
Michigan University in 18038.

Here he learned the machinist’s trade 
in his father’s shop, and was given instruc- 
tion in drawing by his brother. He entered 
lowa Agricultural College in 1S8S6, from 
which he graduated three years later in the 
mechanical engineering class.

All of us know 
the man who has told certain stories so often 
that he believes them himself. This is ex- 
plained in persons of veracity by the strong 
impression made upon them. For instance, 
a preacher often told of having saved a child 
from drowning when in fact he had merely 
been a witness'to another man’s deed. His 
impulse had been to try to save.the child, 
but being unable to swim another man had 
done it. In after years he really believed it 
had been himself. 

A lady in relating a table-tipping incident 
insisted that a table had been tipped over by 
invisible agents when no one was touching it. 
In order to corroborate her story she got her 
diary and read, the entry made the night of 
the occurrence. What was her astonishment 
to find that she had recorded ten years before 
that six people were resting their finger- 
tips on the table at the time it tipped over. 
The lady was not a believer in spiritualism, 
and so had no desire to contribute to the 
cause with hertestimony. Sheis simply un- 
able to account for the manner in which her 
imagination played her the trick. 

Another lady insisted that in a certain 
etched copy of Rosa Bonheur’s ‘“ Horse 


Fair’’ the horses were of life size. They 
were, in fact, less than a foot,high, but so 
lifelike that this exaggeration’ oF the mem- 


ory is easily explained. 

So keen was Dickens’ realization of his 
characters that while writing ‘**‘ The Old 
Curiosity Shop” a friend called and found 
him very sad. On inquiring what was the 
matter the novelist replied: ‘‘Did yeu not 
know? Little Nell is dead.’’ 

This imaginative memory can be culti- 
vated to take the place of a natural weak- 
ness of recollection. An Irishman by long 
practice had earned a reputation as a story- 
teller. What was his consternation upon 
finding out that his powers were declining. 
He would miss the point of his story and 
meander all over the subject trying to find 
it. His friends first began to yawn, then 
chatter, and finally to listen derisively.,. Fi- 
nally it came to the point where he had to be 
put down asa bore. Soa gentleman at the 
club looked him coldly in the eye and re- 
marked that he’d put up a V that he (the 


story-teller) had forgotten where he was 
and couldn't finish the yarn. 
** Begad, I’ve forgotten allroight. But I'll 


put up another V that I can finish the tale so 
ye’ll all laugh.’’ And thereupon he invented 
a finale so funny that he carried off the 
wager. 

The very effort to remember an occurrence 
in its details seems to stimulate imagina- 
tion. This fact is illustrated constantly in 
cases tried in court. In one case tried three 
times in the Cook County courts the wit- 
nesses gave only general outlines on the 
first trial. On the second they elaborated a 
little, and the last time they furnished the 
minutest details. Asa matter of fact the 
farther away an event is in time the hazgier 
our recollection of it, but if much dwelt 
upon imagination supplies details and em- 
bellishes it. 


Phenomenal Memory. 


Abnormal powers of recollection of cer- 
tain kinds of facts have nothing to do with 
imagination, intellect, or the lack of it, or 
indeed with any other faculty of the mind, 
It seems to exist independently and to argue 
nething. Itis simply an unusual phenome- 
non, 

It is a matter of history that Scipio knew 
all the citizens of Rome by name, that Cyrus 
knew personally every one of his 80,000 
soldiers, and Mithridates could talk to the 
twenty-two nations in his kingdom in their 
own language. Klopstock could repeat Hom- 
er, and Ben Jonson every word he ever 
wrote, Carlyle read a book once, and could 
afterward quote correctly any passage he 
wanted. Dr. Thomas Fuller could, and often 
did,- repeat sermons once heard. George 
Ill. never forgot a face he had once seen. 
The same was said of Henry Clay, and, in- 
deed, this memory of persons isa gift which 
the Lord bestows on princes and politicians. 
It is a characteristic of all the reigning 
houses of Europe. 

It sounds like a fairy tale to be told that 
Niebuhr once restored an entire book of ac- 
counts that had been destroyed, but it brings 
the fact down to reality to learn that prac- 
tically the same thing is said to have been 
done by the bookkKeeper of a wholesale house 
in Chicago, after the books were lost in the 
fire of ’71. The man who did this saved the 
firm thousands of. dollars, and is now a 
partner in the business. 

The late Rev. Oscar McCulloch of Indian- 
apolis absorbed books so naturally that he 
quoted copiously, and “apparently uncon- 
sciously, in his sermons, especially from 
Emerson, whose philosophy was cast in the 
same mold as hisown. And there wasa boy 
of 5 years near Rochester, Ind., a few years 
ago, who could repeat one of Talmage’s ser- 
mons after hearing it read once. a 

John Kemble, the actor, could memorizé 
anything. On a wager he once committed a 
whole edition of the Morning Post of Lon- 
don to memory in four days. Gustave Dore 
had a remarkable memory for landscapes 
and faces. As he once said to Douglas Jer- 
rold, he had plenty of collodion inghis brain. 

Dore’s memory was so kéen that he could 
look at a cathedral spire once, turn his back 
on it and draw it in allits exquisite and end- 
less detail. He once, while talking to a 
friend, received a photograph from his pub- 
lisher from which to makea drawing. He 
glanced at it, threw it on the table, and went 
out. When a long way from his rooms he 
remembered the commission, sat down and 
drew the picture from memory. It was full 
of figures and detail and there was even a 
road, which he remarked, as he drew it, 
was somewhat dim in the photograph and 
that it must be made clearer. But that his 
memory was not infallible is proved by his 
putting a Parisian lamp post on a London 
street and he had twice too many horses in 
the Derby. In these cases he confused what 
he did see with what he was accustomed to 
see. 

It is a curious speculation to wonder in 
this connection if the power of grasping sen- 
tences and books would not account for a 
good many cases of plagiarism. Macaulay 
related that Wycherley in his old age would 
hear a book read in the evening, go to bed, 
and wake up in the morning full of enthusi- 
asm with the subject. He would then write 
the whole thing out and believe it to be orig- 
inal with him. 

The most astonishing memories for spe- 
cific things have been bestowed on the 
feeble-minded. Blind Tom’s musical power 
is a case in point. An idiot in an Engiisn 
parish could not answer the simplest ques- 
tion or feed or dress himself, or be taught 
the commonest daily routine, yet he could 
give the date of every funeral in the parish 
for thirty-five years, tell the age and disease 
of the deceased, name the mourners, and tell 
what kind of day it was. 

Indeed, memory can play us more tricks 
than we have dreamed of in our philosophy, 
and one of these is observed most frequently 
in dreams. Who has not seemed to live a 
lifetime in the space of a moment as sleep 
shut out*time and space? This is technically 
known by the psychologist‘as hypermnesia, 
or exalted memory. 

The clearest accounts of this experience 
are obtained from those who have been ir 
danger of sudden death. A man who was 
crossing a railroad track had just time to 
drop face down between the rails and let 
the train pass over him. In the half minute 
he says his whole life passed before him 
from infancy, even trifles he had forgotten, 
toys, little frocks, the way in’ which his 
mother had worn her hair, a hard sum at 
school, and a whipping given by an-older 
boy; his love affairs, a little fl@wer-bed at 
home that needed weeding at that moment. 
It passed like a panorama wit incredible 
swiftness and distinctness. ‘The train 
passed also and left him so dazed that he 
could not have told his name for some mo- 
ments. 

A man who was nearly drowned relates a 
similar experience. De Quincey said he often 
lived the whole seventy years of his life ina 
dream of five minutes duration. But De 
Quincey was an opium-eater, and liable to 
exalted memory, to be succeeded by periods 
of stupidity. An anaesthetic sleep-often re- 
vives memories long dormant or experienced 


kind of double memory which is the peculiar * 
characteristic of somnambulism, Certain 
people have the faculty of being one person 
while awake and another when asleep. A 
dream is broken off by the act of awaking,, 
but resu as soon as sleep Supervenes. — 
Intoxication often produces double states 
| of consciousness, as is proved by the story of

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an Irish porter who lost a package while 
drunk, could not find it sober, but on getting 
drunk. again walked straight to the spot in 
which he had left it. 

There are only a few instances of aberra- 
tions of memory aside from the manifesta- 


tions of insanity; one will illustrate it. An 


old soldier who had fought with Napoleon at 
Austerlitz and had “been, wounded there al- 
ways insisted he had been killed. He was 
perfectly sane on. every other subject, fol- 
lowed his usual occupations, and fulfilled his 
public and private duties. The case was di- 
nosed,as an aberration of memory. 

The saddest and most beautiful manifesta- 
‘tion of all failure of memory is what we fa- 
miliarly and tenderly refer to as second 
childhood. a ; 

In that fashion we veil the recognition of a 
decadence of the memory and all the mental 
faculties. We say that father forgets the 
word he wants or the task he began; that he 
‘does not remember a promise made yester- 
day, though he may remember one he made 
to his mother a half century before. He is 
garrulous, especially of his youth, but his 
stories are without point. The attics of his 
brain are stored with useless lumber, but he 
is easily amused and grateful asa child to an 
interested listener. His childhood as he re- 
members it - was.joyous. The rainy days are 
all obliterated. 

Ruskin insists that English weather is 
not so fine as it used to be, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact,it is finer. He has lost his old-time 
fire and recalis with diffieulty things he 
did a few years ago. Linne enjoyed reading 
his own works in his old age and would ex- 
claim: “* How beautiful!’’

OLD BELLS IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Sounded to Many Generations. 

New York Herald: Whether it is due to 
patriotic or poetic instincts it is nevertheless 
true that a famous old bell always arouses 
a reminiscent feeling. Its very presence 
Suggests a story—the glad cry of liberty, the 
joyous peals of wedding festivities, the som- 
ber tone of funeral processions. Weather- 


messenger of fate. 

Hence it is not to be wondered at that the 
bell in the yard of the Collegiate Church at 
Fifth avenue and Twenty-ninth street daily 
attracts a throng of inquiring faces, closely 
pressed against the high iron railing sur- 
rounding the church. 

From the quaint Latin inscription on the 
beli one learns that it was sent im 1795 by the 
people of Amsterdam as a gift offering to 
the North Church in New York, then at Ful- 
ton and Williams strets, where it had been 
erected in 1628. 

Hanging high above the city at Forty- 
eighth street and Fifth avenue is another 
link that binds us to the past. This great 
bell bears this Dutch inscription: 

‘* Hen leegat aan de Neederdeutsche Kirke, 
Niew York, 1731.’’ 

It appears from the old will of Col. Abra- 
ham De Peyster that he ordered a bell to be 
made inHolland for the Middle Church, then 
occupying the site of the old fort at theBat- 
tery. The people of Holland were so pleased 
at being thus remembered by one of their 
number in America that a great number of 
coins were thrown into the smelting pot 
which contained the metal for the bell as an 
evidence of their appreciation. During the 
Revolution the Middle Church was put to 
strange uses. Removing the pulpit, gallery, 
pews, and flooring, the British dragoons 
converted it into a riding academy. 

John Oothout was granted permission by 
Commander-in-Chief Lord Howe to remove 
the De Peyster bell to a place of safety. Ac- 
cordingly, in the most unobtrusive manner 

*pessible, the bell was sent to Chambers- 
burg, Pa. 

When peace was restored the bell was 
hung in the steeple of the Middle Church, 
afterward leased to the Federal Govern- 
ment for postoffice purposes, and which. 
many remember as the old Postoffice Build- 
ing. A little more journeying and the De 
Peyster bell reached its present haven. 

The Collegiate Consistory carefully pre- 
serve the relics of their several churches. A 
pewter plate bearing the date 1769, and giv- 
ing a history of the old North Church, is 
stowed away with a charter granted in 1696 
by William III. empowering them to incor- 
porate themselves in New York. Hére, too, 
is zealously guarded the old will of John 
Harpending, now yellow with age, bequeath- 
ing, in 1723, much of his land to the Collegi- 
ate Corporation.

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NAVAJO INDIANS STARVING. 


Obliged to Pawn Their Finery and Their 
Heirleoms in Order to Get Food. 
Denver, Colo.,March 21.—[Correspondence 
New York Sun.]—Maj. Constant Williams 
of the Seventh Infantry, U.S. A., who was 
stationed at Fort Defiance last November 
as agent for the Navajo and Moqui Indians, 
brings news of sufferings and privations of 

his wards during the winter. 

“The weather down there,” said he, “has 
been the very worst known by the present 
generation of Navajos, and their condition 
is truly pitiful. No provision has been made 
by the government to give them regular ra- 
tions, as is the custom with many of the In- 
dian tribes. Consequently in times of fam- 
ine such as these the Navajos fare poorly. [ 
have been doling out small pittances of flour 
to all the Indians who apply at the agency, 
but a half pound of flour a day does not go, 
far toward filling the stomach of a good- 
sized buck. When an Indian travels seven~ 
ty miles in his bare feet, wading through 
snow up.to his armpits and climbing over. 
rugged mountain trails, in the dead of win- 
ter to beg a little food for himself and starv- 
ing family, the case is sufficiently proved to 
need no further investigation... Such cases 
have not been rare this winter. As fast as 
their ponies starve to death the Navajos 
feast upon the remains. They also kill sheep, 
for food, but as this is about their only 
source of profit they do not eat mutton un- 
less their suffering is extreme. There is no 
game of any kind on the reservation, and, 
while the streams are stocked with fish, the 
Navajos never eat fish. They believe that 
the souls of abandoned women enter the 
fish, and to eat such food would be to infect 
themselves with the inclinations of such 
women. 

‘Just before I left the reservation Man- 
uelito’s widow came to me weeping bitterly, 
and she was simply starving. I gave hera 
little flour and some bacon, so as to ease her 
sufferings a bit, but that was little. The 
school-teacher told me that the widow had 
offered to pawn her silver ring for a little 
food. Now, this was to a Navajo a most 
sincere sacrifice. They part Avith their sil- 
ver ornaments and beedgomryy when nothing 
else can be done and whi@n starvation stares 
them in.the face. Mefuelito was the big 
chief of the Navajos whose death last sum- 
mer was so bitterly mourned. He was re- 
puted to be extremely wealthy, but here is 
his widow actually suffering for food. 

‘‘In the traders’ stores you may see this 
winter hundreds of strings of coral, tur- 
quoise, and silver beads, which the Navajos 
have pawned for food. Many of these orna- 
ments are heirlooms of great age and have 
been handed down from one generation to 
another, and the Navajos would never have 
parted with them had they possessed any- 
thing else to pawn or sell. In former flush 
times they had their silver dollars worked 
into silver ornaments such as fancy bridle 
trappings, buckles of great size, belts cov- 
ered with big silver disks, rings, and chains 
of beads. All these ornaments are now in 
the hands of the traders awaiting redemp- 
tion. 

‘They weave blankets, but wool is very 
Scarce now, and even colors are hard to ob- 
tain. They buy Germantown yarn at $1.25 
a pound and weave that into blankets. A 
squaw will work twelve days on a blanket 
which will sell for $2. One trader told me 
recently that in his district over 30,000 
pounds of wool used to be produced, but last 
season not over 800 pounds was received in 
exchange for supplies. There used to be 
many traders on the reservation, but now 
they have about all disappeared. There is 
rothing to stay for. As to the Moquis, they 
get along fairly well.”’ 


_ PRUSSIAN LAW AND LONG SKIRTS, 


The Deputies Debate Dress Trains and 
Measures Against Them. 

The Pruasian Government promised the 
Prussian Deputies two weeks ago to consider 
the expediency of forbidding women to wear 
trains on the public promenades. The sub- 
ject was introduced in the House by Deputy 
Couat Douglas, Conservative, social reform- 
er, and intimate friend of the Emperor, The 
condensed report of the debate is: 

Count Douglas—In view of the spread of 
infectious diseases I regard it as desirable to 
direct the government’s attention to the 
wholesome action of the Meran police in pro- 
hibiting women from wearing trains on pub- 
lic promenades, I think that public opinion 
should be arcused on this subject by the 
press. It is the opinion of all authorities that 
street dust is filled with the germs of infec- 
tious diseases and that it carries these diseases 
into the lungs of the pedestrians. If women 
can once be convinced that when they sweep 
the streets with their skirts they are spreading 
disease far and wide, I believe their con- 
sciences will triumph over the tyranny of 
fashionand vanity. 

Dr. Langerhaus, Radical Unionist—I do 
not deny that women stir up a poisonous dust 
in the streets with their long skirts, and that 
many bacteria are thus scattered through the 
air we breathe, This is not the main point, 
however. The worstof dress trains is that 
they gather the filth of the streets, and carry 
it, laden with germs of disease, into the home, 
the nursery, and the bedroom, It is very 
hard to conquer a fashion, however. Per- 
haps the best means of counteracting the 
danger in this case is to teach women that 
they should carefully cleanse their street 
dresses upon returning from a promenade.

There is one thing he must learn at this 
school which in this advanced age of mechan- 
ies is absolutely essential to success, that is, 
the drawing of the work which the mechanic 
expects todo. He must know first what he 


wants to do, and hc must have enovgh intel- 
ligence to put that on paper and then work. 


This is called the basis of the edu- 
cation obtained inthis school. 

Every student who enters this school must 
furnish hisown drawing instruments and a 
working suit of overails and jacket. The en- 
tire outfit costs him from $20 to $25. al- 
though he can make it cost more if he likes.

In addition to the knowledge obtained in

_ To arrange a‘course of study that will en- 
, able 300 or more boys and young men to ob- 
wtain-a general knowledge of the various 
branches taught in this school is not an 
easy probiem to start. on. But it has 
done oy Prof, Robinson and his staff. 
The first term of the first year, for example, 
gives the student four hours a week in alge- 
, four hours a week in biology, four a week 
in Shetoric and composition, four a week in 
mechanical drawing, one a week in free-hand 
Grawing, ten a week in joinery and wood 
turning and lectures on wood.

One cannot wander through the depart- 
ments of this school without feeling hopeful 
of the future of the mechanics and artisans 
of this country. The apprentice, generally, 
is a slave, or, what is worse,a machine. The 
student at sucha manual training school as 
that on West Monroe street is instructed in 
something more than the use of tools. 

The first thing that irhpresses one is the or- 
der everywhere in evidence. In the black- 
sinith shops are a dozen young men at the 
anvils or the forge doing precisely what every 
blacksmith must do, except shoeing horses. 

he young smiths here are neat in ap- 
pearance. Every tool is * in its 
place. When the hour's work 
1s overeach smith removes his work suit 
and puts it away under lock and key, and 
also arranges his tools in the same way. 
They fallin line and march to the wash 
room. That duty over they fall in and go to 
some otLer shop—the foundry, the planing 
department, or the carpenter shop, or it may 
be to some of the study rooms of the other 
departments. Whe same order is noticeable 
every where, The room in which the wood- 
turning is done, for example, is a model of 
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SHOP. 


good, practical arrangement. 

Every boy in any of these departments who 
makes anything—a footstool, a glove box, an 
Indian club, a mallet, a rolling pin, screén, 
or scroll work, or anything in the way of 
machinery—is entitled to take it home and to 
keep it. The Manual! Training School is not 
inany other business than that of giving in- 
struction. Not an article turned out from 
any of the various shops can be sold unless 
the student who carrios such article away 
chooses to sell it of his own accord, 

Not only are the shops supplied with every 
necessary appliance, but the other depart- 
ments as well are provided with the best ap- 
proved apparatus, and each is as complete as 
can be found in any university, including the 
cat-skins in the electrical department. 

It has cost the City of Chicago more than 
$40,000 to fit up this school, and so very 
satisfactory have been the results that the 
Board of Education never quibbles over an 
appropriation for the purchase of any addi- 
tioflal appliances or apparatus. 

On the top floor of the school, in a room 
that used to be a pigeon roost, are tables and 
chairs and a lunch stand. A student may take 
his own lunch to school and eat it at the 
regulation hour, in this luach-room, or he 
can buy his lunch at the counter. Fifteen 
cents in this room will satisfy almost an 
hunger. | : 

‘* Suppose,”’ said the writer to Prof. Robin- 
son, **‘a boy comes in here who has no head 
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it of the success of thisschool. And he is not 
yet 50 years old. He wasa farmer’s boy in 
Ohio and in 1871, when he was a student at 
Evanston, hewas so poor that he had to teach 
& preparatory clas« in order to pay for his 
collegiate course. He has been Superintend- 
ent of Schools at Maywood, Principal of the 
Wallace School, and of the Dore. both in this 
city.” In 1891 he came to the Monroe Street 
School and ranks high as an instructor, and 
as amanager as welt.

“If they do. not wish to finish in some 
university,’ wae the reply. ‘* We do not say 
to the employers of skilled workmen: ‘We

| DEEPEST SEA FISHING 


UNOLE SAM SINKS HOOK AND LINE 
FIVE MILES UNDER THE SURFACE. 


His Biit Is an E'ectric Light and His 
Game Is Curious Specimens of Deep 
Sea Life—Curious Adventures on Board 
the Fishing Boat Albatross, Which 
Cost $100,000 and Was Buallt Espe- 
clally for Deep Sea Work=—Fights with 
Sharks and Swordfish, 

San Diego; Cal., March 18.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.]—Few people eat fish at a 
depth of 800 feet. There are fewer fishermen 
at a depth of 4,500 fathoms, or 27,000 feet. 
This is a depth of about five and one-half 
miles. It takes a heavy sinker and a strong 
line to reach this enormous ocean depth. 
Uncle Sam is the only angler in the world 
who insists on such deep sea fishing and 
measures depths, not by hundreds of feet, 
but by actual miles. He hasa boat built spe- 


cially for the purpose. This vessel,the United: 


States Fish Commission steamer Albatross, 
comes into San Diego Harbor frequently,and 
is an object of rare interest to the lands- 
man. 

The Albatross is strictly a scientific fishing 
craft. She cost over $100,000, is 234 feet long, 
and of 1,074 tons displacement, with a brig- 
antine rig. Her business is to follow ocean 
fish as they migrate from their summer to 
their winter habitat, and observe their man- 


ner of life. This work includes the collection 4 
of fish, mud, and shells from a depth of 27,000. 


feet to the surface. The tremendous scope of 
this work is hardly appreciable by minds not 
conversant with the details of it. Itinvolves 
not only the exercise of a rare scientific tal- 
ent, but also the exercise of masterly sea- 
manship- in carrying out the demands of 
science in securing fish specimens. For in- 
stance, the ingenuity of the scientists and 
navigators has resorted to the employment 
of the electric light at great depths in order 
to attract heretofore unknown and other- 
wise unobtainable fish into the trawl which 
is let down from the ship’s side. 

In this Way small fish are usually caught. 
Sometimes, when the electric light is near 
the surface of the ocean, large fish are at- 
tracted by theillumination. The light seems 
to make the big fish angry. Sharks, for in- 
stance, will dart at the light as if it werea 
deadly foe. 

Lowering the Licht. 

is sometimes lowered 800 feet 
from the surface. Ata depth of seventy feet 
the illumination becomes invisible. When 
the light is twenty or thirty-feet downand 
huge fish congregate about it their shadows 
are cast upward on the surface of the sea, 
and from the deck of the ship the scene is 
weird indeed. It is a veritable congress of} 
monsters of the deep that sometimes gathers 
about what to themisa wonderful sight. An 
electric lighted submarine home is something 
novel even to a tough old shark. 

Occasionally a man-eater shark is curious 
enough to ‘“‘ monkey” with this electric 
light and tries to swallow it. If the electric 
current supplying the light happens to be

| strong the curiosity of the meddling shark is 


In fact, the fish is shocked 
by the modern innovation. It dies. The 
bodies of several such shocked fish have 
floated to the surface. 

It has been noted that the effect of the 
electric light upon big fish has been such that 
deadly enemies as the shark and the 
svordfish will swim up to the light side by 
side, and so amazed are they by the wonder- 
ful shining bulb that they appear to forget 
the deadly feud existing getween these 
piscatorial families, and they do not rush 
at each other in mortal combat. Other 
jish that usually fight on sight lie down to- 
gether, as it were, in this shining presence, 
aS might a lion and a lamb. 

The operation of sounding, or of fishing, at 
a depth of tens of thousands of feet, requires 
much skill in both the management of the 
ship and of the sounding apparatus. In or- 
dinary deep sea sounding a three-eighths 
inch ated) wire is used. The tension on this 
wire must be constant, else it will kink, 
thus reducing the tensile strength ) per 
cent. Ocean currents complicate deep sea 
exploration. A surface current is quickly 
cetected and guarded against, but when the 
rope or sounding line fs swept under the 
bottom of the ship by a submarine current, 
with, perhaps, thousands of fathom® of line 
out, it requires great skill and patience to 
clear the line without kinking, and thereby 
possibly losing a portion of it. When a 
deep sea sounding is to be taken the sinker 
is lowered to the water’sedge. A thermome- 
ter and water specimen cup are clamped on 
to the line of wire. An officer takes his sta- 
tion beside the sounding machine. Seamen 
are at hand attending to the guide pulleys. 
A fireman stands with his hand on the 
throttie of the sounding engine, awaiting. 
the officer’s command. The record keeper 
takes his position beside the register, where 
he can read it readily. This register shows 
the number of fathoms of line paid out. At 
the order ‘‘ Let go!’’ the sinker shoots down 
into the ocean at a speed of ten to fifteen 
feet per second. The record keeper makes 
a note of every hundred fathoms of line paid 
out. The officer of the deck maneuvers the 
ship in a way that will keep the wire line 
vertical. The instant the sinker strikes tha 
bottom of the sea, miles below the ship, the 
sounding engine is stopped. The _ record 
keeper notes the number of turns indicated 
on the register, and the slack line is hove in 
by hand until it clears the bottom. Then 
the sounding engine is reversed and the line 
is hauled aboard about as fast as it wag 
paid out.

The Sounding Cup. 

The water specimen cup, or bottle, which 
is let down on the sounding line, is an impor- 
tant part of the equipment of deep sea ex- 
plorers. The density of ocean water of dif- 
ferent depths and in the different great 
ocean currents is a matter of moment to 
scientists in determining important subma- 
rine questions. To obtain a specimen of wa- 
ter at a depth, say, of 18,000 feet, with all of 
its free gases, and bring it to the surface 
without allowing these gases to escape or 
the water to mingle with other water, was 
impossible until the inventtfon of a metal wa- 
ter. cup so arranged that when it descends 
into the briny deep for several miles or so 
the resistance of the water during the de- 
scent keeps open the valves of the cup. When 


the cup is stopped at the desired depth and ' 


is being pulled to the surface the resistance 
of the water sets in motion a small propeller 
arranged on the upper side of thecup. This 
propeller forces shut certain valves of the 
hollow cup and locks them, and thus the wa- 
ter is secured in what amounts to a-hermet- 
ically sealed metal bulb, which holds its 
contents intact until opened by the scientist 
in the laboratory, either on board the Alba- 
tross or at Washington, whither the water 
specimens are sometimes sent for a more 
elaborate analysis than is usually carried 
on on shipboard. 

These water cups are strongly built. They 
need to be in order to withstand the great 
pressure of the water several miles below 
the surface. This pressure is hundreds of 
tons to the square inch. One of the curiosi- 
ties on the Albatross is a heavy glass globe 
filled with water. This hollow giass ball 
was let down toa great depth in the ocean 
until the water pressure became so great 
that the water was literally forced througa 
the pores of the glass and the ball was thus 
filled. On account of this water pressure it 
is necessary to inclose the mercury bulbs of 
the deep sea thermometers in a secondary 
glass case, which is also filled with mercury, 
and thus any possible pressure on the mer- 
cury bulb which indicates the temperature 
is taken.up by the secondary or protective 
bulb. Without such a protection the read- 
ings of the thermometer would be very inac- 
curate, as the pressure on the temperature 
bulb would force the mercury beyond the 
voint to which the temperature of the water 
sends it. 


Five Miles Under the Sea. 


The statement that there ts no life below 
an ocean depth of three miles has been re- 
futed by the experience of the Albatross. 
Sometimes, when deep sea fish, accustomed 
to live in the high pressure found at great 
depths, find their way upward to a depth 
where the pressure is lessened very ma- 
terially,and then endeavor to return to their 
deep homes, they cannot do so because their 
bladders under the lessened pressure be- 
come so expanded that the fish are unable to 
overcome the resistance when endeavoring 
to swim downwerd. Consequently. the fish 
soon floats to the surface absolutely help-
